But Airmen Decided to 
Land When the Motor 
Began to Miss. 


TALKED TO AZORES BY RADIO 


Unable to Get to Fayal, They 
Dumped Benzine to Make 
Descent on Island Easier. 


FUMES OVERCAME KUBALA 


Pulled From Plane Still in Faint 
After Idzikowski Crashed, 
He Awoke Next Day.

Wireless to THE New York TIMEs, 
HORTA, Azores, July 16.—Before 
we started from Le Bourget Satur- 
day morning, there assembled quite 
a number of people on the field for 
the reason that we were not flying 
alone, and the French airman Coste 
was also starting on a semi-officia) 

flight. 

Thanks to the report on weather 
conditions by the Meteorological 
(weather) Bureau in New York, of 
which we had been apprised over 
the telephone from New York by 
our friend, Engineer Weisblat, we 
were sure of a safe flight ta New 
York. 

A part of France was coveréd in 
fog. Over the sea we had beautiful 
weather and favorable wind. Up to 
8 A. M. we met a few steamers. I 
was yziving hourly reports that we 
were flying in good shape and order 
Every steamer with which I desired 
to communicate gave me her mes- 
sage slowly so that I could under- 
stand. I was verifying our location 
both by means of the sextant as well 
as by the positions given me by the 
steamers, 

About noon the sky became cloudy. 
In some places through which we 
passed we met with rain. At 4:40 P. 
M. Station FNSO gave our position 
by radio as 44.40 north latitude and 
24.36 west longitude. Our average 
speed up to that time was 165 kilo- 
meters (about 103 miles) an hour. 
We still had in our tanks about 4,400 
litres (about 4,650 gallons), which 
meant that with 1,700 revolutions, 
which we were then making, the 
supply would have lasted for about 
thirty-eight hours. 


Motor Begins to Beat. 


The motor then began to beat, but 
we did not pay any attention. We 
were flying in a southwesterly direc- 
tion so as to follow along 42 degrees 
north latitude as far as_ Boston. 
which city, even with very unfavor- 
able weather conditions, we should 
have reached in forty hours after 
our start from Paris. 

At 6 P. M. the motor began to miss 
revolutions and to beat more and 
more, so that we decided to land at 
the Azores, and consequently changed 
our direction to the south. A steamer 
which we met then verified our posi- 
tion as 40.50 N. Lat. and 26.30 W. 
Long. 

We were about 250 kilometers (about 
156 miles) from the Azores. The 
time was used by me for conversa- 
tions with them. I told them that 
because of a motor defect we had to 
land there, and they advised me that 
the place of landing is the island of 
Fayal. However, we were forced to 
land before reaching that island, and 
either on the sea or on the island of 
Graciosa, which was in our path, in 
spite of the fact that there were no 
favorable landing facilities. 

The trouble was in the motor, 
which from 1,800 revolutions had 
slowed down to 1,200, and in the 
equilibrium of our plane, which could 
not be held in a horizontal position. 


Overcome by Fumes. 


As soon as we were over the island 
Major Idzikowski, in order to facili- 
gate the landing, emptied our ben- 
zine tanks. The benzine emitted such 
a poisonous smell that in spite of my 


leaning out to get fresh air and in 
spite of my wat my nose and 
mouth with a clot T was halt 
poisoned by gas, and after a few 
seconds lost consciousness. I fell 
down on the floor of the plane, and 
regained consciousness only the next 
day in a hospital] 

In the meantime Major [dzikowsk: 
had to decide how to land as soon 
as possible, and this he did on a co:n- 
field. The fields on that particular 
island form small lots’ ‘about 100 
meters (about 330 feet) long, each 
divided by a high wall to shield the 
crops from winds. Our plane, after 
rolling on the ground for a short 
distance, -nierced one of these walls

EXPLOSION DESTROYS 
J, A. STILLMAN YACHT 


Wenonah Il Burns in Glen Cove 
Harbor as Gasoline Ignites— 
Entire Vicinity Shaken. 











ONE OFFICER IS MISSING 


First Mate Believed Dead— 
Others of Crew Escape, but 
One Is Painfully Hurt. 


James A. ‘tillman’s luxurious 
power yacht Wenonah II, formerly 
the Modesty, was burned to the 
water’s edge and the assistant engi- 
neer was painfully burned when an 
explosion and fire destroyed the big 
pleasure craft in Glen Cove, L. I., 
harbor at 1:30 o’clock yesterday 
afternoon. The first officer, who is 
missing. is believed to be dead. 

The body of the officer, Charles 
Knutsen of Newport, was not re- 
covered last night. He was amid- 
ships when the yacht buckled follow- 
ing the explosion that rocked more 
than 100 craft anchored in the 
harbor and shook houses. and cot- 
tages in the neighborhood. Two 
thousand gallons of high-pressure 
gasoline had been taken on and the 
refueling boat had just pulled away 
when the explosion occurred. 

William Uhe, the assistant engi- 
neer, was adjusting batteries in the 
engine room wien the blast oc- 
curred. He was painfully burned. 
but was saved by Captain Edward 
Wahwert and other members of the 
crew, who put a heavy blanket about 
his burning clothing and took him 
into the vacht’s launch. Captain 
Wahwert and the other nine mem- 
bers of the crew escaped unhurt in 
the launch, hut two of the stewards 
had to dive through saloon portholes 
and clamber aboard the launch. They 
were in the pantry and were knocked 
over by the force of the explosion. 

Uhe was taken.to the New York 
Yacht Club dock and rushed to the 
North Country Community Hospital, 
where it was reported that his condi- 
tion was serious but not critical 
He was burned about the legs and 
arms. 


Yachts of Notables Near By. 


Thirty vards from the Wenonah IT 
the yacht Whileaway, owned by: 
Harry Payne Whitney, was anchored 
and a little distance beyond her were 
J. Pierpont Morgan’s yacht Corsair. 
and'the Cytherea, owned by Mrs 
William L. Harkness. 

The explosion was described as 
resembling a volcano in eruption. 
The smokestack was hurled high in 


smoke shot streaks of vivid red 
flames The yacht immediately 
crumpled amidships and the fire 
spread rapidly fore and aft. Sailors 
who were scrubbing the deck and 
who were wearing bathing. suits at 
once hauled in the launch, and the 
members of the crew jumped in. 
Captain Wahwert was the last. to 
leave the yacht, after. several futile 
attempts to find Knutsen. 

The Wenonah II was soon en- 
veloped in an impregnable sea of 
flames and smoke. Attempts to get

FARM BOARD AIMS 
TO LINK PRODUCERS 
WITH CONSUMERS 


Agrees on ‘More Direct Avenues 
of Trade Through Cooperatives’ 
as Its First Policy. 








WILL JOIN IN CONFERENCE 





After Cooperation Institute’s 
National Session Regional 
Parleys Will Be Held. 


TO DEVELOP NEW GROUPS 


Legge Hopes to Increase Income of 
the Farmer Without Raising 
Prices to His Customers.

WASHINGTON, July 16.—Alexan- 
der Legge, president of the Farm 
Board, announced today that the 
first policy agreed upon by the new 
board was that of building up coop- 
eratives to bring producer and con- 
sumer into a more direct contact and 


_|thus bring greater profits to the pro- 


ducer without increasing prices to 
the consumer. 

In order to study the cooperative 
system thoroughly, the aiding of 
which, through government funds, 
will be the chief purpose of the farm 
relief program, members of the board 
will meet with the American Insti- 
tute of Cooperation at Baton Rouge, 
La., on July 29. 

Regional meetings will also be held 
from time to time and conferences 
with farmers will be arranged before 
the board gets down to the actual 
making of its complete program and 
the loaning of maney to the. coop- 
eratives to extend the marketing svs- 

~ and the creation of stabilization 
corporations. 

As the board begins its enéiiation. 
the price of wheat is steadily increas- 
ing, due to shortage in Canada and 
the United States. Official informa- 
tion shows that Canada’s wheat crop 
will not exceed SF0,000.000 bushels, as 
compared with 534,000,000 originally 
estimated. 

Short crops tn both countries have 
boosted the wheat price and are ex- 
nected: to make it easier for the board 
to assist. wheat growers in the mar- 
ketinz of this year’s crop. 


To Work With Farmer Groups. 


Explainine the policy adopted by 
the board, President Lege said: 

“The Federal Farm Board has 
spent, two days studying the new 
agricultural marketing . act and 
formulating policies and plans for 
orsanization. 

“Tt is at once apparent that any 
enterprise involving the direct wel- 
fare of one-third of the people of 
America and the indirect welfare of 
the other two-thirds. must be ap- 
proached deliberately. It is equally 
apparent that the structure to be 
ereated by the board must be of a 
permanent character. 

‘For these reasons it is probable 
that the board will move deliberately 
in its action. 

‘The board has received innumer- 
able suggestions for solutions to the 
various farm problems. It has also 
received many preliminary appeals 


from agricultural groups for action. 
It is stil) more important. however. 
that whatever action he taken shall 
be in the right direction. 

‘Phe board believes that its-work, as 
directed by law and by opvortunity, 
can best be done by working with 
and through established gzroups of 
farmers who are organized or who 


«mav be organized on a basis of spe- 


cific farm commodities, 
Bridging Avenue to the Consumer. 


‘The board believes that the larger 
the group and the more regional or 
national in its scope the better and 
more readily. can assistance be given. 
It will therefore be a part of tHe 
board’s program to cooperate with 
such groups now existent and to as- 
sist, so far as may be, in the de- 
velapment of such groups where nee- 
essary. 

‘‘Much has been said about costs 
of distribution of farm products be- 
tween producer and ultimate con- 
sumer and about the possibility that 
returns to producers may be in-

London Suffers Record Heat; 
‘British Drought More Serions

LONDON, July 16.—With Great 
Britain on the brink of the most 
serious water famine in years, 
affecting every district: in the 
country, London had its hottest 
day of this year today, the mer- 
cury reaching 89 in the shade. 

The present heat wave has con- 
tinued unabated for nearly a 
week under cloudless skies. Clergy- 
men throughout the land prayed 
for rain. The weather forecast

have dried up and in-some in-

CHINA FIRM IN REPLY 
TORED ULTIMATUM 


Nanking Defends Seizure of 
Railway in Manchuria and 
Makes Counter-Demands. 





BOTH SIDES MOVING TROOPS 


Russian Air and Gas Details 
Reported on Border—Moscow 
Excitement Keeps Up. 


By The Assoclated Press. 

NANKING, July 16.—The National- 
ist Government at midnight, just 
within the three days allotted by the 
Soviet Government,: replied to the 
Russian demands in the dispute over 
the Chinese Eastern Railway of Man- 
churia. 

The €hinese made two demands, 
although emphasizing that they were 
not cotinter-demands to those of the 
Russian note, which was delivered 
today. The first was that .the Soviet 
should release all Chinese imprisoned 
in Russia, which were estimated in 
an earlier official statement at 1,000, 
The second was that the Soviet Gov- 
ernment should protect adequately 
Chinese. nationals in Russia from ag- 
gression and repression. 

Moscow was informed that a Chi- 
nese plenipotentiary was leaving 
Nanking for that capital to discuss 
all’ pending matters between the gov- 
ernments. At the same'time it was 
learned tonight that 15,000 Manchu- 
rian troops have been mobilized in 
the past two days to reinforce patrols 
on the border, mainly at Manchuli. 

The plea was made that the action 
of the Chinese Government in dis- 
missing officials of the railway and 
taking over various concessions was 
justified because Soviet railroad of- 
ficials had not carried out faithfully 
the terms of the 1924 agreement pro- 
viding for joint operation. 


Says Red Agents Spread Propaganda. 


The note termed it unfortunate that 
evidence of Soviet Russian agents in 
Chinese territory spreading Com- 
munist propaganda so as to endan- 
ger. the Chinese Government and its 
social system had been discovered. 

The: note concluded: 

‘‘The National Government will a 
ways welcome Soviet subjects and 
merchants in China, but the recent 
arrest of Russians in Manchuria is 
only. just, being necessary for the 
suppression of Communist propa- 
ganda and the maintenance of order 
in Manchuria.’’ 

Despite the official statement this 
evening that ‘‘the National Govern- 
ment considers the alleged crisis of 
comparatively easy settlement.” it 
was learned tonight that not only 
had at least 15,000 troops. already 
taken up positions at strategic Man- 
churian points but unofficial reports 
indicated that a still larger numbér 
were moving: toward. the frontier. 
-An indication of. the ‘seriousness 
with which the government really 
regards the situation was the instruc- 
tion of the censor that correspon- 
dents should not attempt to send tele- 
grams regarding the report on. the 
crisis which President Chiang Kai- 
shek was generally known to have 
made this morning. at the central 
Kuomintang headquarters, where the 
foremost leaders of the party were 
gathered. 

Two Stages in China’s Program. 

It was learned the President in- 
formed these leaders that the govern- 
ment policy toward Russia would be 
carried out in two: stages, the taking 
ever of the Chinese Eastern Railway 
being the first. 

He was then quoted as. sayin 

“After the first stage’ we wilt go 
further. The imperialist powers are

Another day of surprising disclo- 
sures and rapid developments in the 
investigation of the $5,000,000 failure 
of the private banking house. of 
Clarke Brothers reached its climax 
yesterday afternoon when. Federal 
Judge Harry B. Anderson set Mon- 
day, July 29, for the trial before 
him of the four members of the 
bankrupt firm. These defendants, 
James Rae Clarke, Philip Clarke, 
Hudson Clarke Jr. and John F. Bou- 
ker are under indictments alleging 
use of the mails to defraud, conceal- 
ment of assets and also conspiracy 
to effect both these ends. : 

The fixing of the trial date oc- 
curred during the arraignment of 
Bouker, who earlier in the day had 
at his own request told his story of 
the failure and events leading up to 
it, to Acting District Attorney Ferdi- 
nand Pecora, to United States Attor- 
ney Tuttle and to the New York 
County grand jury. He waived %im- 
munity, entered the grand jury room 
only after he had agreed. to angwer 
eny and al! questions without -eva- 
gion and in return for this received 
no assurance that he might hope for 
lenicncy in any form. 


Puts Assets at $12,500. 


Boukcr, Mr. Pecora said, told him 
among other things, that while the 
books of Clarke Brothers showed as- 
sets and liabilities perfectly balanced 
at $5,700,000 é¢ach, the cash assets 
at the time of the crash on June 29 
last were only $12,500. Of the 
$2,000,000 of loans and accounts re- 
ceivable carried on the firm’s books, 
Bouker declared, more than $1,600,- 
000 were long past due. 

Another important disclosure in 
connection with Bouker’s advent into 
the firm of Clarke Brothers was 
made at the: public hearing yester- 
day before United States Commis- 
sioner Cotter by Maurice V. Genez, 
a public accountant of the firm of 
Genez & Hartman, 29 Broadway, 
who made a cursory revaluation of 
the: assets of the Georgia Fuller’s 
Earth Company, of which Bouker 
was a promoter before the joined 
the Clarke Brothers. 

‘This revaluation, made at Bouker’s 
request, revealed that the assets of 


the Georgia Fuller’s Earth Company 
increased from $639,624 as of Dec. 31, 
1927, to $6,458,286 as of Aug. 24, 1928, 
or about one month and a half after 
Bouker had become a member of 
Clarke Brothers. The witness freely 
admitted that he was making his 
compilation of figures in accordance 
with Bouker’s ideas and did not de- 
sire to be recorded as actually stand- 
ing behind them as an expert ac- 
countant. The great jump in the 
concern’s assets was accepted as re- 
flecting some agreement in connec- 
tion with Bouker’s connection = 


Gave Stock for Partnership. 


Bouker told the ‘grand jury, Mr. 
Pecora said, that he had a 10 per 
cent interest in Clarke Brothers, for 
which he. had given no cash, hut 
seventy shares of stock in the 
Georgia Fuller’s Earth Company. 
He said he became a partner in the 


firm on July 1, 1928. He said he and 
J° R. Clarke had been friends since 
boyhood.

The proposal constitutes an ad- 
vancement, but the modification 
mentioned by Mr. Wickersham de- 
notes a confession of weakness with 
respect to the prohibition laws. Of 
course, we should enforce all! 
laws. 


GOVERNOR DERN of Utah—The 
proposition with respect to a di- 
vision of function between the Fed- 
“eral Government and the States in 
the enforcement of the prohibition 
laws is logical, but is it practicai? 


I am afraid that, if put info effect, 
it would result in little change. 
Some States would still remain 
and some wet. 


GOVERNOR RICHARDS of South 
Carolina—The State of South Caro- 
lina does all it can in enforcing the 
law, but we would not be averse tv 
some assistance from the: Federal 
Government. Both the State and 
national governments should © go 
after all law violators, regardless 
of category. I think all we should 
do is to enforce the law as we now} 
have it. 


GOVERNOR GARDNER of Nortk 
Carolina—So far as modification is 
concerned, it is my personal opin- 
ion that the last election showed 
the sentiment of the people. 

Former GOVERNOR BREWSTER 
of Maine—Mr. Wickersham’s sug- 
gestion is admirable.

PARIS, July 16.—Louis Dubois, 
Lowvis Marin and the extreme oppo- 
nents of the debt ratification were 
routed in the Chamber today in the 
first ballot which has taken place 
during this long debate on France’s 
debt agreement. Furthermore. the 
advocates of the inclusion of reserva- 
tions in the bill suffered a check. and

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Bootlegging Involves No Moral Turpitude, 
Court Rules in Reversing Deportation Edict 





Bootlegzing does not in itself in- 
volve moral turpitude, according to 
the United States Circuit Court here. 
In a decision -handed down yesterday 
it was held that Bernard Iorio of 
Gallup, N.'M., was not subject to 
deportation because of a conviction 
some years back as a bootlegger.  {t 
specifically declared that the ac 
cepted mores of the citizens of this 
country did not, “as yet,” warrant 
the legal position that such a convic- | 
tion branded Iorio with the ‘‘turpi- 
tude’’ which figures so largely in the 
immigration law. :

LONDON, July 16. — Anibassador 
Dawes made an eloquent plea for 
friendship between the British and 
American peoples in a speech at a 
luncheon given today by the Travel 
Association of Great Britain and Lre- 
land in the historic Vintners, Hall, 
the national home of the wine trade 
of England. 

During the luncheon the famous 
Vintners’ gold loving cup, filled with 
spiced wine, was passed around. 
There was no authoritative verdict 
as to whether the American Ambas- 
sador drank from it, but when Lord 
Derby, who presided, passed it to 
him he put the rim to his lips before 
passing it on to Lord Riddell on his 
right. 

Ambassador Dawes gave the mem- 
bers of the Travel Association bal- 
anced advice. While telling them 
they had a great opportunity through 
promoting wider travel to bring the 
two- peoples together, he warned 
them against too readily accepting 
‘the verdict of isolated travelers on 
what their country might think of 
others. Indigestion, a poor- break- 
fast, a bad train and any’ number of 
trivial incidental causes might result 
in drawing .of an unfair picture. 
But one thing is sure, he said, and 


that is the British and American peo- 
le are friends, and the more travel 
rings them together the greater will 
be the occasion for that friendship 
to bring good results.

NEW LONDON, Conn., July 16.— 
In his: first utterance on the sub- 
ject of. prohibition as chairman of 
President Hoover’s commission for 
the study of crime and law enforce- 
ment,’ George W. Wickersham, for- 
mer Attorney General of the United 
States, asked the Conference of Gov- 
ernors, now in session at Groton, 
near here,’ to consider a proposal 
for, a,division of authority and co 
operative action between the Federal 
and State governments in the en- 
forcement. of the prohibition laws. 

The proposal, embodied in a letter 
to Govérnor Roosevelt, and read to 
the conference today by the New 
York Executive, was that the Fed- 
eral Government direct its efforts. 
against what,might be termed the 
‘‘wholesale’’ end of the illicit. liquor- 
trade, while the State governments. 
devote their attention to the “‘retail’’. 
end of the business. 

In the letter, ‘composed espectally 
for the conference at the request of 
Governor Roosevelt, Mr. Wicker- 
sham characterized his proposal as 
one which might lead to modifica- 
tion of the prohibition laws so as 
to make them ‘‘reasonably enforce- 
able” and thus remove “one great 
source of demoralizing and pecuni- 
arily profitable crime.”’ 

Mr. Wickersham’s letter was in- 
cluded by Governor Roosevelt in his 
addréss on “Cooperation of the Gov- 
ernors on Crime Problems’’ and was 
offered by Mr. Roosévelt to the con- 
ference ‘‘without comment or am- 
plification.”’ 


Letter Brings Issue to the Fore. 


The missive had the effect, how- 
ever, of making prohibition the chief 
topic in the minds of all present and 
for a time threatened to inject a 
turbulent element into the proceed- 
ings. At the conclusion of the ses- 
sion, Governor John G, Richards of 
South, Carolina offered a resolution 
expressing the support of the confer- 
ence to President Hoover's efforts 
for law enforcement and couched in 
such terms as to constitute a strong- 
ly dry declaration. On ‘the initia- 
tive of Governor George H. Dern 
of Utah; who presided, the resolu- 
tion was tabled to be considered in 
executive session. 

Governor, Dern explained to the 
South Carolina Executive that the 
Conference ; of .Governors. ‘‘never 
passes resolutions on subjects of a 
controversial character.” To. pre- 
vent a possible clash on the floor, 
adjournment was quickly taken on 
motion of Governor John Hammil 
of Iowa. 

Asserting that, because of lack, of 
cooperation from the states; the Fed- 
eral government had been compelled 
to bear the brunt of prohibition en- 
forcement,’ a statemént which Gov- 
ernor Roosevelt termed “a remark- 
able. admission. coming . from. Mr. 
Wickersham,” Mr. Wickersham for- 
mulated his proposal as follows:

The first and extremely aggravat- 
ing difficulty that confronted the 
President’s commission, Mr. Wicker- 
sham wrote, was the lack of proper 
crime statistics. 

The President’s commission would 
probably urge the passage of uni- 
form State laws concerning the com- 
pilation of crime statistics, similar 
to the New York law, Mr. Wickers- 
ham said, and asked for voluntary 
administration action in the mean- 
time. 

Other lines of inquiry being pur- 
sued by the commission, Mr. 
Wickersham revealed, are intended 
to determine the cost of extralegal 
protection against crime by the po- 
lice and the delays in the.administra- 
tion of justice due to political in- 
fluence brought’ to bear on the po- 
lice, the prosecutors and even the 
courts, yes 

While Mr. Wickersham’s suggestion 
with respect to prohibition enforce- 
ment appeared to make a deep im- 
pression on the conference, few, if 
any, of the Governors showed an in- 


clination to express definite opinions 
on it, when asked to do so follow- 
ing adjournment of the session. 
Much confusion seemed to prevail 
as to what Mr. Wickersham meant 
by his reference to modification of 
the enforcement laws. 


Governors Divided in Opinions. 


While some of the twenty-one gov- 
ernors present were inclined to in- 
terpret the reference as holding out 
a promise for liberalization of the 
liquor laws, others regarded it mere- 
ly as implying modification of en- 


forcement methods. 

Governor Caulfield of Missouri said 
he believed Mr. Wickersham re- 
ferred merely to the clearing up of 
the concurrent jurisdiction of the 
Federal government and the States 
in the present enforcement pro- 
cedure.

For Central Crime Office. 


But if-every arrest had to be 
immediately recorded in a central 
registration office and every step 
thereafter taken concerning the 
defendant recorded in the same 
way, it would be much more diffi- 
cult for an improper influence to 
thwart the due administration of 
justice.

In concluding his address with the 
reading of the letter, Mr. Roosevelt 
suggested that an executive session 
be called at which the Governors 
might discuss all phases of the crime 
problem with freedom. 

“Unfortunately,’’ Mr. Roosevelt 
said, ‘‘we Governors are.more or less 
in the public eye and everything we 
say is, quoted in the public press. 
This notoriety hampers free discus- 
sion, so I propose that before the 
conference is ended we hold a session 
from which the press will be barred.’’ 

As the regular program of the con- 
ference calls for an executive session 
before adjournment, it is assumed 
that Mr. Wickersham’s proposal will 
be discussed confidentially at that 
time, although it is considered un- 
likely the vernor will take any 
concrete action for fear of splitting 
the conference. 

Pointing out that there is ‘‘a dan- 
gerous tendency on the part of our 
national government to encroach, on 
one excuse or another, more and 
more upon State sovereignty,’’ and 
that the States were now faced ‘‘with 
new and alarming problems in crim- 
inals’ activity,’?’ Governor Roosevelt 
in his address called for more inter- 
state action in the suppression and 
treatment of crime. 

He warned that ‘if our States do 
not themselves, by cooperation and 
earnest, intelligent legislation, rem- 
edy the existing condition of affairs, 
we will find the heavy hand of Wash- 
ington laid on us by Federal legisla- 
tion, and the people of our own com- 
monwealths will raise no voice in 
protest, because their own State gov- 
ernments have. been inefficient, 
stupid and negligent. 


Every State Idust Act. 


“If we wish to retain our control 
over the criminal laws. and police 
powers,’ he continued, ‘‘we must 
accept the responsibility for their 
enforcement; we must clean out the 


antiquated machinery of justice; we 
must meet new kinds of crime with 
new kinds of laws, and we must do 
this not in this State or that State, 
but in every State, if anything is to 
really done about this crime prob- 
em.”’ 


Speaking as a member for the last 
three years of the National Crime 
Commission, which he helped to or- 
ganize, Governor Roosevelt corrobo- 
rated Mr. Wickersham’s assertion 
that one of the chief difficulties in 
the handling of the crime situation 
was the absence of adequate data 
and statistics. Until this lack of 
information was remedied, no proper 
approach and solution of the ques- 
tion could be had, he.stated. 

“Let us stop guessing about crime 
and require a few facts,’’ the Gov- 
ernor said. ‘I do not think this is 
a matter which can be turned over 
to the vernment at Washington. 
Unless the Federal government as- 
sumes mandatory authority over our 
officials, these statistics cannot be 
collected by Washington. 

“‘We talk about a crime wave. Let 
me assure you on the word of the 
National Crime Commission, which 
has been studying this matter for 
three years, that no one can today 
state, with any authoritative statis- 
tics to back him, whether there is 
or is not a crime wave in the United 
States. : 

“A certain new and reckless disre- 
gard of human life is apparent in 
some of our large cities and the rec- 
ords of the courts and State prisons 
show a new and most alarming 
change has taken place in the char- 
acter of our criminals, and that the 
old and hardened yeggmen have prac- 
tically disappeared from our police 
courts and have been replaced by 
mere lads whose ages range be- 
tween 16 and 24, who rob and 
murder with almost a certainty of 
escape from detection; youngsters 
who, if detected, are able to defeat 
justice through clever lawyers with 
a certainty of safety that is bringing 
into their ranks new recruits every 
hour of the day, tempted by the glit- 
tering pengees of easy money with- 
out risk.

their legislative bodies. 


Popular Support Essential. 


“It is our duty as Governors,”’ Mr. 
Roosevelt said, ‘‘to continually re- 
mind our Législatures of the serious- 
ness of this problem and, if.neces- 
sary, to ask the peoples of our Com- 
monwealths to support us in our de- 


mand for action. 

“Speaking for my own State, we 
have found the establishment of a 
State Crime Commission an invalu- 
able help in meeting this question, 
and I think the same experience has 
followed the establishment of sucn 
commissions in California and other 
States. The creation of proper bu- 
reaus of identification, such as had 
been done in Indiana, is another wise 
step. 

“T have recommended in my own 
State an investigation as to the possi- 
bility of bringing our police methods 
on a par with those in England, 
France and Germany by applying 
modern science to police protection. 

‘In such States as still retain the 
county .jail, I hope the system - of 
State-supervised penal. institutions 
will be substituted in the interest of 
permanent reform of our criminal 
classes. One of the helpful recom- 
mendations of the Crime Commission 
in my own State, which has been 
enacted into law this year, was the 
establishment in one of our greatest 
penitentiaries of a pschiatric clinic to 
study our | algrageecy by modern 
methods, to find out why they be- 
came criminals and what course 
would seem best adapted to bring 
about their reform.’’ 


Cahill Urges Uniformity. 


In line with Governor Roosevelt’s 
address, M. H. Cahill, speaking for 
the Associations of Grand Jurors of 
New York and New Jersey, urged 
the conference to consider approval 
of uniform extradition laws for all 
States, as well as uniform laws 
governing the summoning of wit- 
nesses from one State to another in 
extradition proceedings. Uniform 
parole laws were likewise advocated 


by Mr. Cahill, together with uni- 
formity of legislation to standardize 
the punishment meted out for va- 
rious crimes in the different States. 

The absolute segregation of first 
offenders in all felony cases was 
likewisé urged by Mr. Cahill, in or- 
der to give such offenders an Baa 
tunity to regain their ‘mor: al- 
ance’ by not ‘compelling them to 
associate with hardened criminals. 

Other suggestions made by Mr. 
Cahill covered ee proceed- 
‘ings, check forgery and the use of 
wire communications for parpones of 
defraudation, with special applica- 
tion to the use of the telephone.

Calis Criminality Big Business. 


NEW LONDON, Conn., July 16 (2). 
—Governor O. Max Gardner of North 
Carolina, addressing the Governors’ 
Conference today, said criminality 
was one of the country’s biggest and 
most profitable businesses and was 
responsible for the largest single 
item inthe cost of government. 

Spéaking on ‘‘Youthful Criminals,’’ 
Governor Gardner said that crime at- 
tributable to youthful offenders had 
shown an alarming increase in re- 
cent years, and he ‘connected this 
with the rapid decay of family life. 

“It is a misfortune of our age that 
little is being done for the consolida- 
tion in the family,’’ he said, adding 
that forces seem to be conspiring to 
divorce children from their parents 
and society. 

Children themselves were not to 
blame for this condition, he. con- 
tinued, asserting that ‘‘youth is the 
product of heredity and environ- 
ment, factors over which it, for the 
most part, has no control.’’ 

Governor William T.. Gardiner of 
Maine in another address described 
confinement of normal human be- 
ings without employment as ‘‘bar- 
barous punishment.”® -He urged his 
colleagues to advocate a policy of 
productive employment for inmates 
of-prisons of their States. 

e emphasized the need of such 
employment to help  emgparyrhd to re- 
tain or develop a healthy attitude to- 
ward life and pointed out the ad- 
vantage of industrial training and 
experience to ex-convicts after their 
release.

Head of President’s Board Thought 
to Have Definite Plan for 
Amending Law.

WASHINGTON, July 16.—Federal 
authorities concerned with prohibi- 
tion. enforcement appear to be in 
sympathy with the declaration of 
George W. Wickersham, chairman of 
the Hoover Law Enforcement Com- 
mission, read before the Governors’ 
Conference at New London today 
that the States should: assume a 
larger measure of burden in making 
the dry laws effective. 

Seymour Lowman, Assistant Secre- 
tary of the Treasury in charge of 
prohibition activities, and Dr. James 
M. Doran, Commissioner of Prohibi- 
tion, are heartily in favor of Mr. 
Wickersham’s proposal. 

“I have known for some time Mr. 
Wickersham’s views on that sub- 
ject,” said Mr. Lowman. ‘‘I heartily 
endorse his position. The States 
should become more aggressive in 
their fight against violators of the 
Eighteenth Amendment. They have 
concurrent power. All except five 
have prohibition laws.’’ 

r. Lowman is inclined to the be- 
lief that Mr. Wickersham has a defi- 
nite plan under which the Volstead 
act may be amended in such a man- 
ner as to bring about better coopera- 
tion with the Federal government by 
the States. 

Dr. Doran said: 


“Something along the line sug- 
gested by Mr. Wickersham must be 
done. The duty of the States should 
be made clear. A clarification of the 
Federal and State functions is neces- 
sary.’’ 


View Frequently Stressed. 


Complaints have been made time 
and again by Federal authorities that 
the States were not cooperating to 
the full in the matter of enforce- 
ment and that this was in part re- 
sponsible for the apparent failure of 
the Volstead act to prohibit in the 


aol intended by Congress. New 
ork, Wisconsin, Maryland, Montana 
and Nevada are the five States 
which have no prohibition statutes. 
But many States opera heater dry 
laws of their own, prohibition offi- 
cials assert, have left the field large- 
ly to-Federal authority. 

President Coolidge was an advocate 
of a plan under which the States 
would handle minor offenses against 
the dry law, leaving to the Federal 
Government the larger problem of 
dealing with. commercialized con- 
spiracies. This idea also was enter- 
tained by General Lincoln C. ‘An- 
drews, former Assistant Secretary of 
the Treasury, who carried it out in 
so far as he was permitted to do so. 

Early in the year, Commissioner 
Doran sent orders to Federal agents 
urging him to effect cooperation 
with State uwuthorities and to see to 
it that as many as possible of dry 
cases should be diverted for trial ‘in 
State courts. He wanted to relieve 
the Federal regional administrators 
of the work of attending to petty of- 
fenses in order that they might give 
more time and attention to com- 
mercialized bootlegging and to dry- 
ing up the supply at the source. 

cott W. McBride, Washington 
agent of the Anti-Saloon League, 
and Dr. Clarence True Wilson of 
the Methodist Board of Temperance, 
Prohibition and: Public Morals, as 
well as Senators Jones and Shep- 
pard, d leaders in Congress, are 
not in Washington, but it is under- 
stood they are willing to lend their 
aid to the passage of any legisla- 
tion that would assure better coop- 
eration on the part of the States in 
the enforcement of the prohibitory 
laws. 

Henry H. Curran, president of the 
Association Against the Prohibition 
Amendment, made this comment on 
Mr. Wickersham’s letter: 

“I don’t exactly understand .wh-t 
Mr. Wickersham means. I wish he 
would expand and elucidate his very 
interesting statement. Of course, we 
all agree that the present laws are 
not ‘reasonably enforceable’ and that 
they are ‘one great source of demor- 
a , and pecuniarily profitable 
crime.’ 


To Announce Distilling Plans. 


By the end of the week, Commis- 
sioner Doran will make a formal an- 


nouncement of details of the plan to 
replenish the medicinal liquor supply 
of the country. It was made known 
—7 that the Treasury planned 
o grant permits for the manufac- 
ture of about 1,500,000 gallons of 
whisky a year for a period of years. 
Estimates as to the quantity of 
whisky now held in bonded ware- 


houses vary from 10,000,000 to 15,-| POS 


000,000 gallons, but until the comple- 
tion of a survey now in progress it 
will not be definitely known just how 
much is on hand. 

Some officials are fearful that the 
gauge may show that a good deal of 
the medical whisky has been stolen. 
A few years ago there were thefts of 
hundreds of barrels from a ware- 
house in New York, and the same 
thing has recently been revealed in 
Chicago. Last November Dr. Doran 
estimated the supply at 10,000,000 
gallons. 

Tentatively it has been arranged 
that permits to make whisky shall 
be granted to six distillers. Ultimate- 
ly it may be. decided to reduce the 
number of permits. It also has been 
decided for the time that of the new 
supplies, four-fifths shall be bourbon 
and one-fifth rye. No ..whisky, 
been legally distilled in the United 
States since 1920.

15-YEAR-OLD FIRE 
REFUSES TO GO OUT 


Riker’s Island Dump Burning 
Despite 1,500 Gallons of 
Water a Minate. 








Back ip. the days when big white 
horses pulled the fire trucks it start- 
ed, and it has been burning ever 
since. Policemen of the wide-girthed 
brewery era pushed back their melon 
helmets and watched it. Firemen 
poured water on it, but they could 
not put it out. 

Then the Street Cieaning Depart- 
ment came along and built a series 
of pipe lines to the fire, with four 
pumps pouring 1,500 gallons of water 
into it each minute. The pumps are 
still pumping, the gallons of water | 


ed fifteen years ago on the city dump 
on Riker’s Island up above Hell Gate 
has not gone out yet. 

This permanent conflagration has 
virtually become a matter -of civic 
pride. No other metropolis in the | 
world can boast of such a steadfast 
fire, a fire that -has gone right 
through two city departments, and 
impinges now on athird and a fourth. 
It has also produced some curious 
phenomena, among them the follow- 
ing: 

Item, over the fire the accumu- 
lated dumpage has built up 140 acres 
of ‘‘made’’ land. 

Item, the ‘‘made’”’ land has become 
in part a market garden of quite 
exceptional fertility. 

Item, the vegetation grows so lux- 
uriantly that officials of the Depart- 
ment of Street Cleaning (which runs 
the pumps) suggest to officials of 
the Department of Corection (which 
runs the truck farm in connection | 
with the' city reformatory) that trop-4 
ical flora be planted there. The 
ground is always hot, they say, be- 
cause of the peculiar fire beneath, 
which is almost of voting age. The 
ground is so hot, in fact, they say, 
that even the worst snowfall of the 
year vanishes in twenty-four hours. 

But the fire is so erratic—bursting 
forth as it does from totally unex- 
pected places at all hours—that the 
County Medical Society has com- 
plained about it. The society yester- 
day asked Commissioner Alfred A. 
Taylor of the Street Cleaning De- 
partment to do — about it. 
A fire that is old enou to be in 
high school is old enough to go out. 

Commissioner Taylor called the 
matter. to the attention of Fire, 
Marshal Thomas P. Brophy for in- | 
vestigation.

CHALLENGEDIN COURT 


Constitutionality of Punishing 
Property Owner for Tenant’s 
Crime to Be Tested. 








CASE IS FILED FOR REVIEW 


Corporation Takes Over Casa 
Lopez and Fights Its Dry 
Act Conviction. 





PADLOCK ON TWO HOURS 





It Then Is Torn Off After Series 
of Stays Had Kept Place 
Open for Weeks. 





The padlock rulings, which have 
been a major feature of prohibition 
enforcement, were challenged in Fed- 
eral District Court yesterday on the 
ground that an owner of property 
who has had no control over a ten- 
ant can not be penalized for the lat- 
ter’s violations of the law. The point 
was raised by the Brittingham Hold- 
ing Corporation, owner of the Wood- 
mansten Inn, a Bronx estate which 
includes Casa Lopez, which last 
month was found guilty of being a 
common nuisance through violation 
of the Volstead act. 

Casa Lopez, which was operated by 
a corporation of the same name, was 
alleged by prohibition agents to have 
sold liquor last December. On Jan. 
9 equity proceedings were started 
against the place and when the club 
elected to stand trial the case was 
heard before Federal District Judge 
Coxe, beginning June 4. The club 
was found guilty and the decision 
precipitated a series of stays and 
writs which have kept padlocks off 
its doors ever since the verdict, ex- 
cept for an interval of about two 


hours on Friday, after which the 
locks were. torn’ off by the owners 
of the vvig-oie A according to the 
statements.of attorneys for the com- 
pany in court yesterday. 

Soon after the verdict the Brit- 
tingham Corporation retained John 
A. Shay and William Blank to de- 
fend its interests and took over the 
case of the club. On June 24 the 
company obtained a restraining order 
from Judge Coxe with a two-day stay 
of execution. This was followed by 
a stay of one day. 


Place Padlocked for First Time. 


Then, from Federal Judge Knox, 
another two-day stay was obtained, 
this being followed: by a stay good 
until Judge Martin B. Manton, of 
the United States Circuit Court of 


Appeals should return from a vaca- 
tion. When Judge Manton received 
the appeal of the Casa Lopez he 
granted another stay-of seven days, 
Mr. Shay said. 

This stay of execution expired Fri- 
day and in Federal District Judge 
William Bondy’s court yesterday it 
was explained that shortly after 
noon of that day Federal officers pad- 
locked the premises for the first 


time. . 

Meanwhile, with the purpose, ac- 
cording to Mr. Shay, of getting as 
many Federal judges as possible in- 
terested in the case, the attorneys 
were applying to Judge Bondy for 
another stay. He granted one for a 
single day. After that Judge Man- 
ton granted a stay until Monday and 

“this was followed by one which holds 

until a decision is rendered. That 
is expected today. Mr. Shay said 
that if this decision is adverse, more 
stays will be asked, pending the ap- 
peal of the Casa Lopez decision in 
the higher courts.

equity was directed against us. We 
were padlocked out.” 

Judge Bondy interposed the state- 
ment that the owners had parted 
with the property through leasing it 
to a tenant and that. the tenant 
therefore was responsible for any 
losses incurred. The attorney’s an- 
swer was that Casa Lopez had sur- 
rendered its lease in lieu of dam- 
ages, a lease that Mr. Shapiro said 
was to run for five years, and there- 
fore whatever action now was taken 
would be against the holding cor- 
poration. : 

“This case is different,’ said Mr. 
Blank, ‘‘because we are not a tenant 
or an owner complained against. No 
summons ever was served on. us, 
ani therefore no court has any juris- 
diction over us.’’ 

Mr. Shapiro questioned the validity 
of a surrendered lease, pointing out 
that the dlock order, specifying 
nine months, would run well witbiu 
the period of the lease. 

“Also,” he added, ‘‘if there has 
been a surrender of the lease it has 
been in lieu of rent.”’ 


Severel Precedents Cited. 


When Mr. Shapiro cited several prec- 
edents holding that the landlord is 
not a necessary party to padlock pro- 
ceedings, Mr. Blank protested that 
they were district court decisions anc 
not those of the Court of Appeals. 

“TIT have,’? said Judge Bondy. 
“great respect for the decisions of 
my associates.” However, through 
the course of the hearing such a 
maze of decisions were put into the 
record that it seemed doubtful if anv 
of them would serve the purposes of 
this case. The attorneys concerned 
agreed that no single one would. 

On several occasions during the 
course of the hearing a decision 
seemed imminent. 

“If the owners were not a party tv 
the suit they should be given—"’ 
Judge Bondy began at one point, 
when Mr. Watts jumped to his feet 
to protest that ‘‘it would be a serious 
concern if this court so ruled.” 

Mr. Blank also was on his feet and 
for some minutes the arguments 
were lost in a maze of talk. The 
corporation’s attorney then state} 
that it now is operating Casa Lopez 
under the temporary stays, with the 
equipment, silver and furnishings 
which -were taken over from the 
Casa Lopez Corporation. 

Says Lease May Be Reversed. 

He added that if the conviction of 
the club is reversed and it is found 
innocent, as he maintained it is, the 
corporation probably will be per. 
mitted to lease the premises again. 

“That is the most damaging state- 
ment. you could make,’’ remarked 
Judge Bondy, and the attorney 
quickly explained that he meant that 
such would be the case only in the 
event the club management could 
come to them with as clean a repu- 
tation as any. other tenant. At times 
there was considerable difficulty in 
differentiating between the state- 
ments for the corporation and the 
club ownership, due to the fact that 
the same attorneys were discussing 
both cases in the same hearing. 

Judge Bondy established by ques- 
tions of both sides that it would be 
virtually impossible to convert the 
expensive property into any other 
business than that of a restaurant, 
which caused him to endeavor to ef- 
fect a compromise. 

The court suggested that since con- 
Version would be difficult, Mr. Watts 
and Mr. Shapiro might effect a com- 
promise by agreeing to pass upon 
any .prospective tenant for the prop- 
erty. This proposition fell through 
because of disagreement over the 
time which would be involved. 

The government _ representatives 
once made a flat recommendation 
that the site be barred as a restau- 
rant, which brought from Mr. Blank 
the charge that “‘they are trying to 
tell us how to run our premises.”’ 

, Compromise Is Suggested. 

When it appeared possible that a 
compromise might be reached where- 
by the property could be freed of 
padlock threats through the posting 
of a bond and supervision of the 
tenant,,Mr. Blank stated that Judge 
Bondy or any government official 
would be free to visit the place at 
any time and make any investiga- 
tion desired without a search war- 
rant. This promise, he said after 
the hearing still held good, as it was 
a proven fact that the place could 
be run at a profit without selling 
liquor. 

At the end of the hearing, when 
Judge Bondy decided that no imme- 
diate opinion could be delivered, 
Mr. Watt threatened to resign.

CALLS TORN MONEY BAG 
A CLUE IN FIRE DEATH 


Private Detective Says It Was 
Found Near London Home— 
Seeks Mysterious ‘Ray.’

ATLANTIC CITY, N. J., July 16.— 
A torn money bag and a mysterious 
visitor known only as ‘‘Ray’’ today 


entered the investigation into the 
death by fire in Conovertown June 27 
of Joseph London, retired resort 
merchant and golf caddy.

The money bag, empty 
when found, had been wired about 
the top, but it had been cut along 
the side, apparently with a piece of 
glass or dull] knife, which tore the 
canvas in places. While unable to 
establish the ownership of the bed 
Lodovico said tonight he regarded it 
as an important clue. 

“Ray,” according to Lodovico, is 
the name of a man who knew Mrs. 
Flossie London, 29-year-old widow of 
the fire victim, who was 59. The de- 
tective declared he. had obtained a 
complete ‘description of ‘‘Ray’’ and 
was anxious to question him. ‘‘Ray”’ 
was said to have visited Mrs. Lonuon 
about a month ago. 

Lodovico said he had learned that 
Martin, a former employe of London, 
also had yisited the home about a 
month ago. Martin ad portersg A 1old 
investigators that he had not visited 
the home since he left the employ of 
the Londons about a year ago, when 
Mrs. London refused to stop smoking 
a cigarette at his request.

BLUE ARMY ROUTED 
IN JERSEY “BATTLE 


Invaders Drive Defenders Back 
in First Major Battle of 
Sham War. 








COUNTER-OFFENSIVE TODAY

‘losses’? of 7.500. The figures cover 
the time between 8 A. M., the start 
of the Red drive, and 4:30 P. M., 
when a lull was said to have oc- 
curred. ; 

In the various field headquarters 
here and in near-by towns there was 
every semblance of warlike activity 
throughout last night and today. 
Eighteen General officers and their 
aides and assistants were constantly 
working over maps and signaling ap- 
paratus, while the drone of airplanes 
resounded from ve. The roads 
were crowded with army trucks; 
automobiles carrying officers from 
one command post to another and 
detachments of cavalry. As the 
‘fighting’? drew to a close, final 
preparations were rushed for the 
delayed Blue counter - offensive, 
scheduled to open tomorrow morn- 
ing at 8 o’clock. 


Reds Make Double Advance. 


At daylight today the Reds began, 
according to the detailed command 
post problem worked out by highest 
ranking officers, with a simultaneous 


offensive on. both flanks. The east 
flank was unsupported by artillery, 
but an extra division of cavalry gave 
them superiority. The Sixty-first 
Cavalry and the First and Forty- 
fourth Infantry divisions bore the 
brunt here. On the west flank the 
Reds advanced ‘‘under a heavy ar- 
tilery barrage and a smoke screen 
laid by airplanes.’’ 

At noon the mythical enemy second 
division pier the Blue line be- 
tween Wrightstown and New Egypt, 
driving the defenders back a mile 
and a half and gaining control of the 
railroad. Wrightstown is only a mile 
from Camp Dix, and at 4 o’clock in 
the afternoon word was received 
here that Camp Dix had ‘‘fallen.’’ 


Ely Surveys the Field. 


Shortly after the ‘‘break’’ in the 
line Major Gen. Hanson E. Ely as- 
cended in an observation plane and 
surveyed the situation. He and 
other fliers were trying to locate 


the Fifty-first Cavalry Division and 
the 15ist and 152d Cavalry Brigades, 
which had been “‘lost,’’ their com- 
munications having broken down. 

By the time they had been ‘‘spot- 
ted,’’ the Sixty-first Division on the 
east flank had also gone ‘‘out of 
contact,’”’ due to a break in telegraph 
and telephone lines caused by an 
“artillery’’ bombardment. Contact 
was finally re-established by the Sig- 
nal Corps radio station at Chester- 
field 

When contact was re-established 
throughout the 400-square mile ‘‘bat- 
tle’’ area General Ely ordered the 
Ninety-eighth Division, until then be- 
hind the lines in reserve, into sup- 
port of the Prospertown-Midwood 
line. The Seventy-seventh Division 
was ordered out of reserve to sup- 
port the Forty-fourth Division near 
Jacobstown. 

The honors of the day went to the 
First Division, which ‘‘successfully 
opposed”’ the Red’s First Division 
on the new B Pemberton = line. 
Finally the Seventy-seventh Division 
was “rushed to their support.” 

Some of the “heaviest fighting’’ 
took place between the Red’s Third 
and Fourth Divisions and the Twen- 
ty-seventh Division, the latter being 
pushed by the enemy, using heavy 
artillery, a smoke screen laid by air- 
planes and tanks.

Models Illustrate Progress of Flying 
From Steam Machincs and Hot 
Air Balloons to Zeppelins.

LONDON, July 16.—The seventh 
International Aero Exhibition, which 
is considered the most important 
ever held, in view of the surprising 
number of foreign exhibits, was 
opened today by the Prince of Wales 
in the Olympia Palace, which itself 
looks like a giant airdrome. It re- 
vealed an outstanding contrast with 
American aviation, for light family 
planes predominate, which Ameri- 
can enthusiasts have to buy in Eng- 
land because they are not made in 
the United States. 

The United States has only one ex- 
hibit, a Ford fourteen-seater, and 
this is regarded as offering no com- 
petition in the British market. 

One of the leading British exhibits 
is a ‘‘secret’’? military plane which 
is expected to be the world’s fastest, 
with a speed of 300 miles an hour. 

British ‘‘airmindedness’’ is well 
illustrated by a variety of ‘‘pocket 
edition’? planes, costing as little as 
$2,250—about the same as a cheap 
British car. 


Autogiro on View. 


At the other extreme is a twenty- 
passenger Fokker, costing $90,000 
without motors. Coming between 1s 
the Ford all-metal, semi-commercial 
plane at $55,000 complete. This price 
difference between the Ford, Fokker 
and other large European planes of 
a similar class is considered to be 
due to the costs of production. The 
Ford output is five. planes a week 
and the European about one a fort- 
night. 

But the heavier American produc- 
tion does not extend to the baby air- 
craft. Here Great Britain excels, 
because the short distances to be 
flown in England stimulate the sale 
of the small planes rather than the 
sale of big commercial ones. 

Discussing the. ‘‘secret’’ plane, a 
British Hawker Hornet, which is a 
single-seater fighter, so ‘‘tailor 
made’’ that the pilot requires a 
jockey’s figure, an Air Ministry of- 
ficial said:

Models Are Realistic.

The Prince of Wales’s favorite type 
of machine, a Westland Wapiti, is 
shown, as well as a small open 
air fighter and-a tiny Parna Peto, 
which made a recent Mediterranean 
cruise inside the British submarine 
M2. This machine has folding wings. 

The largest plane exhibited is the 
Singapore, with a 93-foot wing span, 
in which Sir Alan Cobham recently 
flew to India. The smallest is an 
18-foot Gloster Gannet. 

But it was to the models, flying 
in remarkably realistic sets, that 
one had to turn for the thrills of 
planes in action. 

A terrace is built to represent a 
country club, with forty miles of 
English countryside shown accurate- 
ly to scale, and above it are flying 
a legion of planes, with a 1670 model 
at one end, a giant dirigible, R-101, 
at the other end, and_ Bleriot, 
Wright and quaint steam planes and 
hot-air balloons ranged between.

in meweperer publication is in the 
hands of a small number of London 
and Continental publishers who are 
able to afford the costly apparatus. 
Already it is extensively used for the 
transmission of pictures between 
London, Manchester and Glasgow 
publishing houses and one house re- 
ceives pictures regularly from as far 
afield as Sweden. : , 

The new Labor Government is now 
determined to extend the facilities to 
all newspapers here as well as to the 
public. 

It. is . forecast that ‘‘facsimile 
reproduction” of printed text by tele- 
graph or radio photography will soon 
supplant cable messages. Experi- 
ments between London and Berlin 
will be conducted with this purpose 
in view. 

In his statement to Commons the 
Postmaster says:

But British Financial Experts Do

LONDON, July 16.—Lord Kylsant, 
chairman of the Royal Mail Steam 
Packet Company, hit back at his 
brother, Viscount St. Davids, one of 
the trustees for first and second de- 
benture holders in the great British 
shipping concern, today in the dis- 
pute which has cost the shareholders 
about $15,000,000 in the fall of ihe 
company’s stocks. r 

The company’s world-wide ramifi- 
cations make it a British undertaking 
of the first magnitude, and Viscount 
St. Davids’s disclosure last night that 
Lord Kylsant had issued £2,000,000 
of 5 per cent debentures last July 
without his knowledge'as debenture 
trustee struck the City like a bomb- 
shell. Viscount St. Davids further- 
more declared he was ‘‘much cun- 
eerned’’ by the auditors’ remarks 
concerning the Royal Mail report is- 
sued last month and alleges he was 
not allowed to see the auditors. 


Attack Hurts Company’s Credit. 


This, coming atop rumors regard- 
ing the financial position of the com- 
pany, which, with its associated con- 
cerns, controls a capital of about 
$35,000,000, tended to impair the com- 
pany’s credit, though many of its 
subsidiary companies are not listed 
on the London Stock Exchange. 

Lord Kylsant, speaking with con- 
siderable emotion at a meeting of the 
Argentine Navigation Company of 
which he is chairman, declared today 
that ‘‘the purpose of the personal at-: 
Ly by a relative’? was unknown to

“I offered to meet Lord St. Davids 
and explain our position, but the of- 
fer was definitely refused in writing. 
In forty years the companies under 
my chairmanship have passed through 
difficult periods, but I never had to 
ask the stockholders: to consent to 
the writing down of the capital of 
any shipping company. Statements 
have been circulated about a possi- 
ble reconstruction of the Royal Mail 
company which are absolutely with- 
out foundation. For the first six 
months of this year the results ob- 
taincd are better than for 1928."" 

Lord Kylsant controls about forty 
prominent British shipping and ship- 
building companies, including the 
White Star J.ine and the Harlani & 
Wolf, Ltd., shipwards of Belfast. The 
immediate result of his speech was a 
sharp rise on the Stock Exchange of 
Royal Mail securities. Ordinary :100 
stock rose from £45 to £55 and prefer- 
ence stock jumped from £50 to £60.

LIBERALS AND LABOR 
CLASH IN COMMONS 


Lloyd George Attacks Thomas 
for Vagueness on Financing 
Unemployment Plans. 








REAL CRISIS SEEMS NEAR 





Excitement Subsides When Pledge 
Is Made to Place Estimates 
Before Parliament. 





Special Cable to THE New Yore Trues. 

LONDON, July 16.—The friendly 
relations between the Labor govern- 
ment and the Liberal party, on 
whose support the MacDonald §ad- 
ministration depends, were broken 
tonight and for some time it looked 
as if the present Parliament were 
doomed. In the end neither Conser- 
vatives nor Liberals would face a 
division and, in the words of one 
Conservative, Labor received ‘‘a 
blank check’’ to finance its unem- 
ployment schemes. 

Disregarding his adversary’s angry 
retorts and Labor interruptions, 
David Lloyd George, leader of the 
Liberals, drew from J. H. Thomas, 
Lord Privy Seal,» who was outlining 
his roadbuilding plan-to relieve un- 
employment, the fact that the gov- 
ernment had not decided where the 
money was coming from in excess of 
that found by the motorist taxes. 

“If the government intends to 
finance public utility companies to 
provide work without the sanction 
of Parliament and-without any limit 
imposed by Parliament I will oppose 
you. You might have some proposals 
so gigantic that they might stagger 
Parliament.’’ 

He appealed to Mr. Thomas to send 
for Philip Snowden, Chancellor of 
the Exchequer, or some other repre- 
sentative of the Treasury and ‘‘end 
this rather unpleasant scene.’’ 

It was clear that the first crisis 
in the life of the new parliament 
had arrived. Winston Churchill from 
the conservative benches put for* 
ward a motion ‘‘to report progress’’ 
or otherwise adjourn the debate and 
force a decision in which govern- 
ment defeat appeared. certain. , 

Mr. Thomas, crimson with rage, 
fought against it. To the rapid fire 
of questions from Liberals he gave 
replies which ‘led the Commons: to 
believe the government would sanc- 
tion employment schemes and then 
come to parliament to provide 
the money. Itwas clear the Liberals 
had no intention of bringing the de- 
feat of the government at this stage 
and, after further angry exchanges, 
Mr. Churchill withdrew his motion. 

But the excitement did not subside 
until F. W. Pethick-Lawrence, Finan- 
cial Secretary to the Treasury, came 
to the assistance of Mr. Thomas on 
the front bench and gave a definite 
undertaking that a supplementary 
estimate of the costs of some of Mr. 
Thomas’s schemes would be present- 
ed to Parliament. 





SILVER MINE CRISIS 
FORECAST IN MEXICO 


Falling Price and Labor Problem 
’ Make Issue Acate, Says 
Commerce Board Head. 


Special Cable to Ths New Yorx Times. 

MEXICO CITY, July 15.—Jenaro 
Garcia, president of the Mexican 
Mining Chamber of Commerce, in a 
statement on the immediate future 
of one of Mexico’s greatest sources 
of income, the silver mining, admits 
that most critical conditions exist 
and expresses the opinion that in the 


very near future, unless prices are 
bolstered or cheaper production 
methods devised, some of the largest 
concerns will have to curtail produc- 
tion to extent very injurious to the 
republic. 

Sefior Garcia says the excessive 
drop in silver prices places the min- 
ing com es. of Mexico in a seri- 
ous predicament, for they must re- 
duce their production to a minimum 
or face a wholesale dispensing of 
workmen. Sefior Garcia believes no 
solution of the labor problem is in 
sight and that it is the thorniest 
question the government has to 
solve. 

Sefior Garcia considers that Mexico 
is not alone in her silver troubles 
but. confines his most serious obser- 
vations to domestic conditions. He 
mentions the Compania de Real de 
Monte, one of the strongest silver 
working concerns in the entire world, 
which he says will not be able under 
prevailing conditions to continue op- 
erations at a profit for more than 
two years at: most. Other concerns 
operating in Mexico, Sefor Garcia 
says, must immediately reduce oper- 
ating expenses, for the present pro- 
cedure of working only the best 
veins and leaving the second class 
lodes idle cannot be continued. He 
declares that in the great silver pro- 
ducing centre of Pachuca.the de- 
crease in production last year was 
more than 13 per cent. .

Navy to Sell Old Cruisers. 


Although a date has not been set 
for the naval reduction conference, 
the United States Navy already is 
making preparations to dispose of 
several of its. twenty-twosecond-line 
cruisers. 
of these vessels, all of which are ob- 
solete and worthless for modern war- 
fare, have been asked by Secretary 
of the Navy Adams and a survey of 
the remaining nineteen is now in 
progress. It is expected that the 
twenty-two vessels will be disposed of.

According to naval officials, the ob- 
scict+ light cruisers are being 
scrapped 4s ihe t!-* --pto ches for 
the commissioning of the new 10,000- 
ton modern 8inch-gun cruisers. At 
the time the fifteen-cruiser bill was 
before Congress President Coolidge 
urged the authorization of these ves- 
sels as replacements for fifteen of 
the eighteen old cruisers still re- 
tained on the naval list. 

During the fight on the cruiser bill 
pacifists called attention to the ex- 
istence of the obsolete light cruisers 
as an argument against the author- 
ization of additional fighting ships. 
The presence of these vessels on the 
naval list of American ships has also 
created a false impression abroad 
that the United States has eater 
cruiser strength than it actually pos- 
sSesses. 

A glance at comparative statistics 
of the navies of the world, issued by 
the Senate Naval Committee a year 
ago, shows that the last of the 
twenty-two second-line cruisers was 
completed in 1908. Britg%’s corre- 
sponding ship was completed in 1916.

‘“‘As a business man, for I am not 
a diplomatist, let me give you a few 
practical suggestions. The methods 
of an organization like this should 
be adjusted not. €o human reasoning, 
‘but to human nature. I have an in- 
vitation from the Mayor of Sudbury 
to go down there to receive the free- 
dom of the town. Sudbury is where 
my people came from centuries ago. 
That invitation appealed to me; it 
touched something in my heart. I 
want to go to Sudbury where my 
people came from, and it occurs to 
me that what your society should do 
is to follow the line of that human 
call. If all the American descendants 


of all the Smiths, Joneses and Mac- 
Donalds came over they would all 
want to see where their beginnings 
were. 

‘*You want to keep these two great 
peoples in touch, not to help them 
be friendly but to give them a chance 
to show how friendly they are. We 
hear too much about getting friendly 
relations between England and 
America. If you get good relations 
among travelers you will get better 
feeling between two countries. The 
voice of America is the voice of the 
mass of the American people and not 
that of self-appointed critics. censors 
and apologists. The English and 
Americans must remember, if thev 
want to get along, that they are of 
the same source.”’ 

In replying, Lord Derby said: 








your compatriots to come here ‘as 
ssible, and if we can induce them 

o come before they have spent all 
their money on the Continent we 
shall be better pleased. We have 
been called a nation of shopkeepers. 
I do not know how far that is ap- 
plicable, but I do know that as re- 
gards the wealth of our own land 
we are jolly bad salesmen.

REALTY MEN ON STAND 





One Testifies Property Values Will 
Fall 20 Per Cent if Whitestone 
Branch Is Abandoned, 





At a hearing yesterday on the peti- 
tion of the Long Island Railroad to 
abandon its Whitestone branch, Wil- 
liam P. Bartel, director of the bu- 
reau of service of the Interstate Com- 
merc® Commis:ion, who is sitting 
with T. F. Sullivan, the attorney- 
examiner in the case, was charged 
with bias in his attitude and with 


favoring the railroad by interrupting 
testimony. The accusations were 
later withdrawn and expunged from 
the record. 

Maurice Hotchner, attorney for the 
Association of Long Island Commut- 
ers, asserted at the morning session 
that some of the residents of the 
Whitestone section whc are attend- 
ing the hearing had told him they 
understood, from Mr. Bartel’s atti- 
tude, that he was an employe of the 
railroad and was there to represent 
it. Every interruption of the testi- 
mony on Mr. Bartel’s part, Mr. 
Hotchner said, has tended to help 
the railroad. 

The attorney referred to Mr. Bar- 
tel’s efforts to expedite the hearing 
by objecting to lengthy answers on 
the part of Mr. Hotchner’s witnesses. 
Mr. Hotchner was questioning Ho- 
bart Rawson, special engineer for 
the railroad, who diverted somewhat 
from the direct question put to him. 


Alleges Unfair Treatment, 


"T don’t object to long speeches,” 
said Mr. Hotchner, ‘‘but I want the 
record to show distinctly the unfair 
treatment on the part of one of 
those presiding. This is the first 
time in nineteen years of practice 
that I have had to make a statement 
of this kind, and it is to my regret.”’ 

‘Whom acre you referring to?’ 
asked Mr. Bartel. 


“To you,’’ answered Mr. Hotchner. 

‘Prove that charge, or retract your 
statement,”’ said Mr. Bartel. 

Mr. Hotchner said he would pro- 
duce witnesses to testify that Mr. 
Bartel interrupted the testimony and 
then looked towards counsel for the 
railroad ‘‘as if for approval.’”’ Alfred 
A. Gardner, assistant general coun- 
a the railroad, jumped to his 
eet. 

‘‘Absolutely false,’? he said. 

‘‘We are entitled to justice here,”’’ 
said Mr. Hotchner, ‘‘and this case 
should not be prejudged. I may ask 
for an adjournment for the purpose 
of presenting this information to the 
Interstate Commerce Commission, 
and perhaps ask that Mr. Bartel be 
eliminated. I1t may prejudice our 
case, but I claim there is a wider 
question involved.”’ 

‘‘Let the record show, I am con- 
tent,’’ Mr, Bartel remarked. ‘‘The 
only thing I have been doing 





throughout the hearing is to develop 
the facts.’’ 

“For one side,” 
Hotchner. 

Vincent Victory, Assistant Corpora- 
tion Counsel, who is opposing the 
petition on behalf of the city, moved 
to strike Mr. Hotchner’s remarks 
from the record. He said he had 
observed Mr. Bartel closely and that 
he had displayed ‘‘judicial restraint.”’ 
Mr. Victory said he felt the attack 
on Mr. Bartel unjustified and that he 
believed Mr. Bartel would judge the 
case fairly. 

“No,” shouted one commuter, and 
others echoed the word. 


Lawyer Makes Withrawal. 


Mr. Sullivan denied the motion to 
strike out Mr. Hotchner’s remarks, 
but during the afternoon session 
granted a motion made by Mr. 
Hotchner himself to expunge the re- 
marks, includirg the request for an 
adjournment. Mr. Hotchner said he 
had been assured that the informa 
tion concerning Mr. Bartel was 


“wrong and that there was no in- 
tention on the part of those involved 
other than to act in accordance with 
the strictest traditions of the post 
they held.’’ 

Mr. Bartel explained that he was 
not the judge in the case and that 
tre Interstate Commerce Commiss.on 
would decide on facts adduced at th? 
hearing. He said he had been han- 
dling cases for the commission fo: 
twenty years and never before had 
been accused of bias. He said he 
was in New York to sit in another 
case and that he had joined Mr. Sul- 
livan to help him develop the facts 
and expedite the case. 

In the testimony of Mr. Rawson 
exhibits were offered to show the 
decline in passenger revenue on the 
Whitestone branch during the past 
four years. The revenue, according 
to the exhibits, in 1925 was $26,- 
447.70; in 1926, $26,052.25; in 1927, 
$23,199.87, and in 1928, $18,440.55. 

Several witnesses representing 
Whitestone civic organizations and 
real estate interests testified that 
the community had been retarded in 
its growth and that residents were 
disconcerted by the ‘‘poor service” 
of the railroad’s branch line. 

John J. Jones, a Whitestone real 
estate dealer, asserted that real es- 
tate values would decrease from 20 
to 25 per cent if the branch were 
abandoned. He deplored the bus 
service between Whitestone and 
Flushing which, he said, ‘‘even with 
the railroad still running, is inade- 
quate.’’

COPELAND LAUDS HEROES 


Fish Recalls That 93 of the 308 Bat- 
tles of the Revolution Were 
Fought in New York, 





Special to The New York Times. 

STONY POINT, N. Y., July 16.— 
The sesquicentennial of the storming 
of Stony Point by General Anthony 
Wayne and the Light Infantry of 
the American Army on the night of 
July 15, 1779, was observed here this 
afternoon under the auspices of the 
American Scenic and Historic Pres- 
ervation Society. 

Up the hill which ‘‘Mad’’ Anthony 
Wayne and his troops captured from 
the British in one of the. most 
brilliant actions of; the revolution, 
marched a two-gun platoon of horse 
artillery from West Point, 1929 
regulars with modern artillery. Be- 
hind them sounded ‘“Yankee Doodle”’ 
played by the field music of the 
Seventy-first Regiment, a fifer and 
two drummers garbed in Colonial 
uniform. Then came a unit of the 
First Troop, Philadelphia City 
Cavalry, under Captain Clement B. 
Wood, which was organized in 1774 
and served under General Wayne jin 
Pennsylvania. They wore high black 
leather boots, white breeches, and 
helmets of black and silver and car- 
ried a replica of their original flag, 
said to be the first to show thirteen 
stripes for the thirteen colonies. 

At the flagpole on the summit Dr. 
George F. Kunz presided as William 
Wayne, ‘‘Mad’”’ Anthony’s great- 
great-grandson, raised the American 
flag while the Philadelphia Cavalry 
stood at attention and the artillery 
fired the national salute of forty- 
eight guns. Mr, Wayne, whose home 
is at Paoli, Pa., also raised the flag 
at the centennial celebration in 
1879. 

Senator Royal 8S. Copeland in his 
address quoted General Wayne’s 
first report to George Washington 
immediately -after the battle: ‘‘The 
fort and garrison with Colonel] John- 
son are ours. Our officers and men 
behaved like men determined to be 
free.” 

“That was all,” the Senator con- 
tinued, ‘‘but there you have the ex- 
planation of why men are willing to 
die for a cause. As I view, it An- 
thony Wayne sensed the real spirit 
of the occasion. He looked past the 
heroic physical deeds of his soldiers. 
He locked into his own heart to find 
what drove him onward in spite of 
the agonizing pain of his own wounds. 
He made no reference to what the 
victory meant in a military way.” 

Representative Hamilton Fish said 





that ninety-three of the 308 battles 
of the Revolution were fought in 
New York and that the State, when 
Washington’s two years at New- 
burgh are considered, was not only 
ed ee but the cradle of 


y. 

“Our bie objective,”” he continued, 
“is to hand on history impartially 
to our descendants. Let us see to it 
that the history of New York State 
and of Stony Point is not overlooked 
in the picture.’”’

Health ‘Commissioner Wynne said 
yesterday that.with- the opening this 
week of, fourtéen special toxin-anti- 
texin stations in public parks and 
with the assignment to Health De- 
partment physicians and nurses for 
diphtheria prevention work to the 
St. John’s Guild Floating Hospital, 
Summer yigilance against next Win- 
ter’s diphtheria becomes more in- 
tensive and-more far-reaching. 

‘The plan is flexible and is to be 
adapted to the needs of people who 
cannot afford a private physician,’’ 
Dr. Wynne said. _‘‘The park stations 
will bé open mornings for toxin-anti- 
toxin treatments. In the afternoon 
a nurse will be there to give mothers 
information on the subject of diph- 
theria immunization. 

“The Floating Hospital serving the 
poot children of New York City since 
1874, when diphtheria had no cure 
and no means of prevention, is mak- 
ing it possible for hundreds of thou- 
sands of children this season of 1929 
to receive the benefits of toxin-anti- 
toxin.’”’

The ban of Air Minister Eynach 
on all attempts by French fliers to 
conquer the Atlantic may account 
for Coste’s reluctance to give more 
definite information concerning his 
plans. This official disapproval has 
been responsible for the suppression 
of all advance publicity which the 
preparations of Coste to reach New 
zo by air might otherwise have 

ad. 


Coste was found on a stepladder, 
tinkering with the motor of his scar- 
let biplane in a hangar at the Villa- 
coublay aviation field. His me- 
chanic, Maurice Bellonte, was hand- 
ing tools up to him from time to 
time as he answered some of the 
correspondent’s questions and _ ig- 
nored others. 

“The machine that reaches New 
York must have a greater cruising 
radius than we were able to count 
on Saturday,’’ Coste said over his 
shoulder; ‘‘of course that means a 
greater load of fuel than we had 
must be lifted. We could only have 
made it if we had had a wind be- 
hind us all the way instead of blow- 
ing in our faces.’’ 

The correspondent asked whether 
Coste intended to make his next at- 
tempt in a new and more powerful 
plane or whether he could alter the 
Question Mark so as to increase 
cruising radius and enable it to lift 
a heavier load of fuel.

Parachute Leap by Aide Saves Naval Officer 
As Engine Drops Out of Plane 600 Feet Aloft

PHILADELPHIA, Pa., July 16.— 
Fast thinking saved the lives of two 
navy airmen today when the engine 


and propeller of their plane broke 
from their moorings and dropped 
more than 600 feet to Mustin Field 
at the Philadelphia Navy Yard. 

Chief Radio Electrician O. E. Wil- 
liams, after the accident, realized 
the predicament of the pilot and 
jumped from the plane with a para- 
chute to permit Commander O. W. 
Erickson; chief inspector at the 
Naval Aircraft Factory, to bring it 
safely to the ground. Neither flier 
suffered injury. 

Williams’s leap from the plane 


lightened its rear section to such an 
extent that Commander Erickson 
was enabled to control the down- 
ward spin of the engineless plane. 

The two men had been.in the air 
for more than two hours testing 
parachutes when the accident oc- 
curred. The plane was a big navy 
bomber with a Pratt-Whitney en- 
gine. It is believed that the 200- 
pound dummies used in the para- 
chute tests were responsible for 
loosening the engine bolts. 

Williams’s jump today was no nov- 
elty for him. It simply marked the 
eighth occasion in which he found 
it necessary to make a forced leap 
to safety. 











ROME AIRMEN TO MAKE 
FLIGHT TO PARIS TODAY 


Will Hold Reunion With French 
Trio Which Preceded Them— 
Worn Out by Receptions. 


ROME, July 16 (.—After an al- 
most continuous reception for six 
days the crew of the American trans- 
atlantic plane Pathfinder were back 
tonight in Rome to snatch a few 
hours of sleep before setting out for 
Paris and a reunion with the French 
fliers who had preceded them across 
the ocean from Old Orchard, Me. 

They landed this afternoon after a 

visit to several cities in Northern 
Italy, in the course of which they 
were received by King Victor Em- 
manuel. They began at once to pre- 
pare for an early start, probably at 
A. M. tomorrow. 
Both Roger Q. Williams and Cap- 
tain Lewis A. Yancey appeared abso- 
lutely fagged out by the hectic six 
days of reception. They have not 
had more than five hours’ sleep in 
any one night and the average has 
been less than four. Both had cir- 
cles under their eyes and their faces 
were drawn. 

‘“‘We have received a beautiful wel- 
come, surely the best that Italy could 
possibly yive us,’’ said Captain Yan- 
cey, ‘‘but if this were to keep up I 
would die an early death. We are 
taking back to America fine mem- 


.ories of our Italian visit and hope to 


renew these memories some time 
soon, There is some chance we may 
fly back next year, trying for a non- 
stop hep to Rome.”’ 

That was the objective of the 
aviators on this flight, but shortage 
of gasoline forced them to come 
down at Santander, Spain, to refuel. 

During the absence of the fliers. 
mechanics had tested the motor of 
the Pathfinder and filled the tanks 
with 240 gallons of gasoline in readi- 
ness for the take-off. They will fol- 
low much the same route as they 
took in coming to Rome from Spain. 
Proceeding up the coast to Civita 
Vecchia, they will fly across Corsica 
toward Marseilles and then north to 
Paris, where they should land at Le 
Bourget field by mid-afternoon. 

The fliers toured Milan this morn- 
ing, inspecting the Isotta Fraschini 
works. While there they met the 
Polish aviators, Klisz and Kowal- 


luck for their projected flight to Chi- 
cago by way of Ireland. They then 
flew to Turin, where they visited the 
Fiat works. 


TEXAS FLIERS FORCED DOWN 


Ignition Trouble Ends Attempt at 
New Endurance Record. 
HOUSTON, Texas, July 16 (4).— 
Joe Glass and Glenn L. Loomis, who 
took off here yesterday in an at- 
tempt to set a new endurance flight 
record, landed this morning in a 
field southeast of the airport. Their 
monoplane, christened ‘‘Houston- 
Billon Dollar City,’’ had been in the 

air less than twenty hours. 

The pilots attributed the forced 
landing to ignition trouble. They 
said another attempt would be made, 
probably in two or three days.

On the morning of July 14 I woke 
up in the local hospital, but was so 
heavily bandaged as a result of 
bruises all over my body that I could 
not move.

SHIP REACHES HORTA 
WITH BODY OF FLIER 


Will Take Idzikowski Back to 
Poland for Burial — Kubala 
Aboard, Wounds Healing. 


HORTA, Azores, July 16 (*).—The 
Polish schoolship Iskra, carrying 
Major Casimir Kubala and the body 
of his transatlantic flying companion, 
Major Ludwik Idzikowski, arrived 


here from the island of Graciosa 
soon after noon today. 

The Iskra was awaiting orders 
from Warsaw regarding taking the 
body of Major Idzikowski to Poland 
for burial. 

Relating what took place, the third 
officer of the ship said: 

‘“‘We received a radiogram Sunday 
morning stating that the fliers had 
come down on the island of Graciosa 
and requestting a doctor. We hur- 
ried to Graciosa and arrived in the 
evening. We found Major Kubala in 
the hospital at Santa Cruz and that 
Major Idzikowski’s body had already 
been placed in a coffin because of the 
hot climate. Then followed his fu- 
neral with full honors.

OF AIR INSURANCE 


daniel Guggenheim Fund Begins 
Research to Gather “Facts” on 
Hazards of Aviation. 








RATES HELD PROHIBITIVE 





High Premiums Laid to a “Confused 
Situation” Regarding Dangers 
to Pilots of Planes. 





The Daniel Guggenheim Fund for 
the Promotion of Aeronautics is un- 
dertaking a comprehensive survey 
and study of aviation insurance, 


' Harry F. Guggenheim. president, an- 


nounced yesterday. The study will 


be directed by Captain Ray A. Dunn, 
consultant to the fund. Mr. Guggen- 
heim said that the question has be- 
come one of the outstanding prcb- 
lems not only of the commercial avia- 
tor, but of all those engaged in 
flying. 

‘“‘At present, rates of insurance of 
this kind are almost prohibitive,’’ 
he declared. ‘‘This is largely due 
to the almost complete lack of cor- 
related information on the subject. 
The attempts of American insurance 
companies to solve this problem have 
been hampered by the inadequate 
scope of the statistics available. 

“The results of the studies made 
by insurance actuaries have all dif- 
fered with respect to the hazards of 
different classes of flying, and these 
differences have resulted in the vary- 
ing and extremely high premium 
rates established by the underwriting 
companies for aviation risks. In the 
face of this confused situation it has 
been difficult, if not impossible, for 
the public, as well as for military 
and naval officers engaged in avia- 
tion, to obtain the amount of insur- 
ance coverage which has been de- 
sired. 

“Because of the importance of life 
insurance to aviation, the fund has 
asked Captain Dunn to conduct a 
survey which will compile accurate 
and official data in regard to avia- 
tion mortality and in so doing make 
available to the insurance under- 
writers those statistics which are 


|necessary for the satisfactory stabil- 


ization of this unsettled question.”’ 

Mr. Guggenheim left Port Wash- 
ington yesterday afternoon aboard 
one of the big Savoia Marchetti sea- 
planes owned by the American Aero- 
nautical Corporation.

PLANE OFF FOR CHILE, 
OPENING AIR MAIL LINE 


Pan-American Grace Craft Leaves | out the least damage to any of the 


Cristobal on 10,000-Mile 7-Day 
Route From Miami to Santiago. 


MIAMI, Fia., July 16 (4).—The Pan- 
American Grace Company, operator 
of air mail lines to South and Central 
American countries, today an- 
nounced the inauguration of service 
to Santiago, Chile, with the take-off 
of a plane from Cristobal, Canal 
Zone, for the southern terminus of 
the line. 

The service to Chile links Miami 
with the west coast of South Am- 
erica, a distance of 5,774 miles, and 
constitutes a continuous air mail 
route from Montreal, Canada, to 
Santiago, a distance of 10,000 miles. 

The amphibian, with Donald Duke 
and a co-pilot at the controls, was 
believed by the Miami office to be 
carrying nearly 1,000 pounds of mail, 
although no definite check was avail- 
able. 

The plane Jeft Miami July 13 with 
739 pounds of mail, much of which 
was consigned to Santiago. Mail 
pouches have been added at the vari- 
ous intermediate points. The plane 
carries no passengers, as passenger 
facilities at the landing fields have 
not been completed on the far south- 
ern route. 

At Cristobal the plane was three 
days,out of Miami, and the southern 
leg of the journey will be made in 
four days, the plane being scheduled 
to arrive in Santiago late Friday. 
This schedule provides a seven-day 
service between Miami and Santiago. 


NEW PARACHUTE FABRIC. 


Specially Treated Cotton to Be Tried 
by Navy Pepartment. 


Svecial to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, July 16.—A domes- 
tic cotton fabric believed suitable for 
supplanting imported silk fabrics in 
the manufacture of the sails of avia- 
tion parachutes has been developed 
by the Navv Department in coopera- 
tion with the Bureau of Standards. 
Parachutes manufactured from this 
fabric will soon be tested at the 
Naval Aircraft factory, Philadelphia. 

The new domestic fabric will be 
materially cheaper than silks from 
China, Italy and Japan which here- 
tofore have been used for this pur- 
pose and will lack several objection- 
able features of the foreign product. 
These include susceptibility to dete- 
rioration when exposed to sunlight 
and the care necessary in their han- 
dling. The weight of the cotton 
fabric is slightly greater than that 
of silk, but otherwise the new fab- 
ric compares favorably with the im- 
ported silks, especially in breaking 
strength, resistance to tear, elonga- 
tion and air permeability.

COOPERATION IS SOUGHT 


Business Men Will Be Asked for 
Data on Billions Lost in Com- 
modity Distribution, 





Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, July 16.—Plans for 
the first distribution cénsus, which 
is to undertake to find the causes of 
from $8,000,000,000 to $10,000,000,000 
of waste in the annual sale of com- 
modities used by the American pub- 
lic, will be taken up at a conference 
tomorrow at the Department of Com- 
merce of fourteen prominent busi- 
ness men. Secretary Lamont, Assis- 
tant Secretary Klein, William M. 
Stewart, Director of the Census, and 
Dr. Robert J. McFall, chief statisti- 
cian for distribution, will participate. 

The committee will have béfore it 
for consideration the fm ob- 
tained two yéars ago’ in taking a dis- 
tribution census in eleven American 
cities, when more than 93,000 retail 
stores and 17,000 wholesale establish- 
ments were covered. The cities were 
Atlanta, Baltimore, Chicago, Denver, 
Ae rt Kansas City,,Mo.; Providence, 
R. I:; San Francisco, Seattle, Spring- 
field, Ill, and Syracuse, N. Y. 

‘The findings disclosed the number 
of establishments in different lines, 
individual, and chain, the sales by 
independent and ‘chain stores; per- 
sons emple ed, sales and wages and 
their relation to sales, inventories, 
population, and sales per capita. 

While President Hoover was Sec- 
retary of Commerce, the department 
studied many phases of the distribu- 
tion system and the causes of waste 
in cooperation with business men. 
The idea of the census took form 
in a national distribution conference 
held by the United States Chamber 
of Commerce in 1925. Late in 1928 
the department took a trial census 
of industrial purchases to determine 
the practicability of including the 
industrial phase of distribution in 
the proposed national census. for 1930 
and to determine upon what data 
the ‘‘inter-industry’’ phase of dis- 
tribution should be sought. 

The trial census presented the in- 
dustrial purchases during 1927 by 
Cleveland manufacturers, ‘‘broken 
down”? under the main classifica- 
tions of raw materials, semi-finished 
products, mill supplies, fuel, packing 
material, &c., purchases for plant. 
equipment and maintenance. There 
was sought also the distribution of 
products through various types of 
outlets. 

A census was conducted in Louis- 


ville last’ Spring on food distribution; 
calling ore more ok Mente 
down”’ ‘than in :the census | of :the 
eleven cities. It developed: not only 
the facts brought-out in.that census, 
but, differentiates among wash_ sales, 
credit. sales' on. open accourit, de- 
ferred payment sales and divided 
employes into administrative — of- 
ficials, or employes, employes. en- 
gaged in: buying and. selling-and non- 
selling. employes, including delivery 
men and other laborers. . 

The advisory committee's task is 
to agree upon.a questionnaire that 
will elicit the information necessary 
to an adequate determination of the 
wastes in distribution.

In the census of the cities it- was 
found that over two-thirds of. the 
business was done by less than 5 per 
cent of the independent stores. In 
Baltimore 22 per cent‘ of the retail 
trade went to. chain ‘stores, in 
Denver 17 per cent and in Syracuse, 
nearly 15 per cent.

Advices of the past few days indi- 
cate that throughout the _ entire 
wheat producing section of the Do- 


}minion the crop has suffered se- 


verely and that in some areas, owing 
to drought, it may prove a total loss. 
When Secretary Hyde returned to 
his desk at the Agricultural Depart- 
ment. yesterday morning he found 
on his desk an analysis of the Cana- 
fan wheat situation based upon in- 
ormation which had just been re- 
ceived at the department. 


Hyde Gives Facts to the Board. 


An hour later he attended the first 
meeting of the Farm Board, created 
to relieve the wheat farmer, who was 
believed to be -confronted with 
ruinous prices on account of a world 
surplus, : 

As the board met in executive ses- 
sion yesterday and today, no public 
statement was forthcoming on the 
subject, but it is understood that 
Secretary Hyde placed before the 
members the reports to the Agricul- 
tural Department forecasting an 
enormous reduction in the Canadian

Agricultural Department officials

completed a survey of the wheat pro-

Based upon information received 
from telegraphic and telephonic cor- 
respondents, each representing 100,- 
000 acres, the Canadian experts 
state that the wheat crop in the 
prairie Provinces will not prove 
more than 65 per cent normal, and 
that the losses may exceed that esti- 
mate.

WASHINGTON, July 16.—More 
arguments by Filipinos against the 
proposed transfer of important 
Philippine products from the free to 
the dutiable list, protests by repre- 
sentatives of the producers, of im- 
porters and organized labor against 
various provisions, and arguments 
for and against the flexible pro- 
visions of the proposed tariff law 
featured today’s hearing before the 
Senate Finance Committee. At the 
same time it was disclosed that three 
more protests against specified pro- 
visions of the bill had been filed by 
foreign governments with the State 
Department and by that department 
transmitted to the committee. 

The protesting governments were 
those of Italy, Spain and Sweden. 

The Spanish note, submitted by the 
Ambassador of that country, was 
supplemental to the note presented 
by Spain some weeks ago, in which 
note it was declared that the trade 
relations of the two nations would 
seriously suffer if the Hawley bill is 
enacted in its present form. The 
supplementary note was a second 
protest against the proposed duties 
on cork, which is Spain’s principal 
export to the United States. 

It was argued that the increased 
rates, if passed by Congress and the 
bill is signed by the President, would 
‘‘markedly injure’ the Spanish cork 
industry and would necessitate on 
the part of the industry an effort to 
find a cheaper substitute for this 
important Spanish product. 


Italy Makes General Protest. 
The Italian protest had to do with 
exports to the United States in 
general. The Italian Ambassador 
declared that Italian exports at 





present are only about 2 per cent of 
the ‘‘aggregate American imports,’ 
and this being so, the position of 
Italy is that so small a percentage 


would hardly substantiate any claim 
of ‘‘unbearable competition.’’ Fur- 
thermore, said the Italian Ambazssa- 
cor, the House bill, if enacted in its 
present form, would decrease Italian 
imports of American agriculturai 
products and raw materials which 
would mean the impairment of 
Italy’s international economic posi- 
tion. 

The protest submitted to the Minis- 
ter from Sweden was in behalf of 
the Swedish Iron Masters’ Associa- | 
tion, and was against the proposed | 
increased rates on Swedish hollow- | 
drilled steels. The proposed duty | 
| was declared to be in effect an em-| 
|bargo as far as Sweden is con-; 
cerned, since ‘‘by far the main part) 
of the hollow-drilled steel imported | 
by the United States comes from 
Sweden.”’ 

Senator Smoot, chairman of the 
committee, in making public the 
protests, made no comment. Neither 
did other members of the committee 
have anything to say. It was said 
the Democrats may have something 
to say in a day or so. 

When the committee convened this 
morning, Pedro Guevara, one of the 
resident commissioners of the | 
Philippines, led off with an argu- 
ment against the proposed restric- 
tions against Philippine imports and 
was supported in his position by 
Camilo Osias, the other commis- 
sioner in Washington, and Sergio 
Osmena, vice president of the Philip- 
pine Senate, a member of the com- 
mission sent to Washington by the 
Philippine Government to protest 
against the proposition to transfer 
Philippine products from the free to 
the dutiable lists. 


Labor Asks Tariff Case Right. 


When the Filipinos concluded Mat- 
thew Woll, vice president of the 
American Federation of Labor, asked 
that organized labor receive the right 
to appear in tariff cases before the 


Tariff Commission, while John G. 
Lerch of New York entered a simi- 
lar plea on behalf of the American 
Tariff League. Karl O. Loos of Cal- 
ifornia urged a law to compel Amer- 
ican importers to mark the country 
of origin on imported walnuts, while 
Judge Marion Devries, representing 
the National Tanners Council, ar- 
gued the constitutionality of the flex- 
ible tariff provision and urged the 
granting of wide powers to the Presi- 
dent in the administration of these 
provisions. 

Commissioner Guevara, the first 
witness, submitted the main argu- 
ment in support of the Philippine 
position. 

“Time,’’ he said, ‘‘seems to have 
demonstrated that a conflict of eco- 
nomic interests may occur between 
the United States and the Philippine 
Islands. It appears to some that 
above the moral obligation con- 
tracted by the United States to de- 
velop the Philippines, both industrial- 
ly and in self-governing capacity, 
American domestic interests shou!d 
be protected. Before such a plan, so 
injurious to Philippine interests, is 
carried out, we hope that Congress 
will be just and fair enough to grant 
to our country the realization of her 
ambition to be an independent na- 
tion and to be master of her own 
destiny.”’ 

The Filipinos, continued Mr. Gue- 
vara, are not unmindful that thirty 
years of American government in 
the islands has been ‘‘beneficial and 
constructive and has led them to the 
unparalleled progress they have at- 
tained.”’ 

“Through all these years,’’ he 
added, ‘‘the Filipinos have not lost 
their faith in America. To my mind 
the time has come for a definite 
settlement of the political and eco- 
nomic situation of the Philippine Is- 
lands. While the Filipinos are aware 
that the American people have the 
power to do with the Philippines 
whatever they please, it is unbeliev- 
able that the United States will take 
a course ignoring completely all 
political and economic principles or 
ethical standards which are the pride 











Philippine sugars and other products, 
Mr. Guevara said: 

“Proposed limitation on the amount 
of cercain Philippine products that 
may enter the United States free of 
duty is clearly untair and unjust. 
There is no suggestion whatsoever 
trom those advocating such _limita- 
tion that the Philippines be also per- 
mitted to limit and tax certain Amer- 
ican products and merchandise now 
entering the Philippines free of duty. 
‘The proposition carries no suggestion 
that the Philippine Islands may exer- 
cise a like rignt or anything of a 
compensatory nature, 

‘“they little realize that were such 
a tarir plan adopted it would place 
the United States in the same posi- 
tion of Great Britain in ner dealings 
witn the thirteen American Colon1:s 
which brought about their separation 
trom the mother country. ‘rhe Fili- 
pinus believe that when Congress de- 
cides this controversy its motion will 
be tair and just.’’ 

Messrs. Osmena and Osias en- 
dorsed all that Mr. Guevara had 
said. The provisions of the tariff 
laws of 19145 and 1922, which give 
Philippine products free entry into 
the United States should continue, 
said Mr. Osias, just as long as the 
Philippines continue under tne Amer- 
ican tlag. 

If there is to be a revision, he de- 
clared, it should be on an ‘‘absolute- 
ly reciprocal’ basis. ‘fo hmit the 
amount of sugar or other Philippine 
products whicn can be imported uuty 
tree, he said, would be ‘eminently 
unfair, unethical and unjust.”’ 

Vice President Woll or the Ameri- 
can Federation of Labor’ urged 
amendment of the law so that lapor 
may intervene in cases before the 
customs courts in which labor in- 
terests are ~. involved. He cited 
cases in which he said only the in- 
terests of the importer were cared 
for, while those or labor, in particu- 
lar the labor cost of foreign-made 
articles, was ignored. 


Woll Supports Flexible Plan. 


Mr. Woll also supported the flexible 
provisions of the Hawley bill and 
declared that the President should 
have the authority under those pro- 
visions to transfer commodities from 
the free to the dutiable lists and vice 
versa when the situation was one 
which he said justified such action. 


Speaking for the American Tariff 
League, Mr. Lerch declared that the 
League believes that the time has 
come when the recognition of the 
producers’ interests in the face of 
importation of merchandise with 
which he is in competition should 
be ‘‘made something more than a 
gesture.’’ With this in view he rec- 
ommended that the provision in the 
1922 law be strengthened and extend- 
ed ‘‘so as to create what might be 
called a ‘bill of rights’ for the Amer- 
ican producer.”’ 

“‘We believe the enactment of such 
a bill of rights,’’ said Mr. Lerch, 
‘twill carry out the intent of Con- 
gress in the passage of the tariff 
law, as this intent is stated in the 
preamble of the act. According to 
this, it is the intent of Congress 
among other things, ‘to encourage 
the industries of the United States,’ 
and ‘to protect American labor.’ 

“The entire consideration by Con- 
gress of the dutiable schedules is in 
accordance with the Congressional 
intent as stated in the preamble, and 
the enactment of the tariff rates is 
based upon a consideration of the 
degree of protection necessary to 
prevent the ruin of American indus- 
try and the unemployment of Ameri- 
can labor by unfair competition in 
the markets of the United States 


| from producers and labor in foreign 


countries with lower living stand- 
ards, lower wages and lower costs 
generally than prevail in this coun- 
try. Thus far, however, this Con- 
gressional intent to encourage Amer- 
ican industries and to protect Ameri- 
can labor stops with the rate sched- 
ules in the law and has not been car- 
ried over into the equally important 
administrative sections of the act. 


Protection Called Inadequate. 


*‘We believe the time has long 
since arrived when this ‘omission’ on 


the part of Congress should be reme- 


died by giving to the American 
producers a status in the administra- 
tion of the tariff law which will en- 
able them to cooperate with the gov- 
ernment in the administration of law 
which expressly indicates its enact- 
ment for the purpose of encouraging 
American industry and protecting 
American labor. Without this status, 
and without this right to be recog- 
nized as a party at interest in any 
customs procedure relating to im- 
ported merchandise which is com- 
petitive with the products of Amer- 
ican industry and labor, the protec- 
tion granted the producers of this 
country by the Congress in the rate 
schedules of the tariff law becomes 
in many cases a wholly inadequate 
remedy.’’ 

Mr. Lerch also submitted a recom- 
mendation by the Tariff League for 
the abandonment of foreign value as 
the primary basis for the assessment 
of ad valorem duties and the sub- 
stitution of the United States value 
basis under which the duty would 
be assessed on the basis of the 
American selling price of the im- 
ported article. 

Judge Devries, supporting the

URGES UNITED CONTROL 
OF CUBAN SUGAR TRADE 


Col. Tarafa Says Agency for Pro- 
duction and Sales Would Win 


Beneficial Treatment. 





HAVANA, July 16 UP).—The com- 
bination of Cuban sugar interests in 
a cooperative organization for limit- 
ing cane growing and grinding and 
regulating foreign sales was de- 
clared today by Colonel José M. 
Tarafa, President Machado’s repre- 
sentative at recent United States 
conferences, to be the only methoi 
by which Cuba could save herself 
from high American tariffs. 

Supplementing his recent New 
York interview, in which he ex- 
pressed optimism that the United 
States would not impose a ‘‘stifling’’ 
tariff on Cuban sugar, Colonel 
Tarafa added that he believed his 
mission of informing and reassuring 
American sugar men that Cuba does 
not seek to flood the market had 
borne good effects. 

The Colonel declared: 

“The reason that Cuba now finds 
herself in the position of having to 
prove to American interests that no 
exaggerated gains are sought is be- 
cause we have not followed the prin- 
ciple of cooperation and the funda- 
mental necessity of controlling our 
crops. 

‘‘We must place our confidence in 
the United States Congress and in 
the fair-mindedness of American 
suger interests. Cuba cannot ex- 
pect a beneficial treatment of its 
sugar until she herself has taken 
steps to organize a cooperative 
agency for production and sales, an 
act that would constitute return pro- 
tection for United States sugar pro- 
ducers. 

“I believe that tariffs will be based 
on a sliding scale. I believe that 
only one other measure would prove 
more convenient for protection of 
the American grower and ourselves, 
and that would be the establishment 
and regulation of the world mar- 
kets and the determination of prices 
in the world sugar supply.”’ 

Colonel Tarafa, who returned yes- 
terday from New York, today met 
President Machado and Dr. Orestes 
Ferrara, Cuban Ambassador to 
Washington, who has been here for 
a week conferring with the Presi- 
dent on the tariff issue.

Hopes of Compromise: Are Indicated 
‘in Paris—Europe Will Watch Note 
as Showing Hoover’s Stand.

PARIS, July 16:—The French For- 
eign Office is expecting the presen- 
tation of a new American tariff note 
on Friday in response to its com- 
munication of March 6. The contents 
of the State Department’s reply are 
not known, but in the conversations 
which have been proceeding more or 
less regularly since the early Spring 
progress has been made. 

These conversations have had to do 
with the differences between the gov- 
ernments in regard to the zpplication 
of the so-called ‘‘American valuation’ 
on imported French goods, which the 
French assert has been causing con- 
siderable hardship to their exporters. 
It was distlosed today that, pending 
the conclusion of these negotiations, 
the American Government, at the re- 
quest of the French Government, has 
suspended the ‘‘American valuation’’ 


system of appraisal for imported 
French perfumes, one of the chief 
French commodities sold in the 
United States. 


Compromise Is Indicated. 


The American note comes at a deli- 
cate moment in the tariff relations 
between the two countries, and it is 
expected to relieve the situation to 
some extent. While it is not antici- 
pated that the State Department has 
accepted in full the solution suggest- 
ed in the French note of March 6, 
there are indications that some form 
of compromise may be possible, thus 
terminating at least one of the 
troublesome tariff questions out- 
standing between France and the 
United States. 

At present there are powerful in- 
fluences in French: business circles 
in favor of ‘“‘united European ac- 
tion’’ against America’s tariff walls, 
and this has resulted in fairly be- 
lated action. Any concessions which 
Washington might see fit to make 
at this time therefore could not 
help but ease matters’ and would 
strengthen the hands of those lead- 
ers, like Senator Etienne Clementel, 
who favor a calm attitude.

PUNITIVE RAID POSSIBILITY 





Public Seems to Feel Mobilization 
Neither Impends Nor Is Likely 
to Be Needed.

MOSCOW, July 16.—Although the 
reply to the Soviet ultimatum had 
not yet been received, the Chargé 
d’Affaires informed the Foreign Of- 
fice today that a Chinese visa would 
be granted to a high official of. the 
railroad commisariat, M. Serebria- 
kov, whom the Soviet proposed on 
Friday to send to Harbin to discuss 
oustanding questions. The proposal, 
of course, was made before the seiz- 
ure of the Chinese Eastern Railroad 
was known here. 

While the granting of a visa, per- 
haps, is an indication that the Chi- 
nese are inclined to recede some- 
what from their firm position, the 
Foreign Office issued a curt com- 
muniqué stating that in view of 
‘new events’—the seizure of the line, 
the arrest of Soviet nationals and 
the Soviet note of protest—M. Sere- 
briakov’s departure would be post- 
poned until the Chinese replied to 
the note. 

The refusal of the Soviet to send 
M. Serebriakov further states that 
the Soviet had genuinely reached 
the limit of its patience and would 
decline to accept half measures. 

Apart from the clear expression of 
popular ‘opinion given in the past 
few days it must be remembered 
that this is the first flat ultimatum 
with a time limit issued by the 
Soviet in its whole history, and the 
Kremlin cannot afford to abandon a 
|firm attitude. 

Demonstrations before the Chinese 
Embassy continued ‘today, but they 
were orderly. _ 

Press Shows Growing Anger. 

The public’s temperature is rising 
in Moscow and the tone of today’s 
press reflects the growing excite- 
ment. Thus Izvestia, whose pre- 
vious editorial chiefly was devoted 
to presentation of the Soviet case 
against the Chinese warlords, today 
speaks of ‘‘a great wave of revolt 
and readiness for war that has 
| tlooded the whole Soviet land” and 
ithe “readiness of. the working 
|masses to support all measures, 
| without exception, that the Govern- 
| ment may take to liquidate the foul 
attack of the Manchurian militar- 
ists.’’ 

Workers’ resolutions are similar in 
their development. The huge Lenin- 
grad factories declare ‘‘we appeal tu 
the Government to take the most 
decisive measures and not to limit 
itself to notes’’ or ‘‘we are ready to 
protect the Socialist Fatherland by 
every means and with every force.” 

The Red army camp at’ Tomsk calls 
for ‘‘vigorous action against the 
traitors to China—the hirelings of 
foreign imperialism,’’ and concludes, 
“We are ready, with arms in hand, 
to support the government’s de- 
mands.”’ 

On the other hand, there are few 
signs of popular agitation such as 
might dccompany the prospect of a 
real war involving mobilization. The 
public seems to feel confident that 
the utmost action the govvernment 
might take would be a punitive ex- 
pedition to repel the White Russian 
raiders and to protect the lives and 
property of Soviet nationals, but that 
in no case would the situation be 
allowed to develop into a war of 
conquest or be extended beyond the 
northern strip of the Chinese East- 
ern Railroad. 

Should events in the next few days 











make such action necessary, 
correspondent understands that the 
Soviety would make a public state- 
ment to that effect, to reassure world 
opinion generally and the people of 
China and Japan in particular. 


Uncertainty on Ultimatum. 


Great uncertainty exists here as to 
the exact time of expiration of the 
ultimatum, - The note was dated Sat- 
urday, but the Chinese Chargé issued 
& statement saying it was not re 
ceived until 4 A. M. Sunday and that 
he was unable to prepare a transla- 
tion for transmission before 1:36 
A. M. Monday. 

The Foreign Office declares he re- 
ceived it at 1:30 A. M. Sunday and 
Izvestiya ‘refers to tonight as zero 
hour. However, it is not unlikely 
that time for translation will be 
taken into. account and that tomor- 
row midnight will be the final zero 
bour. [This apparently would allow 
time for the note already dispatched 
from Nanking to reach Moscow be- 
fore the end of the time limit.]

PAPERS BLAME. NANKING 





Berlin Reds, Demonstrate Before the 
Nationalist Legation and Police 
Establish Guard.

TOKIO, July 16.—The Russo-Chi- 
nese situation is being watched 
vigilantly here, but the impression 
still obtains that it will not reach a 
stage calling for.action by Japan. 

Hoohi, the organ of the Minseito 
party, suggests that the government 
should notify the League of Nations, 
but in official circles this is consid- 
ered to be at least premature. Under 
Article XI of the Covenant the 
League’s Secretary General is 
obliged to summon an emergency 
meeting of the Council at the request 
of any member. Japan, by her 
sition in the League [M. 
her envoy in Paris, is president of 
the League Council] and her inter- 
ests in Manchuria, is suggested as 
obviously the member to take the 
initiative, but the Cabinet as yet 
sees no reason for moving. 

Article XI would appear to oblige 
the League itself, should war threat- 
en, to invite Russia to become a 
temporary member for the purpose 
of investigating the dispute. 

The Japan Advertiser, commenting 
on the responsibility of the League, 
suggests that if no action is being 
taken it is because the League shares 
the skepticism of the rest of the 
world and recognizes that Japan, as 
the most closely interested neutral, 
may be trusted to raise the matter 
at the proper time. The comment of 
the vernacular press reflects the 
general refusal to be alarmed. The 
Nichinichi predicts that Russia’s 
mailed fist will be brandished but 
that it will not strike even though 
Moscow’s ultimatum should not 
bring reply. 

The reply has already been dis- 
patched from Nanking. It says the 
mailed fist has too many soft spots, 
including Russia’s economic weak- 
ars and her fears for her western 
ront. 


All Papers Blame China. 


Not all of the newspapers comment 
on the matter, but those who do 
take the same attitude of censuring 
China for pursuing an anti-Russian 
policy—‘‘strong beyond reason” in 
Jijiis words—but flatly refusing to 
believe that Russia contemplates 
war. 

Press dispatches from China agree 
in describing Nanking’s overt atti- 
tude of-unconcealed contempt for 
Russia’s supposed bluff. 

China’s attitude is considered the 
dangerous feature of the situation, 
for it is held to be based on military 
calculations which are unlikely to 
stand the test if Russia forces the 
issue. 

President Chiang Kai-shek is re- 
ported to have instructed Chang 
Hsueh-liang to prepare to move 100.- 
000 troops toward the _ Siberian 
border. These troops are among the 
best in China. Feng Yu-hsiang’s 
‘‘Tronsides,’’ which are now idle, are 
even better. 

Chiang possesses formidable num- 
bers of men as well as the confi- 
dence inspired by his Napoleonic 
career, but it is said here that, like 
all Chinese Generals, he has little 
knowledge of modern armies and 
none whatever of modern war and 
certainly over :stimates Russia’s 
weakness as well. as -his own 
strength. But, although this ele-

In other words, should Russia re- 
ceive such an invitation, reject it 
and declare war against China, then 
League members would have to insti- 
tute a complete financial and com- 
mercial blockade against it and the 
council would be faced by the ques- 
tion of using armed force ‘‘to protect 
the Covenant of the League.”’ 


‘Action Prescribed if Both Refuse. 


If both China as a League member 
and Russia as a non-member should 
reject any such League invitation, 


then, according to Article XVII, 
‘‘the Council may take such meas- 
ures and make such recommenda- 
tions as will prevent hostilities.’’ 

No dispute involving a non-member 
has ever come before the League, so 
the possibilities of Article XVII are 
quite unexplored. Especially for this 
reason the hint of the Laborites o1 
eventually calling the Russo-Chinese 
quarrel to the League’s attenuon :s 
considered as interesting as the sit- 
uation it would create would be 
delicate.

PACIFIC INSTITUTE 
SEEN AS PEACE AID 


Dr. Nasa Says Meeting a Year 
Earlier Could Have Averted 
Rassian-Chinese Clash. 


The present clash between Russia 
and China could have been avoided, 


in the opinion of Dr. Shiroshi Nasu, 
expert on rural economics of the Im- 
perial University in Tokio, if the 
Kyoto Conference of the Institute of 
Pacific Relations had been held last 
year instead of this year. 

The conference of American, Brit- 
ish and Japanese delegations will 


announced yesterday at a luncheon 
at the Ritz-Carlton in honor of Dr. 
Nasu, who will have a prominent 
place in the round-table discussions 
at. the international meeting. 

The conflict of Japanese interests 
in Manchuria with Chinese _sover- 
eignty will be one of the major dis- 
cussions at Kyoto, it was made 
known. China, New Zealand, Can- 
ada, Hawaii and: Australia also will 
send delegates to the meeting of 
countries bordering on the Pacific 
or exercising severeignty there. 

It was said at the iuncheon that 
the Kyoto conference will be the 
| first gathering to discuss ‘interna- 
tional questions ever held on Ori- 
ental soil. Dr. Nasu, who has been 
spending some time in Washington 
studying economic questions, infor- 
mally extended an invitation to the 
American group to visit Japan. The 
American delegates will be headed 
by Jerome D. Greene of Lee, Hig- 
ginson & Co., who presided at the 
luncheon. 


Japan to Send Her Best Men. 

Dr. Nasu suggested that if Russia 
and China, as well as Japanese, 
British and American  representa- 
tives of the institute, had met for a 
frank discussion of problems, 
clash could have been avvuided. 

He said that Japan was sending 
her best men, the men most influen- 
tial in molding public opinion, to 
Kyoto to discuss with the Chinese 
the South Manchurian Railway ques- 
tion, and his nation is most anxious. 
he declared, to bring to light and 
thrash out all points of difference 
among the nations. The director of 
the railway, Yoyu Matsuoka, will be 
present, he said, which he consid- 
ered significant of the desire of all 
parties for harmonious settlement. 

Dr. Nasu, an expert on food ard 
population questions, declared that 
Japan’s birth rate had begun to de- 
cline. It is now 14 to every 100,000 
of population, he said, and appar- 
ently reached its apex before the 
birth rates of England and Germany 
had reached their high points during 
the economic development of those 
two nations. 

Says Japan Needs Industries. 

The trend of Japanese population 
he said, is urban, rather than rural, 
urban families averaging three to 
four children, with rural families av- 
eraging five to six. The increase of 
Japanese population is about 900,000 
annually, he declared, ana to take 
care of the increase Japan must de- 
velop industries that require knowl- 
edge and skill on the part of the 
workers rather than large quantities 
of raw material which would require 
importation. 

Japan cannot solve population ques. 
tions by agriculture alone, he said, 
as only 10 per cent can be added to 
arable land by intensive cultivation 
methods. Japan cannot solve her 
food and population problems by im- 
migration. he continued. since after 
half a century of emigration only 
little more than 500,000 Japanese are 
now living outside of Japan. 

There are 2,000,000 industrial work- 
ers in Japan now, Dr. Nasu said, and 
China is a big market for his coun- 
try. For that reason Japan is more 
interested in having peace with China 
and in China than any other country, 
he declared. 

Boyden Urges Frankness. 

Roland W. Roland, Boston: attor- 
ney and unofficial representative of 
the Reparations Commission, re- 
sponded for the Americans to Dr.

The institute endea- 
vors to bring out facts by which 
governmental policies can be judged 
by world opinion, he said. Mr. Greene 
recently succeeded Secretary Wilbur 
as chairman of the American Council 
of the Institute.

Mr. Carter said the best minds of 
the countries concerned will do all 
in their power to compose the present 
difficulty, but expressed the belief 
that it. will take a decade of the clos- 
est study to find a lasting solution.

population and land utilization, diplo- 
matic machinery in the Pacific, in- 
dustrialization of the Orient and its 
social consequences, press communi- 
cations and cultural contacts. 
The: delegates who will begin to 
leave this.country for the Orient 
about August 1, going by way of 
Europe as well as across the Pacific, 
include women and men.

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DENIES PROHIBITION 
CAUSES MORE CRIME 


Bishop Richardson Says There 
Is No More Lawlessness Now 
Than Before Law Was Passed. 








SCORES ATTITUDE OF PRESS 





Mrs. D. L. Colvin Tells W. C. T. U. 
Mrs. Sabin and Miss Gross Are 
Aiding Dry Cause.

OCEAN GROVE, N. J., July 16.— 
Declaring that ‘‘the liquor business 
today is no more lawless than it was 
ten years ago before prohibition went 
into effect,’’ the Right Rev. Ernest 
G. Richardson, Methodist Episcopal 
Bishop of the Philadelphia area, de- 
nounced a large section of the 
American press as being ‘‘rotten’’ 
on the prohibition question, in an 
address here today. 

Bishop Richardson was the prin- 
cipal speaker this afternoon at a 
tri-State conference of the Woman’s 
Christian Temperance Unions of 
New York, New Jersey and Penn- 
sylvania, which opened this morning 
and will continue tomorrow and 
Thursday. More than 400 delegates 
of the three State organizations are 
attending the convention. 


Says Mrs. Sabin Aids Cause. 


At this morning’s session Mrs. D. 
Leigh Colvin of New York, who is 
president of the New York State 
W. C. T. U., in an address on mem- 
bership, said that Mrs. Charles H. 
Sabin, former National Republican 
Committeewoman, in founding the 
Woman’s Organization for National 
Prohibition Reform, and Miss M. 
Louise Gross of the Woman’s Mod- 
eration Union were really helping 
the prohibition cause. Mrs. Colvin 
predicted that if these two organi- 
zations seek to enlist women sup- 
porters in every community in the 
country they will serve instead to 
advance the national membership of 
the W. C. T. U. Mrs. Colvin’s re- 
marks were echoed tonight in an ad- 
dress by Mrs. Alla A. Boole, the na- 
tional president of the W. C. T. U. 

Bishop Richardson, in denouncing 
the press attacks on the prohibition 
question, said that 8 per cent of all 
the newspapers were all right on this 
subject but that the rest were ‘“‘ab- 
solutely rotten,’’ and that this group 


included the newspapers in the big 
cities. 

He said that some of the news- 
papers carried false or misleading 
propaganda and that this false in- 
formation on liquor conditions in 
this country was being sent all over 
the world ‘‘to prevent the rest of the 
world from doing what America has 
done.’’ He said that while in Eu- 
rope four years ago, if he had ac- 
cepted what he had read in Euro- 
pean newspapers or in European 
editions of American newspapers, he 
would. have been led to believe that 


two-thirds of the American people | 


went to bed drunk every night. Dur- 
ing the Presidential campaign last 
Fall, he continued, the people in 
India were told in their newspapers 
that Hoover had blamed all the evils 
in this country on prohibition. 
Bishop Richardson said that th> 
news was being broadcast in the 
press here and abroad that the aver- 
age Representative in Congress 
‘‘votes dry and lives wet,” an asser- 
tion which the Bishop says is a libel. 


Sees the People Fooled. 


In the five elections that have been 
held since prohibition went into ef- 
fect, he. said, every Congress ‘‘has 
been drier than the one before and 
this present one is the driest one 


. He held that newspaper at- 
acks on prohibition were ‘‘fooling 
a lot of people” in this country by 
their wet propaganda. He warned 
his audience that the wets have the 
advantage over the drys because they 
are aggressive, and he conceded that 
it was impossible to enforce the pro- 
hibition amendment 100 per cent. 

As to lawlessness arising from the 
liquor traffic, he contended that ‘‘the 
liquor business is not any more law- 
less today than it was ten years 
ago—it is simply as lawless as before 
the prohibition law went into ef- 
fect.”” He said the existing laws con- 
trolling Sunday closing of, saloons, 
selling of liquor to children and regu- 
lating hours of business were con- 
stantly being broken. The liquor 
business was always lawless, he 
added, and those engaged in it have 
no intention of obeying the law. 

Defending the activities of the 
Methodist Board of Temperance and 
Public Morals, Bishop Richardson 
denied the charge that it spent vast 
sums of money to support the dry 
cause by saying that in the recent 
campaign in Wisconsin one of the 
wet organizations had spent more 
money during that short campaign 
than the Methodist board spent 
throughout the entire world in one 
year, 

He praised President Hoover as 
one of the best-equipped men for the 
Presidency that he had ever seen 
and without mentioning former Gov- 
ernor Alfred E. Smith by name, he 
expressed the belief that Presi- 
dent Hoover’s overwhelming defeat 
of the Democratic candidate last Fall 
was due to Mr. Smith’s espousal of 
the wet cause. The Bishop said that 
he believed that even though the 
Democratic candidate belonged to a 
church that might’ not have been 
looked upon wi confidence by a 
number of voters, former. Governor 
Smith would have carried more 
States than he did if he had not 
been on the wet side. 

As another example of the coloring 
of news by wet newspapers Bishop 
Richardson said one paper had 
printed in headlines the report that 
the cost of -prohibition annually was 
$36,000,000 and that the loss in rev- 
enue was $900,000,000. He main- 
tained that the cost of prohibition in 
the last nine years was $213,000,000, 
but he said that this country was 
actually making money on prohibi- 
tion in levying fines and by -othér 
means. 


Assails Women’s Groups. 


In her address tonight Miss Boole 
said that while there is nothing ‘‘par- 
ticularly dangerous’’ in the names of 


the Woman’s Moderation Union: and

URGES INDIA AS FIELD 
FOR AMERICAN TRADE 


Trade Commissioner Spofford, 
Back After 7 Years There, Cites 
Economic Advance. 


Special oThe New cork Times. 

WASHINGTON, July 16.—Internal 
conditions in India are improving so 
rapidly that it is becoming ‘‘one of 
the most fertile fields for the expan- 
sion of American foreign trade,’’ 
Trade Commissioner Charles B. Spof- 
ford has reported to the Department 
of Commerce. He has just returned 
from that country where, for seven 
years, he has been promoting Amer- 
ican trade. 

Mr. Spofford declared today that 
India stands on a firmer economic 
basis than she ever has and that her 
credit, both internal and external, 
has never been so good. Recurring 
surpluses, it was stated, have been 
applied to reduction of taxes, ex- 
change has been stabilized, the ag- 
riculturist is prosperous, stocks of 
imported goods are light, and large 
purchases of stable merchandise are 
overdue. 

‘The outlook in the import trade is 
promising,’’ Mr. Spofford said, ‘‘and 
engineering firms are bound to bene- 
fit from the large schemes of railway 
construction, harbor development, ir- 
rigation and hydro-electric enter- 
prises. After the period of acute de- 
pression through which Indian in- 
dustries have passed during recent 
months, as a result of protracted 
strikes, there are now signs of re- 
covery which should stimulate de- 
mand for some miscellaneous lines 
of equipment, plant and stores.’’ 

“‘American merchants,” said the 
foreign trade promotion office of the 
Department of Commerce, ‘‘should 
get the notion out of their heads that 
the Indian market is closed against 
us by preferential tariff rates. No 
such preferentials exist and they have 
never existed. It is also essential 
that we give up any preconceived 
ideas that India is only a price mar- 
ket and that only cheap stuff will 
sell. 

It was stated that while individual 
purchasing power of the average 
Indian is admittedly low, probably 
no race of people appreciate value 
for money to a higher degree, ‘‘and 
this fact undoubtedly accounts,’’ it. 
was stated, ‘for the growth of 
American sales in competition with 
lower-priced merchandise from Eu- 
rope and Asia.” 

This country now does annually 
about $50,000,000 worth of business 
with India.

The woman seriously wounded is 
Mrs., Angelina Sagnelli, 36 years old. 
She was shot in the abdomen and 
was taken to Long Island College 
Hospital. Her husband, Peter, a 
shoe worker, was hit in the left leg. 
Their daughter Fannie, 12, has two 
pistol shots in the right leg, their 
son Frederick, 4, a shot in the right 
side. They also are in Long Island 
College Hospital. 

It was the last night of the Feast 
of Our Lady of Mount Carmel, 
which was being celebrated with a 
block party at Navy and Tillary 
Streets, a few doors from the three- 
room flat where the Sagnellis live. 

Besides the four wounded, there 
were five othe  Sagnelli children 
seated there. Mary, 9 years old; 
Rose. 13; Alphonso, 10; Nancy. 5, 
and Peter, 6. And there were two 
guests, Mrs. Anna Acerria, of 652 
Sixth Avenue, Brooklyn, and her 
daughter, Anna, 13. 

According to the story told to the 
police, there was a knock on the 
door. Vincent Sagnelli, Anthony’s 
younger brother, rushed into the 
room and without a word produced 
a pistol and fired. The Sagnellis and 
their guests made a dash for other 
rooms, and Vincent ran down stairs. 
At the corner of Myrtle and Hudson 
Avenues he was captured by the 
police. 

At the Poplar Street police station 
Vincent said he was 29 years old and 
lived at 30 St. Edward Street. He 
was out of work, he said, having 
been employed until a week ago at 
the same factory where his brother 
works making shoes. Work was 
slack last week and they let Vincent 
go. At first the police attributed the 
shooting to jealousy of his brother 
for this cause, but with further ques- 
tioning they learned that the two 
Sagnellis had been arguing over the 
disposition of a few effects left by 
their mother, who died a few months 
ago. Vincent, it was said, accused 
Anthony of cheating him. 





7',-HOUR DAY SOUGHT 
BY BRITISH MINERS 


Aid of Labor Government Also 
Invoked for Nationall Coal 
Wage Agreements. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, July 16.—Reduc- 
tion of the present eight-hour day in 
the coal mining industry of Great 
Britain has been started by the 
miners, according to cable advices 
made public today by the Depart- 
ment of Commerce. 

The British Miners’ Federation, it 
was stated, hopes for aid from the 


Labor Government in reducing the 
working day and in reverting to a 
national agreement instead of the 
existing district wage agreements. 

Trade Commissioner Homer S. Fox 
has advised the department from 
London that the representatives of 
the miners generally want a seven 
and a half-hour day, ‘‘bank to 
bank,’”’ and he stated that South 
Wales operators have refused to en- 
tertain the idea of a national agree- 
ment. 

The inauguration of the Labor 
Government and the recommenda- 
tion by the experts at the repara- 
tions meeting in Paris for Germany 
to continue the delivery of coal for 
ten years on the reparations account 
were two unusual recent events of 
interest to the coal exporter, accord- 
ing to the Department of Commerce, 
which issued a survey of the inter- 
national coal trade situation. 

Coal production in Great Britain, 
Germary, Poland, France, Belgium 
and the Netherlands in the first four 
months of 1929, it was stated, was 
around 7,000,000 tons greater than in 
the corresponding period of last year, 
with prices advanced over those in 
effect early in the year. 

Exports from those countries were 
1,600,000 tons more than in the first 
four months of last year, British 
trade increasing 2,000, tons and 
Germany’s exports decreasing 1,000.- 
000 tons. Imports into Germany, 
France, Belgium, the Netherlands 
and Italy were more than 1,000,000 
tons over the first four months of 
1928. 


BACKS KLEIN FOR MAYOR. 


L. A. Hartnett Association Endorses 
Progressive League’s Candidate. 


The candidacy of Henry H. Klein 
for Mayor and John Petruzzi for 
Sheriff of New York County as nom- 
inees of the Progressive Political 


League has been endorsed by the 
Larney A. Hartnett Association of 
Independent Democrats, Mr. Hart- 
nett announced last night at the 
headquarters of the Progressive Po- 
litical League in the Hotel Cadillac. 

The action was taken at a meeting 
of the association in the Bronx Mon- 
day night, Mr. Hartnett said, when 
a resolution was adopted ‘‘calling on 
the 1,800 members of the ussociation 
in the five boroughs to combine and 
secure as many sympathtizers as 
they can for these independent Dem- 
ocrats.”’ 

The Progressive Political League, 
headed by James Mason, chairman, 
named Mr. Klein and Mr. Petruzzi 
as its candidates on Monday. 





SENDS RUM CASE TO COAST. 


Court Here Finds it Lacks Jurisdic- 
tion in Whisky Sale at Sea. 


In a decision handed down yester- 
day Judge Grover M. Moscowitz 
ruled in Federal court in Brooklyn 
that his tribunal had no jurisdiction 
in the case of Cornelius Malpas, a 
civilian member of the crew of the 
United States Army transport St. 
Mihiel on trial before him on a 
charge of selling whisky to soldiers 
en route to Hawaii and the Philippine 
Islands, 

Judge Moscowitz held that as the 
alleged crime was committed on the 
high seas the defendant should be 
tried in the Federal district where 
he was found or into which he was 
first brought by the vessel on which 
the crime was alleged to have been 
committed. The judge found that 
the offender had been taken into 
legal custody at San Francisco, 

The result of the decision, it was 
said at the United States Attorney's 
office, will be that if the govern- 
ment wishes to continue the prose- 
cution Malpas will have to be sent 
to California. The ruling similarly 
affects six other members of the 
crew of the St. Mihiel arrested at 
the same time. 

The St. Mihiel left Brooklyn on 
March 8 bound for San Francisco 
with 800 soldiers. Captain Prather, 
in charge of the detachment, inves- 
tigated charges that liquor had been 
sold to the soldiers shortly after the 
vessel left port. A number of sol- 
diers reported they had bought 
liquor from the seven defendants. 

hen the vessel reached San 
Francisco Federal authorities and 
representatives of the Attorney Gen- 
eral’s office decided that as the ves- 
sel sailed from Brooklyn the pris- 
oners should be tried in the Eastern 
District of New York. Accordingiy, 
the defendants and six soldier-wit- 
nesses were sent to Brooklyn, where 
they arrived early in April. The 
prisoners have been held in the 
United States detention jail, unable 
to procure bail, and the soldiers were 
ony assigned to Fort Ham- 
ton. 

After the announcement of the de- 
cision the defendants were again 
committed to jail to await the deci- 
sion of the Attorney General and 
army officials. 


HOLDS A CHARITY IS LIABLE. 


Appeals Court Rules’ Institution 
Must Pay Damage Verdict. 


The Circuit Court of Appeals ruled 
yesterday that charitable organiza- 
tions are responsible in damage suits 
just the same as any other defend- 
ant. The opinion was written by 
Judge Thomas W. Swan, and was in 
the case of an appeal from a verdict 
for $18,250 given to ag? roe Allen, 
who stted the Henry W. tnam Me- 
morial Hospital for permanent in- 
juries suffered when the automobile 
in which she was seated was run 
down by an ambulance in Main 
Street, Bennington, Vt. 

Judge Swan, in his opinion, said 
that the ambulance was not entitled 
to a right of way, and that ‘‘to hold 
that a claritable institution, whose 
agent negligently runs down a pedes- 
trian or any one else, need not re- 
spond in damages, although the cir- 
cumstances are such as would render 
any other defendant liable, seems to 
us a monstrous doctrine, though it is 








true that several courts of high au- 
thority have gone to that extreme.” 





LABOR CHIEFS DECIDE 
TO CARRY ON IN SOUTH 


After Seeing Green, Googe Re- 
turns to District From Which 
He Was Expelled. 


Sp- ‘ial to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, July 16.—Work of 
the American Federation of Labor 
will continue, without change, modi- 
fication or amendment, in Southern 
textile industry fields, President 
Green and George I. Googe, the fed- 
eration’s representative in the South, 
decided today. 

After a conference with Mr. Green, 
at which the. decision was reached, 
Mr. Googe left tonight for Green- 
ville, S. C., headquarters for the dis- 
trict in which is Ware Shoals, from 
which town Mr. Googe last week was 
driven by armed men who warned 
him never to return. 

That warning neither Mr. Googe 
nor President Green regard seriously, 
the latter commenting tonight that 
it was the action of an “‘irrespon- 
sible’ element which will not be al- 
lowed to interfere with the organi- 
zation work of the federation in 
South Carolina. 

The situation in Ware Shoals, Mr. 
Green said, is not at the moment 
promising for a settlement of the 
strike now in progress. In Green- 
ville, however, conditions, though 


serious, were not, he thought equally 
acute. 





MILK DRIVERS ‘SWINDLED. ° 


Ten In Three New Jersey Towns Are 
Victims of Bad-Check Scheme.

ATLANTIC CITY, July 16.—Mil 
wagon drivers at Pleasantville, 
Ocean City and. Wildwood were the 
victims today of a new swindling 
scheme that netted about $300 for its 
operators. 

Four drivers for Abbott's Dairies in 
Pleasantville were the first victims 
of bad checks, the amounts being 
$37, $47, $57 and $67 respectively. 
All the drivers, when they learned 
that the checks were worthless, told 
the same story. 

They were accosted by a man sit- 
ting on the steps of a vacant house 
along the route. He told. them he 
had just rented the. building and 
was moving in that day and t he 
owed a smal] milk bill on one of 
the other drivers’ routes. Offering 
to pay the bill, he produced a check, 
which the driver cashed because he 
felt he was doing a fellow-worker a 
favor in collecting the bill. 

In Ocean City the scheme was 
worked differently. A man and a 
woman approached the drivers say- 
ing they were leaving town and 
wished to-pay their bill. They gave 
addresses on. other drivers’ routes 
describing the man who delivered 
the bill. Checks were again pro- 
duced and cashed. Three. times 
this was worked in Ocean City. It 
was also understood by Ocean City 
police that the same scheme was suc-

In spite of his statements to Mr.

The other 
three defendants had pleaded not 
guilty earlier in the day. In each 
case the $25,000 bail fixed when they 
were arraigned upon the original 
mail frauds indictment, which has 
since been superseded by a stronger 
true bill on a similar charge,. was 
continued, 


At Prosecution’s Disposal. 


Bouker’s action in retaining Mr. 
Hanlon shows he intends to: obtain 
a severance of trial if possible. ‘He 
was formerly represented, as the 
Clarke brothers still are, by George 
Gordon Battle and Ludlow 8. Fowler 
of Mr. Battle’s law firm. This was 
established by Mr. Fowler, who said 
Bouker’s cction had been-~-taken at 
‘‘our’”’ request. Bouker and Mr. Han- 
Jon were in court when Mr. Tuttle 
entered and said to Judge Anderson: 

‘“‘Bouker’s Jawyer has told me his 
client expects to put himself at the 
disposal of the Federal and State 
Governments. He has made a state- 
ment to the State attorney and to 
me, and whether it will be of value 
is to be considered. 

‘I now ask for trial at the-earliest 
possible moment. The interests of 
the depositors, the public and of jus- 
tice require an early hearing. This 
is not an attempt to ‘railroad’ any- 
body.

He pointed out 
that the latest indictments had just 
been handed down and said the 
newspapers had thus far presented

Judge Anderson remarked, after 
Mr. Fowler had asked for ‘‘at least 
a month,” that the two attorneys 
were not far apart.

Bride Born in Hungary. 


The bride of Colonel Rogers, a 
Standard Oil notable, recently di- 
vorced by his wife in Utrecht, Hol- 
land, was the widow of Basil Miles, 


former American commissioner to 
the International Chamber of Com- 
merce, 

She was born in Budapest, the 
daughter of the late Alexander von 
Braun. Her first husband was Pea- 
body Savell, an engineer of this city 
and Atlanta, Ga. They resided in 
Indianapolis for a time. Later she 
went to Paris, where she obtained a 
divorce. It was reported at that time, 
late in 1924, when she arrived in 
Paris, that a pearl necklace, value of 
which was estimated at $250,000, was 
stolen from her. 

Her marriage to Mr. Miles took 
place on March 23, 1925. at the City 
Hall of the Seventh Ward, Paris. 
John H, MacDonald, her godfather, 
and. the then American Ambassador 
to Belgium, William Phillips, signed 
the register. A religious ceremony 
followed at the bride’s home in the 
Rue Saint Guillaume.

He blanked the Giants 
on seven hits, half the Cards’ total, 
scattered these across. six innings 
and while busily engaged in annoy- 
ing his adversaries by these means, 
gave them another jolt by exploding 
a home run. 


Home Run Upsets Fitzsimmons. 


That homer upset the Giants and 
Chubby Freddy Fitzsimmons in par- 
titcular. For, it is decidedly. discon- 
certing to have one’s pitching effort 
messed up that way by the opposing 
hurler. 

Fitz had moved along well during

BERLIN, July 16 (*).—With Ger- 


jhere this week-end for the right -to 
battle France in the Davis Cup chai- 
lenge round, the eager attention of 
all Germany is focused upon two 
young stars whose might has carried 
the Fatherland to. new heights in 
the tennis world. 

This country in all its history 
never saw such white hot tennis 
enthusiasm as has been evoked by 
the showing of Daniel Prenn and 
Hans Moldenhauer, singles aces, in 
winning the European Zone final 
against England. In fact the Ger-

|Saturday and Sunday. 
| The younger and perhaps more 
| promising of Germany’s twin sensa- 
{tions is Prenn, national titleholder 
|since 1928, when he dethroned Ottc 
Froitzheim, the undisputed champion 
for many years. Born in Leningra‘i 
in 1904, Prenn is Polish by extrac- 
tion, Russian by birth and German 
by adoption. He is regarded as one 
of the brainiest tennis players in the 
world and combines extremely clever 
strategy with dogged determination. 

Moldenhauer’s tennis ability. evi- 
denced- itself in his early youth, so 
that he was long known as Ger- 
many’s prodigy. By 1924 Hans was 
able at various times to defeat such 
German cracks as Heinz Landmann 
end Heinrich MKleinschroth,' the 
present Davis Cup doubles pair, as 
well as Froitzheim, and in 1926 he 
won the international championship 
of Germany in singles, although 
Froitzheim and Landmann - still 
ranked ahead of him for all events. 

In view of the unprecedented de-

Harry Blitman’s hopes of a feather- 
weight title faded last night. The 
stout-hearted Philadelphian, who 
boasts of a victory over Tony Can- 
zoneri, went down to a crushing de- 
feat before the flailing fists of Pete 
Nebo, Florida’s Seminole Indian, in 
the ten-round main event at the 
Queensboro Stadium, while a crowd 
of some 7,000 fight.fans paid tribute 
to the beaten boxer for a great ex- 
hibition of gameness under fire. 

With this overwhelming setback 
went Blitman’s chances of a match 
against Champion Andre Routis for 
the world’s 126-pound title. Nebo 
weighed 12914 pounds and Blitman, 

8%. 

Nebo received the decision after 
ten rounds of one-sided fighting in 
which the Florida boxer did every- 
thing but knock out his rival. There 
was no disputing the award, for Nebo 
won every round to everybody’s sat- 
isfaction. 


Nebo Uses Sharp Right. 


A less hardy and determined rival 
than Blitman would have collapsed 
under the battering to which the 
Philadelphia southpaw was subject- 
ed. Nebo, with effective’ use of a 
sharp right to the jaw, overcame 
Blitman’s unorthodox style. Blit- 
man’s reaction to the punishment 
was rallies in every round from the 
fifth to the final bell. 

A surprise came in, the ten-round 
semi-final when Emery Cabana, 
Philadelphia lightweight, carried off 
the decision over Jackie Pilkington, 
Harlem, after an exciting struggle. 

Cabana substituted for Eddie Guida 
of Harlem, and made a distinct im- 
pression on the crowd. With a 
tricky, spasmodic style, Cabana 
managed to do enough fighting to 
disconcert Pilkington, and _ satisfy 
everybody he was entitled to the de- 
cision. Cabana weighed 136 pounds 
and Pilkington 134%. 

Morris Fails to Last. 

Bob Olin, 
and undefeated as a professional, 
added Jimmy Morris, west side light- 
heavyweight, to his list of van- 
quished rivals when he knocked out 
Morris in fifty-one seconds of the 
third round of their scheduled eight- 
round bout, 

Floored in the first round, and 
rendered groggy in the second, Mor- 
ris was practically helpless in the 
third when Referee Donovan wisely 
halted ‘the contest, giving Olin 
credit for a knockout. Olin weighed 
174 pounds and Morris 17214. 

Paulie (Walker) Salvatore, Tren- 
ton welterweight, won the decision 
from Jack Rosenberg, Harlem, in 
their six-round bout.

ICTORIO CAMPOLO, the latest and biggest 
V pugilistic importation from the Argentine, will 
climb into the ring at Tbbets Field this evening, 
and it is hoped that he will have the goodness to 
mind his eye and not fall down. The Robins have 
‘to play baseball on that diamond and if Victorio 
should have an attack of falling sickness, the ground- 
keeper will be a week filling in the hole in the in- 
field. However, a hole at second base in the Robin 
infield will be nothing new. But that’s another story. 
Arthur DeKuh has been selected to test out the 
alleged Cowboy of the Argentine. DeKuh has become 
something like the first hurdle in the heavyweight 
field. A fighter who stumbles against him had better 
turn to some other line of endeavor, for he won’t get 
any higher than the canvas against a real good heavy- 
weight. It is because DeKuh is a good trial horse 
that he was selected as an opponent for the Cowboy 
of the Argentine. 

They say that Victorio is as big as Jess Willard and 
as ferocious as Luis Firpo. It would be terrible if he 
turned out to be merely as big as Luis Firpo and as 
ferocious as Jess Willard. It will be remembered that 
Jess was about as ferocious as a sack of potatoes. 

‘Winning His Spurs. 

The Cowboy of the Argentine, on the word of his 
importers, won his pugilistic. spurs by knocking out 
Roberto Roberti in the Argentine and then camping 
on the doorstep of Luis Firpo and daring him to come 
out and fight. 

Luis didn’t come out. It seems that he was in the 
kitchen and it was a long way to the front porch. It 
takes three strong men to lift Luis out of his easy 
chair these days and only two strong men were in the 
kitchen with him at the time. Furthermore, they were 
busily engaged broiling a series of steaks for the man 
who hit Dempsey once and the canvas half a dozen 
times at the Polo Grounds. 

So Campolo finally departed, muttering that the 
Wild Bull of the Pampas had become the stalled ox of 
Buenos Aires. Luis didn’t even rise to resent the 
taunt. He is rich. He is fat. He is happy. He 
merely instructed his henchmen to be sure that there 
were more steaks—and bigger steaks—in the icebox 
for the next meal. 

Signor Fugazy was counting on Roberto Roberti to 
fill up space on the pugilistic program at Ebbets Field 
this Summer. Roberto having been knocked out of 
the picture, the promoter decided to replace him with 
the man who had knocked him out. That accounts 
for the prospective début of Cowboy Campolo at Ebbets 
Field this evening. Any further appearances will 
depend upon how well the Cowboy rides the heavy- 
weight range. If he can’t rope and hogtie DeKuh, 
he should lock up a good seaworthy freighter sailing 


. for the Argentine. 


Another Big Man. 


Speaking of big men, Cyril James Hastings Tolley 
of jolly old England has just recovered approxi- 
mately $5,000 from an English firm that used a golf- 
ing picture of him to advertise some brand of choco- 
late. The doughty Cyril alleged and evidently proved 
to the satisfaction of a judge and jury that his ama- 
teur standing and personal pride had been damaged 
to that extent. 

The former British amateur champion and lieutenant

The Tennis Team. 


Tilden, Hunter, Allison and Van Ryn have been 
named as our Davis Cup representatives in the inter- 
zone final against the German contenders. There may 
be a feeling in some quarters that it would have been 
wiser to nominate George Lott or Johnny Hennessey 
in place of Frank Hunter, but Hunter is No. 2 man 
in national ranking, based on last year’s performances, 
and he may yet round into the form that carried him 
to the final against Cochet in our singles champion- 
ship at Forest Hills last Summer. 

In any case, it was a matter for our tennis éfficials 
to settle and they settled it.

In spite of the victory of Germany over the English 
forces, Tilden and his helpers should hardly be forced 
to the limit to win the inter-zone final. For the past 
decade France and this country have enjoyed almost 
complete domination of the courts in international 
play. Germany is coming along in all sports, but isn’t 
likely to get into the challenge round of the Davis 
Cup play this year. 


The Future on the Courts. 


France is supreme on the courts now and has been 
for several years. When the Tilden-Johnston dynasty 
was overturned, there was the usual gap in the de- 
fending forces of this country. When the Lacoste- 
Cochet dynasty totters, the chances are that there 
will be the same gap in the defending French forces. 

The leaders at tennis in any country always seem 
to pull well away from the reserve corps. When the 
leaders are sent down to defeat, the reserves are too 
far back to be of much use. England, Australia and 
the United States found it out in turn. Probably 
France will find it out in the next few years. 

The game is being played all over the world and no 
one knows in what country the next Tilden will rise. 
One such player could capture the Davis Cup for Peru 
or Venezuela with any sort of mediocre help from a 
partner in the doubles. 

But there is no such player in sight and the future 
of tennis is wide open for geographical extension. 
South America has turned out some fine polo teams, 
one prominent heavyweight fighter and several cham- 
pion soccer teams. The residents of the Purple Land 
should turn their attention to tennis. They seem to 
have overlooked the game. There were twenty-nine 
nations in this year’s Davis Cup competition and not a 
single entry from South America. It almost sounds 
as though there were a law against it.

Europe Course Via the 
Greenland Ice Cap. . 








AVOIDS HUDSON BAY PERILS 





Fliers Would Go to Montreal, 
Thence to Shelter. Bay and 
Follow Hamilton River. 





Special to The New York Times. 

CHICAGO, July 16.—Another flying 
route from Chicago to Europe by 
way of Greenland and Iceland, but 
having the advantage of avoiding the 
fogs of Hudson Bay and the ice jams 
of Port Burwell, at the tip of the 
Labrador Peninsula, has been out- 
lined by Professor William H. Hobbs 
of the University of Michigan. 

Professor Hobbs, whose weather 
observatory at Mount Evans, Green- 
land, has added greatly to the knowl- 
edge of conditions on the Ice Cap 
and the plains bordering it, has long 
contended that the only practicable 
flying route over the Atlantic is 
through the northland. The disas- 
ter to the ’Untin’ Bowler having 
shown the difficulties of the line The 
Chicago Tribune’s fliers followed, he 
set about to find one that would miss 
them. 

He suggests that the first leg of the 
flight would be from Chicago to Mon- 
treal, 700 miles, along nearly all of 
which an amphibian plane would 
find ample landing facilities. The 
next hop would be about 500 miles | 
to Shelter Bay, on the north shore of | 
the St. Lawrence. A jump of 400 
miles from Shelter Bay would carry 
the plane to Hamilton Inlet, on the 
Atlantic Coast. «> 

Nearly one-half the distance from 
Shelter Bay to Hamilton Inlet is 
along the course of the Hamilton 
River, which would make a route 
easy to follow. 


Advantages of Route Detailed. 


In «a letter sent to The Chicago 
Tribune the professor. gives the ad- 
vantages as follows: 

‘‘Hamilton Inlet is far enough back 
from the coast to be free from the 
ice and fog, but has.salt water to 
facilitate plane landing and many 


sheltered harbors. .Indian . Harbor 
at the entrance is reached regularly, 
I think weekly, by boats.from New- 
foundland ports and is a regular ren- 
dezvous for the fishermen of the 
Newfoundland fleet. : 
‘ “From Hamilton Inlet to Mount 
Evans the route I propose is directly 
across the water to Fiskenaesset (on 
the southwest coast of Greenland), 
over it to the Ice Cap, and then 
over the Cap 350 miles to Mount 
Evans.

—Victim Is Dying. 


Eddie Winger, 30 years old, of 454 
North Franklin Street, Philadelphia, 
is dying in Gouverneur Hospital of 
bullet wounds received early this 
morning when four men opened fire

The journey from Hamilton Inlet 
to Fiskenaesset, the maps show, is | 
625 miles. all over water. The navi- 
gators here would have to fly by, 
compass, but the good. points of the, 
Ice Cap are emphasized by Professor | 
Hobbs as follows: 

“Flying by instruments direct, 
across the stretch, even in foggy 
or cloudy weather, leaves the fliers 
the assurance always of the white 
dome of ice as guide once the coast 
is left. 

“The advantage of making Mount 
Evans a base. is the dryness of the 
atmosphere and the total absence of 
elouds..and. floating ice, in. addition 
to the great fjord 120 miles long. 
and the equally long, high ice arm 
to the south of it. 

“From Mount Evans it is 400 miles 
across the Ice Cap with a tail wind 
throughout in either direction (ac- 
cording to the height chosen by the 
pilot) to Angmagssalik. At this point 
on the East Greenland coast there 
are a radio station and a weather 
station. 


As Emergency Refueling Station. 


‘Its harbor is often covered by, 
floating ice, as is Port Burwell’s. The | 
plan would therefore be to fly over 
it, using it as an emergency refueling 
station in case of bad weather ahead 
on the 870 miles to Reykjavik [Iec-! 
land]. 

“It is 240 miles from Reykjavik to 
Vaagfjord in the Faroes where there | 
are a whaling station, radio, daily 
weather reports and a harbor free 
from ice. , 

“The above is in main outline my 
proposea route, which I believe has 
great advantages over the one chosen 
for the "Untin’ Bowler. The interior 
of Canada, over which it passes, is 
not plagued by fogs as is the coast 
line, along which flows the cold La- 
brador current with its fleets of ice- 
be and ice floes. 

“E belicve that Hamilton Inlet, be- 
ing 80 long, can be utilized to avoid 
the coast fogs while still possessing 
the vantage of salt water for | 
heavy seaplanes.

PLEDGES ARMY 10 INDIA. 


Laber Government Sees Red Threat 
to Britain There. 

Special Cable to Tae New YORK Truss. 

LONDON, Wednesday, July 17.— 
Simultaneously with the. publication 
of China’s reply to the Russian ulti- 
matum, in which Nanking ‘seeks to 
justify the arrests of Russians in 
Manchuria as necessary for the sup- 
pression of Communist propaganda, 
it was revealed today that the Mac- 
Donald Government has promised 
the British Commander-in-Chief in 
India its full support if it is found 
necessary to employ the army. to 
suppress rebellion there. 

Premier MacDonald’s willingness to 
delay final resumption of relations 
with Russia until Fall, according to 
The Daily News, is due to the Cabi- 
net’s uneasiness regarding the activi- 
ties of Bolshevist agents, especially 
in India. The natives have been led 
by Moscow to believe that if the Na- 
tionalists attempted to force the 
issue of Indian independence the 
Labor Administration would not use 
the army against them. 

Moscow has now been warned that 
resumption of relations will be sub- 
ject to the most explicit pledges that 
efforts to tamper with Indian loyalty 
will be abandoned immediately.

Dr. Osborn Seeks Freedom. of 
Action for American Scientists 
in Mongolia. 


An appeal to the Nanking Govern- 
ment to provide freedom of action 
for the All-American Central Asiatic 
Expedition, which Roy Chapman 
Andrews was forced to abandon this 
year, is being made, according to 
Dr. Henry Fairfield Osborn, presi- 
dent of the Museum of Natural His- 
tory of New York. | 

Through the help of C. C. Wu, 
Chinese Minister at Washington, it 
is hoped that some satisfactory ar- 
rangement can be made, Dr. Osborn 
said yesterday. 

“The Museum of. Natural History 
is ready to make the most generous 
offers,’’ declared Dr. Osborn. ‘‘We 
are prepared and anxious to finance 
this expedition which I consider to 
be the most important in biological 
and geological research of today. 
We are also ready to have men go 
into the field, and to give the Chinese 
every assurance and guarantee of | 
good faith and cooperation. As far; 
as I know the matter has not come} 
before the Nanking legislative body | 
yet, but we are very hopeful at the | 
sympathetic attitude en by Mr. | 
Wu in: this matter. 

‘‘When I was in China three years 
ago I conferred with members of 
the Natural History Department of 
the University of Peking, and it was 
agreed that our expedition would in- 
clude Chinese students. The main 
problem that now confronts us is to 
have Nanking differentiate between 
| objects of scientific interest such as 
| geological objects or discoveries in 

the history of animal life and the life 
of man and ancient works of art. 
Every country in the world, except 
China, makes this distinction.’’

The parents were discovered dead 
in.their beds and the baby in a 
near-by crib by a colored maid who 
had arrived in the afternoon to clean 
up the rooms.

SLOT MACHINE GIVES 
TALKING MOVIE PLAY 


Inventor Demonstrates Automoton 
Designed for Private Entertain- 
ment for a Dime. 


An automatic ‘dime-in-the-slot’’ 
talking motion picture machine de- 
signed for the projection of talking 
and singing films in daylight in an 
enclosed box-like apparatus was dem- 
onstrated yesterday in the Hote! 
Greystone by its inventor, Robert C. 
Belgau. 

Mr. Belgau calls his invention ‘‘The 
‘Acrophone’’ and said it was designed 
for instaliation in any public place 


or private home. Five minutes are 
required to show a film. The coin is 
dispensed with in machines to be 
used in the home, the apparatus be- 
ing controlled by a switch. 

According to the inventor, when 
a coin is inserted tiny red and blue 
“‘footlights’”’ flash on, a curtain rises 
displaying a f gras glass screen ap- 
proximately inches wide by 20 
inches high, and after the footlights 
are automatically dimmed the pic 
ture is flashed on the screen. 

At the conclusion. the curtain de- 
scends for a morfient to reascend 
again while the screen performer 
takes a bow. Then the final curtain 
and the flush of the footlights for a 
half minute completes the program. 
Each machine, with this size screen, 
will hold 1,500 feet of sixteen milli- 
meter film with the sound track ov 
the film itself, which is the equiva- 
lent of almost 3,200 feet of standard 
thirty-five millimeter film commonly 
used in cinema theatres. 

Mr. Belgau also plans to construct 
a machine with a screen four times 
the size of the smaller one, whicn 
will hold the equivalent of 8,000 feet 
of film, almost the length of a fea- 
ture photoplay. This large footage 
is managed by a special projection 
and film device. 

The inventor said he hopes to 
manufacture the automotons on a 
large scale and to place them in 
trains, ships, hotel lobbies, restau-: 
rants, schools and other places.

SING SING EXTENDS WATCH. 


24-Hour Guard on Old Walls and 
Manning of New One Begun.

OSSINING, N. Y., July 16.— Two 
ruses which convicts have used for 
more than 100 years in attempted 
escapes at Sing Sing are believed to 
have been eliminated with the instal- 
lation today of a new guard system 
at the prison. For the first time 
armed guards have been placed on 
the new wall and a twenty-four-hour 
guard has been established on the 
old walls to replace the sixteen-hour- 
a-day guard formerly maintained 
there. 
This continuous guard on both 
walls, officials believe, will prove a 
stumbling block to prisoners who 
attempt either of the two [familiar 
tricks. The first of these consisted 
of placing a dummy in a cell to allay 
suspicion while the prisoner scaled 
the walls on the late shift between 
10:30 o’clock at night and 6:30 in 
the morning. when_the walls were 
unguarded. The other trick con- 
sisted of hiding in some _ secret 
crevice in the prison for several 
days until the emergency watch es- 
tablished when a prisoner is missing 
was recalled, and then scaling the 
walls at night.

Hubert Druce was in the 
cast, playing a part that was no 
more than utilitarian, but he played 
it with such flavor and such crafts- 
manlike perfection that, to this way- 
ward theatregoer, it seemed the one 
genuinely amusing bit in the eve- 
ning 
Before the comedy got very far, 
with its dignified butlers, its fresh 
copies of The Times (London) and 
its dark brown mornings in England, 
you suspected that Mr. Dickens had 
very little substance to spread 
through a long evening. The char- 
acters were out of the old clothes 
chest. And Freddy, acted with a 
kind of vacant querulousness by Ray- 
mond Walburn, was so unassertive 
that exposing him to such a demon 
as the wife seemed like tossing a 
bath sponge to a rapacious female. 
Representing him as the turtle dove 
of a brilliant actress, however, 
seemed like a denial of mankind’s 
fondest hopes. Not a man in the 
audience but lost faith in life when 
he saw Freddy triumph where ex- 
perience and magnetism had failed. 
Having writen the play, Mr. Dick- 
ens saw it hag bees on by acting the 
transgressing husband in a_ good, 
crisp idiom. Vera Neilson, who they 
do say, is Mrs. Dickens:in domestic 
life, was the actress, and so pleasant 
to look upon’ that yielding her to 
Freddy even in a play’ was gross im- 
providence. As the amorous wife 
Beatrice Terry acted with definition 
verging upon hardness. As the father 
of the actress, it was Mr. Druce’s lot 
to make three brief appearances and 
upset the apple-cart in the last act. 
But he developed his part as care- 
fully as though it were a maior char- 
acter in a notable play. His shy, 
shameless, gouty, bibulous, fat old 
rascal in spats and morning coat was 
a thing of unholy joy in a minor 
prank on Broadway.

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MR. WICKERSHAM’S BOMB. 


There is no novelty in the letter 
about prohibition which Mr. WICK- 
ERSHAM sent to the conference of 
the Governors at New London yes- 
terday. Many times such a division 
as he suggests between Federal en- 
forcement and State enforcement 
has been put forward. This time, 
however, it comes not from Mr. 
WICKERSIIAM, the private citizen, 
but from Mr. WICKERSHAM, head of 
the Law Enforcement Commission 
appointed by President HOOVER. 
That fact is what makes his letter 
so sensational. It will confirm the 
fears which the Anti-Saloon League 
had at the time of his selection by 
Mr. Hoover that his heart is not 
really in the cause, | that he is weak- 
kneed about the prohibition law and 
its enforcement, and that his nomi- 
nation by the President was one 
more sign that prohibition was 
about to be betrayed in the house of 
its professed friends. There may be 
a delayed explosion over this utter- 
ance by Mr. WICKERSHAM, but when 
it comes it will be all the more 
violent, 

The Drys have long contended 
that State enforcement ought to 
supplement Federal enforcement. 
But ‘they will note with alarm that 
Mr. WICKERSHAM would have State 
enforcement displace Federal en- 
forcement. They will assert that 
everybody knows what this would 
mean in States like New York or 
Pennsylvania or Louisiana or—yes, 
we may as well say it—Kansas. It 
would. mean no enforcement at all. 
The Anti-Saloon League will also in- 
sist upon demanding why on earth 
Mr. WICKERSHAM held out the hope 
that “the national and State laws 
“might be modified so as to become 
“reasonably enforceable.” Here is 
parlous ‘matter to come from the 
head of the President's Crime Com- 
mission. It-is tantamount to saying 
that the laws as they stand are not 
reasonably enforceable. To the ex- 
treme Drys this will sound little 
short of high treason. The President 
will surely hear from them. They 
will call for Mr. WICKERSHAM’s in- 
stant removal as one who openly 
flaunts his‘ disloyalty to the most 
sacred of laws. 


THE POLICE SHIFTS. 


No Police Commissioner has ut- 
tered firmer words or displayed more 
confidence in himself than Mr. 
WHALEN. Yet the erratic violence of 
nia official acts is giving him a repu- 
tation for instability. His last ner- 
vous move, transferring nearly every 
high officer in the department and 
implying a similar threat to the De- 
tective Bureau, is not calculated to 


remove the impression. To demand 


as he has done that the detectives 
“ produce” is likely to encourage a 
series of police persecutions. It also 
brings to mind the fact that Mr. 
WHALEN and his official Cabinet 
have worked on unsolved murders in 
— and “produced” nothing. 
‘The commissioner was appointed 
to succeed Mr. WARREN with the 
stated purpose of ending a period of 
“police. failure.” Since that time 
major crimes have been committed 
and the murderers are still at large. 
The statistics. of .failure submitted 
by the Republican party’s press bu- 
rea may not be ‘entirely accurate, 
and the intelligent public does not 
expect’ Bl] crimes to be swiftly

solved. In Monday morning’s papers 
Mr. HECKSCHER’S committee of invi- 
tation to Mayor WALKER to stand 
again declared “we desire that he 
“continue to maintain and improve 
“the high morale of the Police De- 
“partment.” There can hardly have 
been good morale in a department 
where it was necessary to make the 
recent: wholesale transfer orders. 
Whatever they produce, it can hardly 
be department morale. 

At headquarters every one won- 
ders what next. Mr. WHALEN’S 
temper, to judge by the quotations 
ascribed to him, is fraying. In both 
act and method he is canceling his 
first fine departmental orations de- 
scribing his pride in his men and his 
idea of how a high-powered execu- 
tive should perform. His inconsis- 
tency in words might be forgiven, 
for he is ready of speech and vigor- 
ous of phrase, but a chart of his 
course would resemble a maze of 
zigzags. 

None. of this is said here, or ex- 
pressed by the general public, with 
any desire to hamper or embarrass 
the commissioner. Much of the good 
name and comfort of living in this 


1| great city is in his hands, and there 


is a very high measure of safety and 
comfort in New York. Only small- 
minded political rivals can fail to 
wish Mr. WHALEN well. But he must 
not expect approval or much sym- 
pathy when a mere glance backward 
over his record would show him the 
folly of confident prophecies and the 
futility of overnight “ reorganiza- 
tions ” invariably asserted to be per- 
fect. He cannot be accused of pro- 
tecting weak, dishonest or “ well- 
connected” men in his department,

MERGERS AND THE PUBLIC. 


Discussing the involved corporate 
structure of one of the sprawling 
electric light and power giants in 
New York State, Professor RIPLEY 
of Harvard once remarked that “ it 
“ would turn the hair of a Philadel- 
“phia lawyer gray to disentangle 
“ these relationships.” Compared to 
them the pedigrees of the New York 
traction companies in the old days 
were simple. In his preliminary re- 
port on the latest big merger, Attor- 
ney General WaRD has apparently 
done little more than describe its an- 
cestry and the trends of the industry 
of which it is a part. In this respect 
his report covers familiar ground. 
It is well known that rates vary be- 
tween Niagara and Patchogue, and 
the reasons are not far to seek. 
That the cost of electric lighting has 
been decreasing while the costs of 
other commodities have risen is a 
fact which the industry has been 
at pains to impress’ on the public. 
There remains a_ differential in 
favor of the industrial consumer 
and against the domestic consumer, 
which, while plausible enough his- 
torically, might well be reduced as 
improved processes and the econ- 
omies of consolidation afford the 
means. This would be in line 
with the policy which enlightened 
leaders like Mr. SLOAN of the New 
York Edison Company have lately 
advocated, 

Governor ROOSEVELT was particu- 
larly anxious to know whether in 
the opinion of the Attorney General 
the merger was legal or not. On 
this point Mr. WaRD appears to be 
a trifle reluctant to commit himself 
just yet. The Governor is said to 
be disappointed with his report, too, 
because it does not state in so many 
words whether the pending con- 
solidation would adversely affect 
charges for electric current made to 
consumers. But, as Mr. WARD says, 
“it is the operating company that 
“gets the public franchise and has 
“the public contact.” Such com- 
panies “ must be treated as separate 
“entities for rate-making purposes, 
“no matter who owns the stock.” 
Although a sharp critic of some of 
their practices, Professor RIPLEY 
admitted that the holding companies 
have “nothing whatsoever to do 
with the determination of rates.” 
They simply live off the earnings 
of subsidiary companies, each of 
which is under the regulation of the 
Public Service Commission. Under 
the circumstances there is no possi- 
bility of a connection between -over- 
capitalization of the holding com- 
pany and the rate level for the sub- 
sidiary. That does not mean, how- 
ever, that the recent proliferation 
of holding companies in the public 
utility field may not in some in- 
stances carry, a hint of those “ un- 
“reasonable and unwarranted prof- 
“its” of which the Governor speaks. 
If so, that is a matter for the a‘ten- 
tion of the rate-making bodies and 
the courts. © 

The Attorney General thinks that 
changes in the law would be desir- 
able. To inquire into the merit of 
just such suggestions as he’ miay 
have in’ mind.is the purpose of the 
special legislative commission which 
has now completed its organization 
and announced its agenda. It is to 
make a survey of the law in order to 
recommend -any revision that may 
be necessary “to. guarantee to the 
“ public safe and adequate service at 
" just and reasonable rates,” and to 
the stockholders of public. service 
corporations a fair return upon their 
investment. Holding companies like 
those now under scrutiny at Albany 





are at present outside the pale of 
regulation, Mr, PRENDERGAST, chair-

man of the. Public Service Commis- 
sion, hes long advocated that they be 
placed under its jurisdiction. ‘“ The 
“ activity of the holding company in 
“its unrestrained and unrestricted 
“exercise of ‘security-issuing power 
“has been the occasion of much in- 
* quiry and criticism,” he recently 
remarked. The problem of inter- 
state transmission of power is be- 


coming increasingly acute, with Fed-|. 


eral regulation threatened if ‘the 
States do not somehow manage to 
bring it under more effective control 
by joint action. The appointment 
of Colonel DONOVAN as counsel to 
the legislative commission is an 
inlication that its inquiry: will ‘be 
fearless and far-reaching. It has 
an exceptional opportunity to cor- 
rect defects that it may discover in 
a system of regulation bound to 
become increasingly important to 
the well-being of the State. 


A CONFERENCE OF GOVERNORS. 


Twenty years ago innocent souls 
dreamed of a House of Governors. 
It was to be a sort of supplementary 
or third chamber of Congress. Now 
the annual Conference of Governors, 
or some Governors, is a harmless 
and doubtless useful survival. The 
conference on conservation, called by 
President ROOSEVELT in 1908, was 
attended by most of the Governors. 
The gravity of the subject and the 
communicative energy of the host 
gave that meeting a distinction, 
now pretty well forgotten, that none 
of its successors has attained. Held 
in various parts. of the country. 
these gatherings, though they have 
not contributed greatly to State 
rights, if there are any left, 
have at least tested the constitution 
of our Governors. The amount of 
sport, exercise, entertainment and 
miscellaneous hospitality thrust 
upon them is prodigious. 

At the conference which began in 
New London yesterday twenty-six 
Governors were present and a few 
ex-Governors. All sections of the 
country were represented. Crime and 
prisons were the topics yesterday. 
Taxation and aviation are to follow. 
Governor ROOSEVELT’S. address yes- 
terday, “ Cooperation of Governors 
on Crime Problems,” may serve to 
direct public attention, if there is 
any public attention, to the not in- 
frequent shelter of criminals afford- 
ed by the lack of uniformity in State 
extradition laws. It is for the ex- 
perts to ponder the changes sug- 
gested and the propriety of the adop- 
tion by other States of the so-called 
uniform extradition act now in force 
in Idaho, New Mexico, Pennsylva- 
nia and Utah. 

Legislators are notoriously slow 
movers and there are wide fields in 
which standardized legislation is un- 
desirable. In matters of commerce, 
however, and matters of crime the 
differences of local customs should 
not prevail, beyond reason, over 
what would be a general benefit to 
the people of each State. The pro- 
tective privileges of American crimi- 
nals are so multitudinous that fugi- 
tives from justice, without any im- 
pairment of their constitutional 
rights, can afford to lose such bene- 
fits as they reap from the uncer- 
tainties or defects of the law of 
interstate extradition. Irrespective 
of statute, the Governors might do 
something to agree upon a uniform 
rule; but will they? If memory holds 
her seat, requests and refusals of 
extradition ruffle every year the 
tempers of Governors otherwise the 
most amiable and blandest. of men.

ENGLAND AND RUSSIA. 


Events on the Chinese frontier are 
not making it any easier for the 
Labor Government in England to re- 
sume diplomatic relations with Soviet 
Russia. To convinced pacifists like 
Prime Minister MACDONALD the issue 
of an “ultimatum” to the Chinese 
Nationalists cannot seem highly in- 
gratiating. Yet steps have been 
taken to sound out the Russian Gov- 
ernment in the matter of recogni- 
tion. While still waiting for the 
opinion of the British. Dominions, 
which he has sought, Mr. MACDON- 
ALD has invited the Russians to send 
a special representative to London 
to discuss terms. But even that ini- 
tiative has given offense in Moscow. 
There they expected immediate and 
unqualified recognition. They also 
resent the idea of being asked. to 
make “stipulations” about good 
conduct after they are recognized. 
If it comes to stipulations, the So- 
viets declare that they would like 
some from the English Government, 
undertaking not to repeat the raids 
on Russian headquarters in London. 

One of the difficulties in the way 
of recognizing Russia has been the 
existence of the Third Communist. 
International alongside the Soviet 
Government, and the inability of 
most people to distinguish between 
the two.

day, and the Foreign Secretary, Mr,

attracted much notice, because it is 
not “ grim-visaged.” But, while the 
number of soldiers engaged is lim- 
ited,. the manoeuvres are capital 
practice for staff and line officers. 
Six hundred officers of the regular 
army, the National Guard and the 
organized reserve are occupied night 
and day in a campaign to repel the 
invader and save New York and 
Philadelphia. Three thousand pri- 
vates and non-coms are supposed to 
be representing several divisions in 
the field. The Signal Corps has been 
busy laying actual wires in road and 
field. There are also “embattled 
farmers” in this war. Reports come 
from back townships that they are 
using the axe to cut wires that in- 
terfere with their hay and crop 
work. Diplomacy has to be used by 
harassed staff officers to get them 
to desist. 

It has been necessary to imagine 
the invaders occupying strategic 
points and moving their line stead- 
ily forward. On Monday the enemy 
was in possession of Toms River 
and marching on Hammonton, 
Hainesport, New Egypt and Pros- 
pertown. Army cars and motorcycles 
are darting about the roads, and 
overhead airplanes scout for the 
Blue or defending army. Skeleton 
units come into contact with the 
mythical enemy at selected cross- 
roads and along stone walls. Flank 
attacks of infantry, cavalry and ar- 
tillery are resisted. There may be 
400,000 troops of both armies en- 
gaged—on paper. Three infantry 
divisions and a cavalry regiment are 
being handled by Major Gen. WIL- 
IIAM HASKELL of the New York Na- 
tional Guard on the Cookstown- 
Mount Holly line. From Cookstown 
to Prospertown the Twelfth Corps 
of Major Gen. QUINCY A. GILLMORE 
of the New Jersey Guard was hold- 
ing his front, or retiring slowly, on 
Monday. If there are not many 
“ doughboys” to be seen in the war 
area, trucks or “lorries” are rais- 
ing a great dust on the country 
roads. 

The Red Army which landed on 
the coast between Atlantic City and 
Barnegat Bay in April has not car- 
ried all before it, but is reckoned to 
be still a threat to both Philadelphia 
and New York. The disembarkation 
would not have been possible if the 
Red Fleet had not defeated the Blue 
Fleet in the Gulf of Mexico and 
driven its remaining. ships into 
Chesapeake Bay, Delaware Bay and 
New York Harbor. The Red Army 
on shore has not been so effective. 
Reinforcements of the Blue Army 
are coming in from States as far 
apart as Maine and Michigan. 

The result of the defensive cam- 
paign is anybody’s guess. But the 
War College knows its business. It 
has worked out plans for every con- 
ceivable emergency. While there are 
no Red Army strategists in the flesh 
to be humbled by decisions of. the 
umpires, it must not be supposed 
that the Blue Army strategists will 
get honorable mention unless they 
have'their wits about them. Attacks 
from the air in Trenton, Philadel- 
phia and New York are on the pro- 
gram.. The war game will end with 
a decisive battle.

ciates. Obviously, if the Philippines 
were to be given their independence 
in the interest of American beet- 
sugar growers, their imports into the 
United States would no longer be 
entitled to preference. They would 
jthus have to compete not with 
American products which can only 
survive with a heavy tariff, but in 
the open markets of the world. 
Philippine sugar, for example, would 
have to undersell sugar grown more 
cheaply in Java and in the Japa- 
nese mandated islands—a death 
blow to the sugar industry in the 
Philippines. 

Not only would free trade with 
the Philippines be unwarranted if 
those islands were given their inde- 
pendence, but the United States 
would not be justified in underwrit- 
ing the bonds of the Philippine Gov- 
ernment, as it does at.present. This 
would impose a further hardship on 
the Philippine Government. In fact, 
it is. difficult to see how it could, 
without the present free trade rela- 
tions with the United States, on 
which much of the islands’ prosper- 
ity is based, obtain further credits 
abroad without the guarantee of the 
American Government. 

These are details which do not 
interest the beet-sugar growers. 
Their zeal for Philippine indepen- 
dence is in direct proportion to the 
cost of producing Philippine cane 
sugar. But to the Filipinos them- 
Selves such questions of economics 
are fundamental. To restrict Philip- 
pine imports would be to be false to 
our obligations. But to grant imme- 
diate independence would be a ca- 
lamity for the islands. The Filipino 
leaders should beware of beet-sugar- 
coated words. 


“SPEECH DAYS” IN ENGLAND. 

At what corresponds to our com- 
mencement, English schools have 
what are called “ speech days.” The 
themes on such occasions are rather 
more immediately and technically 


educational than are ours, Of those 
who were reported, none is more 
respectfully listened to on this side 
than: Sir MICHAEL SADLER, now Mas- 
ter of University College, Oxford, 
but for many years director of spe- 
cial inquiries and reports in the 
Education Department. He may 
have had America especially in mind 
when he.said that in many parts of 
the world belief in the virtues of 
universally diffused education, au- 
thorized. and aided by government, 
“has become almost a religion.” It 
has its economic aspect, but “the 
“ source of its greatest energy is spir- 
“itual.” It is thinking disinterestedly 
of greater equality of social oppor- 
tunity as a way to the betterment 
of all. And as for its significance, 
it is the “ most conspicuous sign of 
“a belief in the possibility of draw- 
“ing out and consolidating what is 
“good and, cooperative in human 
“ nature.” 

But—and there is a “ but ”—this 
venture of faith and of hope is, as 
he sees it, everywhere at its most 
critical stage. There is a growing 
movement toward standardization. 
In order to reach high normal re- 
sults, there is discouragement of 
whatever is “ defiantly exceptional.” 
By reason of the very hugeness of 
the enterprise and its need of con- 
sidering the average, the process is 
always in danger of becoming me- 
chanical. Moreover, in backward 
States or communities attempts are 
often made too expeditiously and 
cheaply to meet public expectation. 

Whether our present zeal in cre- 
ating this colossal machinery for 
State-aided education will be justi- 
fied will depend—and this is what 
needs to be borne in mind in all our 
budget-making and curriculum plan- 
ning—upon holding to the conviction 
“that the main business of educa- 
“tion is to foster truthfulness, kind- 
“ly consideration of others, clean- 
“ness of life and speech, the love of 
“ justice, fidelity to duty and to the 
“community.” This is in substance 
and almost in words what SENECA 
said, and it reminds us,.as JOUBERT 
reminds Sir MICHAEL, that educa- 
tion does riot consist ‘nierely “in 
“ adorning thé memory and enlight- 

“ening the mind.”

It 
has been learned that his new ca- 
thode ray tube may be used to dis- 
tinguish false gems from the true. 
Synthetic diamonds turn brown un- 
der the ray, while genuine stones 
show no change, and synthetic sap- 
phires exposed to it continue to glow 
after it has been turned off, while 
the natural stones, radiating colors 
like the false while it is on, cannot 
be seen afterward. How soon they 
regain visibility was not revealed in 
the report from the Lynn labora- 
tories, but that bit of missing infor- 
mation need not bother the mystery 
writers, 

We may confidently expect the 
early arrival of a detective story in 
which sapphires, felt but not seen, 
endanger the life of a bewildered 
heroine.

PLAIN MEN WANTED. 


One Is Suspicious of Patriots and 
Supermen on Farm Board. 
To the Editor of The New York Times: 

I have read with much interest 
your news from Washington about 
the Federal Farm Board, especially 
the parts about “‘supermen,”’ ‘‘out- 
standing men” and “‘patriots;’”’ and 
for the first time I am not feeling 
sorry that I left the farm. 

You must know that we of the 
farms are a stupid lot; that is what 
one means when he says he is a 
farmer. We have in our stupidity 
thought that there were no wider 
differences in men than there are in 
pigs. You know that some of each 
litter will show more enterprise. 
energy, selfishness, or what you will, 
and will get all four feet in the 
trough and, by keeping others from 
getting their share, wax fat. 

We have never been socialistic, and 
in our simple manner have thought 
that it was simply the nature of men 
and pigs, which could not be changed, 
and that the only alleviation was in 
the joy of doing the usual amount 
of squealing. 

When the harvester trust raised 
the price of farm machinery to 300 
per cent of the pre-war price we did 
do some squealing, but the most of 
us thought that it was simply the 
natural functioning of human nature 
and the tariff, and that if we paid 
more than a legitimate profit (and 
who will define a legitimate profit 
of a harvester trust managed by 
‘‘patriots’’?) it was to one of our- 
selves who had beaten us to the 
trough in the usual way. 

If we had been allowed to retain 
this dumb notion, the appointment 
of Mr. Legge would have suited us to 
the ground, as we certainly needed 
some one to show us how to get all 
four feet in the trough. 

But since President Hoover says 
Mr. Legge is a ‘‘superman” we are 
not so certain. We have looked at 
his picture and decided that he must 
be ‘“‘outstanding’’ on account of 
what he has done, and now the ap- 
pointment does not look so good. 

We do not think he can make 
“‘supermen”’ or ‘‘outstanding men”’ of 
us. Who would allow us to be 
‘super’. or to stand out? It simply 
will not do. Senators Borah and 
Capper and Brookhart and Watson 
have developed our collective sense 
of humor to the point that we would 
feel positively ridiculous if ad- 
dressed as ‘‘supermen,”’ and, besides. 
the country could not afford to al- 
low us the necessary perquisites to 
support the title in the manner to 
which it has been accustomed. 

As to making “patriots” of us, we 
have no doubt on the subject at all. 
We have memories of the Food Ad- 
ministration and dollar-a-year men 
and the propaganda to raise large 
crops on an inflated currency basis 
with prices limited to a figure which 
left us helpless when the ‘“‘super- 
men” put over the ‘‘patriotic’’ and 
sudden policy of deflation. 

The new Federal Farm Board can 
do a great work and every one of us 
is hoping for its success, but we cer- 
tainly get a sinking feeling when we 
see the same old propaganda dressed 
up in the same old clothes offered to 
us while we are still rubbing the 
sore spots resulting from our last 
contact with it. 

What we need on that board are a 
few common, ordinary men with 
honesty and horse sense who can 
represent us without paying any at- 
tention to the wild-eyed politicians 
or the ultra-radical farmers, of which 
we have our full share. We do not 
want any dressed-up myths or cap- 
tains of industry or any of that ilk. 

We know how these titles are ac- 
quired and we know that there are 
able and honorable men who would 
come under that category, but the 


routine of affairs that brought them 
their titles is not what is required 
in this crisis, and, frankly, we do not 
trust this class when it comes to us 
bearing gifts. 

We do not need men who have 
earned $100,000 yearly, their desires 
satisfied, who want to retire into a 

litical job where they can rest 
heir brains, but we do want men 
who can go to Washington and judge 
the conditions without prejudice, and 
it makes no difference what their 
previous salaries were, 

We learned a few years that 
the most useful rule of life is ‘‘vro- 
tect yourself in the clinches,”’ and we 
are a little shy ef the loving embrace 
of Mr. Legge.

Previously charges against John! 
G. Meilink, business manager, and | 
Joseph Finster, circulation manager, | 
were dismissed on Mr. Baker’s con- 
tention that they had nothing to do 
with the editorial, published a week | 
ago, which severely criticized Judge | 
Walther for granting a temporary | 
injunction to operators of Thistle- 
down race track. 

Judge Walther said he would rule | { 
on Mr. Baker’s motion tomorrow. 


Says Jurist Was a Tool. 


The injunction restrained Sheriff 
E. J. Hanratty from interfering | 
with use of the ‘‘contribution”’ sys- 
tem ef betting at the race track, pro- | 
viding it was not illegal. The Sheriff 
ignored the order, arrested three 
men and closed the track after only | 
one day of the scheduled twenty- | 
two-day meet had been held.

SANTIAGO, Chile, July 16.—The 
Chilean transport Abtao sank today 
off the coast near Topocalma after 
a desperate fight with: a violent 
storm which suddenly swept the 
coastline for 100 miles. 

The Abtao carried a crew of fifty, 
«4 which only two were found alive, 
floating near the scene of the dis- 
aster. 

Destroyers have been sent out to 
find other survivors but there is lit- 
tle hope because the storm had not 
abated when darkness set in. 


VALPARAISO, Chile, July 16 (7). 
—The nearest ships when the trans- 
port sent its SO S were the Florida, 
the Antarctico and the Imperial. The 
Imperial reached the scene in time 
to pick up a survivor. Boatswain’s 


Mate Enrique Aranda was taken 
from the water. 

The transport was enroute from 
Lota to Iquique at the time of the 
eatastrophe. Despite the severity of 
the ‘storm no other vessels have 
been reported in distress.

HOOVER PAYS TRIBUTE 
TO WILLIAM T. FRANCIS 


Thanks Liberia’s President for 
Condolence—Steamer Otho 
to Bring Body.

WASHINGTON, July 16.—The body 
of William T. Francis of St. Paul, 
Minn., American Minister and Con- 
sul General to Liberia, who died yes- 
terday of yellow fever, will be brought 
home on the steamship Otho, leaving 
Monrovia on Thursday. 


The State Department was advised 
today that a Liberian guard of honor 
has been established at the legation. 
The body will lie in state there to- 
morrow afternoon. Public funeral 
services will be held at the legation 
on Thursday and a military -escort 
will accompany the body to the 
steamship. 

President Charles King of Liberia 
has extended his condolences in the 
following message to President Hoo- 


er: 

‘Permit me to share with you in 
the grief occasioned by the death of 
your Excellency’s Minister to this 
government, the Honorable William 
T. Francis, which occurred this 
morning. In this poignant grief con- 
solation may be had in the high sense 
of loyalty and devotion to duty as 
exemplified in his whole life.’’ 

President Hoover replied as fol- 
lows: 

“I wish to thank your Excellency 
for your kind telegram of condolence 
upon the death of Mr. Francis, whose 
loss deprives the United States of one 
of its most ‘devoted public servants 
and Liberia of a sincere and loyal 
friend.’’ 

The American Legation at Monrovia 
was instructed to: send two wreaths 
to the funeral .services, one in the 
name of President Hoover, the other 
in the name of Secretary Stimson.

Assistant Labor Secretary Says 
New Alien-Laws Impel Close 
_ Watch at Canadian Line. 








NO WRITTEN REGULATIONS 





He. Explains Occasional .Demands 
for Birth Certificates as Tests 
on Suspected Aliens.

WASHINGTON, July 16.—Explain- 
ing that American tourists returning 
from Canada by motor are some- 
times asked to produce birth certifi- 
cates as proof of citizenship, while 
on other occasions United States im- 
migration tspectors accept mere 
statements or evidence in form of 
cards of membership in clubs or fra- 
ternal organizations, W. W. Husband, 
Assistant Secretary of Labor, said 
today that an inspector sometimes 
demands a birth certificate when he 
suspects the applicant is not a bona 
fide citizen, this being an. effective 
method of halting aliens masquerad- 
ing as subjects. 

“There are no written regulations 
governing the admission of returning 
citizens,’”’ said Mr. Husband. ‘‘Our 
inspectors are merely instructed to 
demand reasonable ‘proof, of citizen- 
ship, and in this:respect they exercise 
wide discretion: -Judginy srem. our 
records, they make very few mistakes 
in proportion to the tremendous trat- 
fic across the border.’’. 

A total of 23,000,000° persons, most- 
ly Americans, annualiv cross the bor- 
der between the Great Lakes region 
and Eastport, Me:, and*'réturn, Mr. 
Husband added.

“Sometimes the traveler will carry a 
certificate from a State or municipal 
official ‘testifying as to ‘his citizen- 
ship, and oe a tourist will 
show a paper from a poll officer set- 
ting forth that he is a voter in a 
given locality. 

“The idapectori, well trained in 
their work, have ways of sizing up 
an applicant for admission even when 
the applicant does not possess whai 
would .be regarded as evidence in 
court.”’

legal methods. Under the stimulus| | 


of these enactments, Mr. Husband 
said, inspectors are more alert in ex- 
amining citizens, and this has been 
the cause, he said, of recent criti- 
cisms against the regulations voiced 
by Americans retutning from Can- 
ada by automobile. 

Mr. Husband asserted that a large 
volume of border crossing was repre- 
sented by persons who frequently 
pass to and fro, and many of them 
get cards which protect them from 
being held up,'as often happens to 
the occasional tourists. 

Department records show that in 
the East 7,000,000 Canadians annual- 
ly visit this side of the border, as 
compared with 23,000,000 that move 
northward.

New Liner Leaves Bremerhaven 
for New York as Thousands 
Line Shore to Cheer. 





ALL REICH IS ENTHUSIASTIC 





Special Trains Bring Germans to 
See Ship Hailed as Symbol of 
Nation’s Economic Recovery. 





STEAMER A MARVELOUS ONE 





Called Model in Every Way, With 
New Bulb Bows Letting Her Add 
Comfort to Great Speed.

ABOARD STEAMSHIP BREMEN, 
via Radio to Bremerhaven, July 16. 
—This date may be marked in red in 
future German calendars, judging 
from the national interest expressed 
in today’s departure of this giant 
ship on her maiden trip to New 
York. 

The twenty-four hours prior to the 
departure were marked. by the -ar- 
rival of special trains from every 


part of the Reich loaded with patri- 
otic well-wishers until every hostelry 
in Bremerhaven and the neighboring 
city of Bremen was full. 

The spirit of the occasion was 
tersely expressed by General-Direc- 
tor Stimming of the North German 
Lloyd in a final toast bidding the 
vessel godspeed just at the moment 
of departure this afternoon, in 
which he declared the new ship was 
“the pulsating symbol of Germany’s 
comeback as a world economic fac- 
tor.”’ 


Recovery in Eight Years. 


A few minutes previous Herr Stim- 
ming said to the correspondent: 

“Every one likes to talk in periods 
of decades—of ten years. It is al- 
ways a case of how things were ten 
years ago. But I should like to re- 


mind you that only eight years ago, 
thanks to the terms imposed upon 
Germany at Versailles, the total 
shipping carrying the flag of the 
North German Lloyd was exactly 
one tender, a tender scarcely biz 
enough. to convey the baggage aboard 
the S. S. Bremen.’’ 

As to the ship herself, now that 
we are just receiving farewell salutes 
from the craft that have accom- 
panied us as far as the open sea 
and just as we are getting ready to 
catapult our airplane from the deck 
so that Londoners will have mail 
with their breakfast—the airplane 
will again be hoisted aboard tomor- 
row morning at Southampton-—it al- 
ready seems clear that the Bremen 
is in a class by herself as the fast- 
est, most comfortable and most lux- 
urious liner plying the North Atlan- 
tic, which is exactly the same as 
saying that she is the finest ship 
that sails the seas. 

In fact, it might be said that the 
Bremen seems to be a full class 
ahead of anything else in about that 
same degree as Helen Wills now 
outshines any other woman on the 
tennis courts. For not since such 
radical departures in shipbuilding as 
when the Mauretania and the Olym- 
pic started on their maiden voyages 
has any ship been seen that is so 
distinctly different. 

As for sveed, Director Stimming 
told me that the ship would not be 
driven until the engines were well 
broken-in, but that, nevertheless, on 
the trial trip on the North Sea over 
a distance of several hundred miles 
such a speed was maintained without 
undue urging, 28.6 knots, that it 
seems entirely probable that the 
present transatlantic record will go 
glimmering whenever Captain Zie- 
genbein of the Bremen so decides. 

As for comfort. At the present mo- 
ment we are entering the choppy 
waters of the North Sea, but riding 
with the smoothness of an express 
train. Officers aboard during the 
trials declared that the now famous 
bulb bows. which were decided upon 
from small models, have proved such 
a stabilizing influence that probably 
all future liners will adopt them. 

The new lines have the effect of 
spreading a forward wave _ instead 
of cutting it and thus also prevent- 
ing the spray from dashing over the 
forward decks in rough weather. 
Thus, according to all the present 
evidence, the new form of the ship 
has solved the problem which ship- 
builders have long sought, namely, of 


combining great speed with t 
comfort. . . — 


Old Seagoers Are Enthusiastic. 


As for the final category in which 
the Bremen claims supremacy—lux- 
ury—one has but to listen to the pas- 
sengers now aboard, most of them 
old seagoers. Such promenade decks 
certainly never have been before, 
with a straight stretch of public 
rooms nearly 600 feet in length. 

Quite as important as the plan of 
the ship is her decoration and com- 
fort. The Bremen frankly represents 
the new art, but at the same time she 
is an outstanding example of the new 
art that is fairly subdued in tone 
and easy to live with. Which is to 
Say, as opposed to other examples of 
the new art—some of them in the 
form of steamships—aboard the 
Bremen every chair is made to sit 
in comfortably, just as every public 
room has harmony instead of discord 
for its color scheme. 

Among those aboard are Philip 
Heineken, president of the North 
German Lloyd; Director Glassel and 
Passenger anager Stadlander of 
the company; Director Goldschmidt 
of the Darmstadter and National 
Bank, Professor Dr. Alexander Lam- 
bert, Robert Putnam and Dr. Kurt 
Magnus of the Uligtein publications.

such action. 

Governor Roosevelt announced last 
Sunday that he might have a state- 
ment to make next Friday or Satur- 
day regarding the offer. He is now 
in New London attending the con- 
ference of Governors. 

Lawyers May Aid. 

The New York County Lawyers’ 
Association may join the Bar Asso- 
ciation of the City of New York in 
its offer to aid Governor Roosevelt 
to determine what action should be 
taken regarding Judge Mancusco. 

Charles C. Burlingham, president 
of the bar association, said yesterday 
that if Governor Roosevelt accepts 
the offer made several days ago to 
help in the Mancuso matter; he 
would ask the New York County 
Lawyers’ Association to cooperate. 

Terrence J. McManus, secretary of 
the lawyers’ association, said in the 
absence of William Nelson Cromwell. 
president of the organization, that 
any request to take up the Mancuso 
case would have to be passed on by 
the officers of the association: Ii 
was said that this association would 
undoubtedly cooperate with the bar 
association if such a _ request is 
made. 

Charles Recht of 110 West Fortieth 
Street, attorney for the receiver and 
the creditors in the bankrupt estate 
of Michael Longo, the affairs of 
which are closely. linked with the 
City Trust case, sent letter to Mr. 
Burlingham asserting that it would 
be appropriate for the bar associa- 
tion to consider also Judge Man- 
cuso’s past conduct and the charges 
filed against him in 1918 when he 
was a magistrate. 


Tells of Filing Charges. 


In his letter Mr. Recht wrote, ‘‘On 
Nov. 15, 1918, I filed charges against 
Mr. Justice Francis X. Mancuso, who 
then sat as a City Magistrate in the 
City of New York. On Nov. 16, 1918, 
I received a letter signed by Mr. E. 
Chrystie, acknowledging receipts of 
my communication. 

“T sent to Mr. Chrystie a transcript 
of the stenographer’s minutes of the 
City Magistrate’s Court for the 
Tenth District, in a case entitled 
‘The People of the State of New 
York, on Complaint of Emil Peter- 
son, vs. Samuel Nikition’, the trial 
of which took place on Oct. 2, 1918. 

“The case was, what was then 
known as a ‘war case’. The defend- 
ant was not represented by an attor- 
ney at the trial, and I was asked by 
some people interested in civil liber- 
ties and proper conduct of judges on 
the bench, to appeal this case to the 
Court of General Sessions. ; 

“The official record which I have 
before me discloses that, after a 
farcical hearing, the then Magistrate 
sentenced the defendant in the fol- 
lowing. words: ‘I am surprised that

it to the captain of the Betsy Ann, 
in spite of the decision of the judges 
that the Tom Greene had won. This 
report later was found to have been 
only an unfounded rumor which cir- 
culated among spectators. 

The judges declared that the Tom 
Greene won the race by ten feet and 
stuck to their guns in spite of all the 
assertions made by the ctators.

With almost, but not quite, the 
same sumptuous ostentation with 
which gangsters of: Brooklyn bade 
farewell to Frankie: Yale, ‘‘king of 
Brooklyn racketeers,’”’ the west side 
yesterday buried William Cassidy, 
an obscure beer runner and speak- 
easy proprietor. Cassidy, with Simon 
Walker, an ex-convict, was shot and 
killed by gunmen at:the Hotsy Totsy 
night club, 1,721 Broadway, early 
last Saturday morning. 

A little before 10 A. M. Cassidy’s 
body, in a_ solid’ bronze, _ silver- 
trimmed coffin, costing $5,000, was 
carried from his mother’s home at 
458 West Twenty-fifth Street and 
placed in a white hearse to be taken 


to St. Columba’s Church in West 
Twenty-fifth Street, where the Rev. 
John J. Kiernan, chaplain of the Let- 
ter Carriers’ Holy Name _ Society, 
sang a solemn high requiem mass. 

The hearse was followed to the 
church and later-to Calvary Ceme- 
tery by eleven cars loaded with floral 
pieces— vacant chairs, standing 
crosses surmounted with white 
doves, pdieeding hearts—and more 
than fifty closed automobiles filled 
with mourners. At least three car- 
loads of flowers were left at the 
Cassidy home, according to the un- 
dertaker. Cards with the names of 
donors of the floral offerings in most 
cases had been removed, but there 
was one inscribed, ‘‘Sympathy, ;. 
from John Wagner,’’ and another 
from ‘‘The Boys at the Garage.”’ 

Twenty policemen under acting 
Captain Patrick F. Gunn were as- 
signed to keep the funeral crowd in 
order and prevent the procession 
from snarling traffic when it circled 
the block containing Cassidy’s 
mother’s home and the gamer cay on 
Tenth Avenue near enty-fifth 
Street of which Cassidy was the 
proprietor. . 

About a dozen detectives attended 
the services, with glances darting 
from face to face as they looked for 
gunmen and underworld characters. 
They admitted afterward that they 
had been almost entirely unsuccess- 
ful, although there were a few ‘‘bad 
eggs’’ at the funeral, they said, at 
the same time pointing to the limou- 
sines with drawn shades. Many in 
the crowd that filled the church were 
women who knew Bill Cassidy as 
a boy and who shook their heads 
sorrowfully over his coming to ‘‘a 
bad end.’’ 

Cassidy, ostensibly a longshoreman, 
was brought up in the shadow of the 
North River pier sheds and the 
Ninth Avenue elevated. He 
prospered recently and was living at 
the time of his death with his wife, 
Anna, and their two-year-old daugh- 
ter in the more elegant surroundings 
of Long Beach. 

At the funeral, Mrs. Bridget Cas- 
sidy, the slain man’s elderly mother, 
leaning heavily on the arm of one 
of her sons, was the object of most 
sympathy. Her other son, Peter, 
wounded in the affray in which Wil- 
liam lost his life, was absent. He 
is detained by the police as a mate- 
rial witness in the case, which Police 
Commissioner Whalen said yesterday 
was expected to result in ‘‘more t 
one indictment”? for murder today. 
Five witnesses were heard yester- 
day and more are to be called this 
morning.

ASK SECRET: INQUIRY 
ON BRONX ‘RACKETS 
Builders “Tell McGeehan They 


Are Afraid to Testify Unless 
‘Their Names Are Withheld. 








UNION BACKS INVESTIGATION 





Offers to Withdraw Men From All 
Electrical Association Members— 
23 Face Questioning Today. 





District Attorney McGeehan of the 
Bronx declared yesterday that sev- 
eral score witnesses who had prom- 
ised to divulge the operations of the 
Bronx Electrical Survey Bureau and 
many of the members of the Build- 
ing Industry League, Inc., of the 
Bronx, will be examined in the next 
month. Their testimony then will 
be placed before the grand jury for 
the indictment of ‘‘racketeers’’ al- 
leged to. be operating in the electrical 
and plastering industry, he asserted. 

Assistant District Attorney Barney 
Mogilewsky will begin today to ex- 
amine the twenty-three members of 
the Bronx Electrical Survey Bureau. 


Their examination will be continued 
on Friday. 


Tells of Being Beaten. 


Mr. Mogilewsky questioned yester- 
day an independent contractor who 
told him of trouble he had experi- 
enced with an organization under 
investigation. The man said he had 
been informed that he would have 
to ‘‘get out of the Bronx,’’ as he 
came originally from another bor- 
ough. He refused to be intimidated 
and went to Long Island where he 
obtained mechanics for his job. Later 
he was approached by a representa- 
tive of the association and informed 
that they were willing to see to it 


that he had'enough men to man his | 


job. He agreed to take on the men, 
but after several days the men were 
removed and he was waylaid and 
beaten so seriously that he was con- 
fined to his home for two weeks. 

Mr. Mogilewsky also said that he 
had received an anonymous tele- 
phone from a man who declared that 
several contractors were willing to 
testify in the investigation if they 
were assured that their names would 
not be disclosed, as they feared such 
publicity would expose them to re- 
taliatory measures. The Assistant 
District Attorney assured the men 
that the names of witnesses would 
be kept secret. 

District Attorney McGeehan’s an- 
nouncement was made after he had 
been assured by the Building Indus- 
try League that its resources wouid 
be placed at his disposal and that 
its members would no longer allow 
themselves to be coerced into using 
certain subcontractors on their jobs. 

“IT am elated over the announce- 
ment made by the Building Industry 
League of the Bronx to the effect 
that they will shortly furnish me 
with the names of individuals and 
oganizations who are dominating the 
building trades in the Bronx,’’ Mr. 
McGeehan said. ‘I have sought 
that information for many months.”’ 


. Describes Ring’s Methods. 


Revealing the alleged methods of 
certain of the racketeers, District 
Attorney McGeehan said: 

‘“‘Many complaints from builders 
that they have been forced by or- 
ganizations to hire certain con- 
tractors at dictated prices, irrespec- 
tive of their qualifications, have been 


received at my office during the past | bod 


three months. It is further alleged 
that these same methods were used 
in the furnishing of materials. 

“In some cases even before the 
builder had bought his material he 
would come to the site of his build- 
ing and find the materials on the 
ground. Inquiries would result in 
threats and, in fear of having their 
buildings burned down or workmen 
forced off the job, the builder would 
submit to these tactics to complete 
his building. 

‘‘At present I am dealing with the 
organizations affecting the electrical, 
lathing and plaster work in the 
Bronx. My investigation cannot be 
completed in a day or a week. It 
necessitates the examination of hun- 
dreds of witnesses, papers and books 
of these organizations. I don’t feel 
at this time that I can be ready to 
present the matter to the grand jury 
within a month. 

“It is my intention to examine 
every builder and contractor in the 
Bronx and with the help promised 
by the Building Industry League of 
the Bronx I feel certain we can run 
down and punish the racketeers and 
for all time rid the community of 
the practice of such methods.’”’ 

H. H. Broach, vice president of the 
International Brotherhood of Elec- 
trical Workers, in a letter to Mr. Mc- 
Geehan, offered the full. cooperation 
of: the union in the prosecutor’s plan 
to end ‘‘racketeering.”’ 

Mr. Broach said that if Mr. Mc- 
Geehan wished to put the Electrical 
Survey Bureau out of existence the 
union would cooperate and withdraw 
its men from every one of the 
members of the Bureau unless proof 
were offered of their resignation and 
of the disbanding of the Bureau. 
Last night Mr. McGeehan had not 
received the letter and could make 
no comment on it. '

FINANCIAL MARKETS 


Stocks Generally Irregular in 
Active Trading, With Particular 
Issues Maintaining Strength. 








The course of most markets was 
an irregular one yesterday with 
strong cross currents which served 
to interrupt the upward trend which 
had been established in many direc- 
tions. Thus the railroad shares as 
a group, which have enjoyed a three- 
day advance, were halted by sharp 
profit taking, as were many utility 
issues. Wheat, too, which was vio- 
lently higher on the previous day, 
fluctuated lower. To offset these de- 
clines, moderate in comparison with 
recent advances, quiet strength was 
indicated in other directions. Se- 
lected industrial stocks were moder- 
ately higher, and cotton, long neg- 
lected, commenced to show signs of 
life, in-response to meager boll weevil 
reports from the South. 

Generally, it was a day of con- 
fused price movements, but, never- 
theless, the volume, particularly in 
stocks, maintained an _  extraordi- 
narily good pace. Sales on the New 
York Stock Exchange, in fact, were 
above the 4,500,000 share mark, and 
there is very good evidence that the 
general public is much more inter- 
ested in the stock market than it 
was say a month or so ago. Mean- 
while, there has been no relaxation 
of the money strain and yesterday’s 
rate of 12 per cent for call funds, 
which was maintained all day, gave 
indication of just the manner in 
which the market as a whole has 
chosen to disregard a rate which un- 
der normal and ordinary circum- 
stances would doubtless bring a con- 
siderable volume of liquidation. Two 
factors are mainly responsible for 
the continued high call money rate: 
one of them the demands for addi- 
tional currency, due to the new 
money, a condition expected to grad- 
ually right itself, the other the 
steady demand for funds by interior 
institutions that are engaged in ser- 
vicing agricultural needs, which for 
the next month or so doubtless will 
be insistent. However, it may be 
said that the spectacle of a boiling 
midsummer market, occurring at a 
time when speculative interest usu- 
ally is at low ebb and in the face of 
the obstacle of high money and also 
some measure of banking discour- 
agement, has in measure, at least, 
revived interest throughout’ the 
country in the stock markets and 
their daily fluctuations. 

There is a disposition in the finan- 
cial district to anticipate a sharp in- 
crease in brokers’ loans, to be an- 
nounced Thursday, because of the 
large and buoyant markets of the 
last few days and the evident expan- 
sion of public participation. Never- 
theless, the report yesterday of the 
condition of reporting member banks 
of the Federal Reserve System from 
101 leading cities showed a decline of 
$49,000,000. It is of interest, too, to 
note that the ‘‘other loans account”’ 
expanded by $11,000,000. Bankers 
generally are not disposed to fore- 
cast any very radical changes in the 
money situation until after the crop 
movement is out of the way. Any 
very sharp advance in the brokers’ 
loan account at this time would. of 
course, tend to further complicate 
an already complex situation. 

The sharp upturn in wheat prices, 
which has added some $400,000,000 
to the agricultural wealth of. the 
country since the .turnabout of the 
market, was interrupted yesterday by 
large scale profit taking and at one 
time during the day wheat was off 
5 cents a bushel, only to recover most 
of this decline near the market’s 
close. Crop reports from the Ameri- 
can belt and from Canada, too, con- 
tinue pessimistic in tone and this was 
extended yesterday to the cotton 
growing districts:'where unfavorable 
weather and the appearance of insect 
damage are having the effect of scal- 
ing down preliminary estimates of a 
15,500,000 to 16,000,000 bale crop. 
Nevertheless, the cotton market was 
only mildly responsive to the. weath- 
er news. It is fully realized that the 
cotton crop is still in the making 
and that present-day forecasts are 
likely to be far wide of the mark. . 


LONG ISLAND RAILROAD 
TO INCREASE CAPITAL 


Pennsylvania Will Get Nearly All 
of $15,000,000 New Stock 


in Payment for Advances. 





The first increase in the capitali- 
zation of the Long Island Railroad 
since 1917 is provided for in a notice 
filed -with the Secretary of State at 
Albany yesterday.- The railroad gave 
notice that it would increase its capi- 
tal from $40,000,000 to $55,000,000. In 
1917 it increased its capital from $12,- 
000,000 to $40,000,000. 

The Pennsylvania Railroad owns 
more than 998 per cent of the stock 
of the Long Island. Part or all of the 
additional stock will be issued to the 
Pennsylvania and to the less than 1 
per cent minority. The controlling 
compay will use its share to reim- 
burse itself for advances made. The 
Long Island declared a dividend of 
4 per,cent.on:its.stock last .year, 
which gave $1,363,000 to the Pennsyl- 
vania. 

The debt of the Long Island Rail- 
road to. affiliated companies in- 
creased from $11,266,000 on Dec. 31, 
1927, to $13,465,000 on Dec. 31, 1928. 
The latter figure, representing the 
Long Island .debt. to the Pennsyl- 
vania, almost equals the par value 
of the new stock to be authorized. 
Most of the $15,000,000 new stock 
will, therefore, sdon find its way.into 
the treasury. of .the Pennsylvania 
Railroad.

Neyp Comment and. Incident, On the, Stock .Exchange and In 


the- Financial’ Markets. 


’ With the call money rate holding 
at 12 per cent all day, the stock mar- 
ket continued yesterday to move into 
higher’ ground under the “leadership 
of specialty issues. The advance on 
the Stock Exchange was irregular, 
featured by an upswing in a dozen or 
so stocks, some of which were bid 
up quite violently.

$4,421,000 to Be Paid to the 
New Jersey Company for Prop- 
erty Seized in Nationalization. 








ENDS 2 YEARS’ NEGOTIATION 





Victory for Corporation and State 
Department Seen, With Nearly 100 
Per Cent of Valuation Allowed. 





After two years of negotiations the 
claim of the Standard Oil Company 
of New Jersey against the Spanish 
Government for seizure of its prop- 
erties in that country at the time of 
the nationalization of the petroleum 
industry was settled yesterday. The 
basis of agreement includes nearly 
100 per cent reimbursement for the 
American valuation of the property, 
an allowance for good-will, and in- 
terest upon the agreed amount. The 
payments to be made by the Spanish 
Government amount in all to $4,421,- 
000, to be paid in pesetas, the gold 
value of which is guaranteed on the 
date of settlement at 14.50 cents. 


The settlement, the fact of which 
was confirmed yesterday at the New 
York offices of the company, is re- 
garded as a substantial victory for 
both the company and the State De- 
partment, to which the oil company 
appealed over a year ago. The prop- 
erties which were the subject of the 
settlement included those of the In- 
dustrias Babel Nervion, which were 
taken over by the Spanish petroleum 
monopoly, of which the Spanish 
Government owns 30 per cent. On 
March 28, 1928, the Spanish Cabinet 
refused any allowance for the good- 
will of the company and accepted the 
report of a commission appointed for 
the purpose of valuation of the prop- 
erty recommending that 20,000,000 
pesetas be d for reimbursement. 
The American company refused to 
accept this award and appealed to 
the State Department to intervene. 
The government made a direct ap- 
peal to Premier Primo de Rivera, 
with the result that negotiations 
were reopened. Representatives of 
the Standard Oil Company, the State 
Department and the Spanish Gov- 
ernment passed upon points in the 
claims, with the result that all par- 
ties agreed upon the settlement 
which was signed yesterday in 
Madrid. 

This is the second successful settle- 
ment with the Spanish Government 
in which the Standard Oil Company 
of New Jersey has been a party to 
the negotiations. The claims in re- 
gard to the seizure of the properties 
of the Société Espagnola d’Achats 
ad’ Affrétements, a company in which 
the New Jersey Standard Oil was 
joined with French interests, were 
settled last March on terms close to 
these asked by the company. 


ACQUIRES MIDTOWN BANK. 


Bankshares Corporation Expected 
to Sell for Profit. 


Control of the Midtown Bank, at 
Twenty-seventh Street and Seventh 
Avenue, has been acquired by the 
Bankshares Corporation of the 
United States, it was learned yes- 
terday.

tion is a trading company, specializ- 
ing in the shares of banks and trust 
companies. It is headed by Aaron

comment upon the acquisition of 
control of the Midtown Bank and 
upon a rumor that Mr. Sapiro is to 
become its president. In reliable 
quarters it was learned, however, 
that the corporation is not likely to 
retain control for any great length 
of time. It was thought probable 
a resale would be made should op- 
portunity for a profit present itself, 
but that if this could not be done 
the corporation would take steps to 
obtain representation on the bank’s 
board and that Mr. Sapiro would 
then become head of the institution.

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PRICE CUTS ANNOUNCED 
FOR PENNSYLVANIA OIL 


Reductions of 25c to 35c on 
Crude Seen as First Step Toward 
Adjastment to Demand. 


Reductions of 25 cents to 35 cents 
a barrel in the price of Pennsylvania 
crude oil, made yesterday, are re 
garded as a first move to bring prices 
more nearly in line with the demand 
price for lubricating oils with a 
Pennsylvania base. Refiners have 
been complaining for some time that 
the prevailing prices for the Penn- 
sylvania oil left little or no profit at 
the prevailing rate for gasoline, and 
that the demand for the lubricating 
oils had been lessened to a point 
where refineries could not concen- 
trate on this class and find a profit- 
able market. 

The new prices are $3.75 a barrel 
for oil run prior to July 1, in New 
York Tr t and National Transit 
lines, and $3.80 for oil run after wien i 
1, a reduction of 25 cents. Pennsy’ 
vania grade oil in Buckeye Pipe Line 
Company lines was reduced to $3.50 
a barrel, a reduction of 35 cents; in 
the South West Pennsylvania Pipe 
Lines Company lines to $3.75, a re- 
duction of 25 cénts, and in the Eu- 
reka Pipe Line Company lines to 
$3.65, a reduction of 25 cents. 

In New York the reductions were 

regarded as a reflection of a situa- 
tion that is local to the Pennsylvania 
field and are not taken as indicative 
of the trend of oil prices in other 
territories. It was pointed out that 
the reductions bring the price back 
to about the positions of Jan. 4, when 
the seventh risé in the Pennsylvania 
crude field was announced in a 
period of as many months. 
Refinery .representatives, who ex- 
pect that this is only a first reduc- 
tion in a series which will bring down 
the Pennsylvania grade prices to a 
point closer to those which prevailed 
a year ago, point out that even at 
the new price the average cost per 
gallon is about 9 cents, without tak- 
ing into consideration the cost of re- 
fining. They say the current prices 
of gasoline at the refineries, 1044 to 
11 cents a gallon, afford little or no 
profit from operations. 


DEFENDS BROKERS’ LOANS. 


Security Analysis Says Total Might 
Be $5,800,000,000. 


Earning power alone justifies 
brokers’ loans 34 per cent greater 
than in 1928, to say nothing of newly

Wiping Out $140,000,000 Obliga- 
tions of Subsidiaries. 





Carrying out plans already an- 
nounced, the directors of the United 
States Steel Corporation went through 
the formality necessary to complete 
the cancellation of the company’s 
entire funded debt at a special meet- 
ing yesterday. A resolution was 
adopted calling for redemption on 
Nov. 1 of the outstanding issue of 
ten-sixty-year 5 per cent bonds, due 
in 1963. They are being called at 110 
and accrued interest. At present 
they amount to $133,372,000. 

With the retirement of the ten-sixty- 
year bonds and the fifty-year bons, 
which. have already been. called for 
redemption,» the Steel Corporation 
completes the cancellation of a 
funded debt of about $271,000,000. 
This will leave outstanding only the 
bonds .of subsidiary companies, 
amounting to about $140,000,000. It 
is reported that the finance commit- 
tee of the Steel Corporation will an- 
nounce soon a plan for the retire- 
ment of the bonds of these sub- 
sidiaries. 

Plans for the retirement of the 
fifty-year issue of bonds of the com- 
pany were announced in a letter to 
stockholders on March 6. All but 
$15,880,000 of this issue have already 
been redeemed. Of those outstand- 
ing, $7,933,000 are of the callable 
series, and they have been formally 
called for redemption on Sept. 1. 

On that date, also, a deposit of 
cash funds will be made with the 
trustee to provide for the retirement 
of such of the non-callable series of 
the fifty-year bonds as may not 
have been retired by that date. At 

resent the outstanding non-callable 

nds of this series amount to 
$7,947,000. 
and retired on presentation at 115 
and accrued interest. 

Following the meeting of the direc- 
tors it was announced that 1,009,485 
shares of common stock had been 
subscribed for under the recent offer 
to stockholders to subscribe for ad- 
ditional shares at $140. Of the 
number of shares subscribed for, 
about 91 per cent were paid for in 
full on June 21 and the remainder 
were payable in instalments on 
June 21 and Oct. 1, 

The company also announced that 
under the employes’ stock subscrip- 
tion plan for this year 48,956 em- 
ore had bought 83,079 shares. 

he. employes ..were permitted to 
subscribe at $165 a share. This offer 
was made on May. 20 and closed 
July 6. The employe subscriptions

EFFECT ON CREDIT LIKELY 





But Bankers Say it Will Be Tem- 
porary—No Immediate Rellef 
From Stringency Seen. 





Announcement yesterday of a 
Treasury call amounting, for the en- 
tire country, to $73,995,000 was taken 
as conclusive evidence that the gov- 
ernment has succeeded in its recent- 
ly announced intention of purchas- 
ing $75,000,000 of 314 per cent Treas- 
ury notes in the open market for 


sinking fund retirement. 

The repayment by depositary in- 
stitutions, which is called for tomor- 
row, amounts to $19,330,000 in the 
New York Federal Reserve district. 
This represents 35 per cent of the 
combined amounts _remaining on 
deposit on account of certificates of 
indebtedness dated March 15, 1929. 
After this withdrawal] there will re- 
main on deposit in this district $35,- 


500. 

The . withdrawal of this large 
amount of Treasury deposits from 
the member banks of the count 
is likely to have a temporary ef- 
fect upon the money. market, bank- 
ers say. Pulling so large a sum from 
the banks would normally create 
stringency, it is pointed out, but in 
the present instance the money will 
return at once to the market as it 
is paid out to those from whom the 
Treasu has purchased the notes. 
While the market actually loses no 
funds by the transaction, there is a 
shifting of deposits, and during the 
period of transfer from the account 
of the Treasury to the account of 
the former noteholders some tight- 
ening effect ig yr money market 
conditions may be felt, it is said. 

There was no relief from the 
strained credit situation yesterday. 
Call money remained all day at 12 
per cent, the level reached on Mon- 
day afternoon. At that rate demand 
was readily met, and it was reported 
at the close that some $5,000,000 of 
12 per cent money went unloaned. 
There was no shading of the rate 
as far as could be learned, however, 
and bankers were unwilling to pre- 
dict softer money in the immediate 
future. 

Banks have made little progress in 
paying off their indebtedness at the 
Reserve, it. is said. The present 
sensitive state of the money mar- 
ket has made banks reluctant to

WILL HAVE RECORD OUTPUT 





Old Stockholders to Get Shares of

The committee under the plan to 
organize the Niagara. Hudson Power 
Corporation yesterday declared the 
plan operative, as the result of the |‘ 
deposit of more than two-thirds of 


‘lthe outstanding common stocks of 


the Buffalo, Niagara and. Eastern 
Power Corporation, the, Northeastern 
Power Corporation and the Mohawk 
Hudson Power Corporation. The 
date for deposit was extended until 
the close of business on Aug. 14 in 
view of the large number of re- 
quests received, the announcement 
said. 

Yesterday's action . marked’ the 
completion of the formation of the 
largest producer of electric energy in 
the United States, with an annual 
electrical output of 6,300,000,000 kilo- 
watt hours. The next largest system 
in the country is the North Amer- 
ican Company and its subsidiaries, 
which in 1928 had an output of 
6,103,032,653 kilowatt hours. 

The Buffalo, Niagara and Hudson 
system, controlled by the Schoellkopf 
interests, is contributing the largest 
power capacity of the three com- 
panies composing the new organiza- 
tion and will receive the largest 
vn in the capital of the new com- 

ny. In 1928 the company sold 
2438. 403,784 kilowatt hours of elec- 
tricity. 


Mohawk Hudson’s Contribution. 


The Mohawk Hudson Power Cor- 
poration, in which United Corpora- 
United Gas’ Improvement, 
Northeastern Power and the Brady 
interests ‘were large stockholders, 
sold 1,103,323,562 kilowatt hours of 
current last year. 

Northeastern Power Corporation, 
controlled by the St. Regis Paper 
Company prior to the merger, re- 
ported an output of 636,746,039 kilo- 
watt hours for 1928. In the first half 
of this year all the companies have 
considerably increased their produc- 
tion over the same period last year 
and have a potential capacity of pro- 
duction far in excess of present de- 
mands for service.

DENIES INJUNCTION 
ON REDISCOUNT RISE 


Federal Circuit Court Affirms 
Dismissal of F. G. Raichle’s 
Suit Against Reserve Bank. 





JUDICIAL REVIEW BARRED 





Decision Holds Control of Rate 
Would Be “Unthinkable Burden” 


on System. 





The decision of the Federal District 
Court which dismissed the suit of 
Frank G. Raichle, who sought an in- 
junction to restrain the Federal Re- 
serve Bank from enforcing increased 
rediscount rates, was affirmed yes- 
terday by the Circuit Court of Ap- 
peals. This action disposes of the 
matter so far as litigation in this 
Federal jurisdiction is concerned. 

Mr. Raichle is a Buffalo lawyer. 
When the sult was filed he was a 
partner of Colonel William J, Dono- 
van, former First Assistant United 
States Attorney General. He ex- 
plained that he was acting on his 
owh account and that neither Colonel 
| Donovan nor the banking firm of 


Pistell, Deans & Co. of Buffalo, of 
| which he is treasurer, was concerned 
in it. 

| In his complaint, Mr. Raichle said 
|the bank was organized to furnisn 
an elastic currency to afford means 
of discounting commercial paper 
and to establish a more effective 
isupervision of banking. It was not 
| organized, the complaint declared, to 





l}icreate a money despotism which 


would control and manipulate pa- 


i ternalistically or otherwise the monet- 
itary resources of the country. 


The 
complaint asked the court to re- 


| | strain the bank, its officers, directors 


and others ‘‘from spreading propa- 
ganda concerning an alleged moncy 


|shortage and credit stricture’ and 
'‘‘from any act calculated to curtail 
| the credit resources of the country. 


The decision of the Circuit Court 
was unanimous. The opinion was 
written by Judge A. N. Hand ana 
was concurred in by Judges Learned 
Hand and Thomas 8S. Swan. It said: 

“Pjaintiff’s assertion that the bank 
has spread false propaganda regard- 
ing a money shorte~~ is inaccurate. 
But the plaintiff relies on his charge 
that the defendant has engaged in a 
course of conduct which had for its 
object and purpose an arbitrary re- 
duction in the volume of collateral 
or brokers’ loans. It is nowhere said 
that the bank has acted in bad faith 
or has aimed to injure the de- 
fendant.”’ . 

The decision says that the plaintiff 
had seized upon the opinion of Jus- 
tice Holmes in the American Bank 
and Trust Company against the Fed- 
er] Ban} to support his contention 
that a purpose to reduce the volume 
of brokers’ loans destroys his ordi- 
nary right to sell his own securities, 
fix the rates for extending credit and 
warn the public against inflation. It 
is explained that in this case a Fed- 
eral Reserve bank was charged with 
accumulating checks of country 
banks and presenting them in large 
quantities in order to compel those 
banks to become members of the Re- 
serve bank or, at least, to open a non- 
member clearing account with it. The 
decision continues: 

‘In such circumstances Justice 
Holmes said that the ‘United States 
did not intend by statute to sanction

Indeed, the cor- 
rection of discount rates by judicial 
decree seems almost grotesque when 
we remember that conditions in the 
money market often change from 
hour to hour, and the disease would 
ordinarily be over long before a ju- 
dicial diagnosis could be made.”

Of the amount, $3,750,000 is 
consigned to the International Ac- 
ceptance Bank and is due to arrive 
today on the steamship Western 
World, while $1,500,000, consigned to 
the Bank of America, N. A. from 
Brnesto Tornquist of Buenos Aires, 
leaves Argentina tomorrow on the 
steamship Eastern Prince. 

‘Argentina has been drawn on 
heavily for gold during recent 
months, not. merely by this country 
but by several European money cen- 
tres, notably London. The weekly 
reports of gold movements. at the 
pert of New York, given out by the 
Federal Reserve Bank of New York, 
show total imports from Argentina 
since June 1 ho. July 10 amount- 
ing to $20,028 

he movement causes no uneasi- 
ness in international banking circles 
as did the recently arrested gold flow 
from England. Argentina, bankers 
lain, has for some time enjoyed 
uch larger gold holdings than it 
need for and the transfer of the 
etal to other centres is believed to 
be a beneficial development from the 
point of view of international finan- 
cial welfare.

SUES ALIEN CUSTODIAN 
ON OLD GERMAN BONDS: 


Brooklyn Man’s Estate Charges 
Reichsbank Refuses to Honor 
Request for Settlement. 


Special to The New York Times. 
WASHINGTON, July 16.—A suit. to 
collect from the Alién “Property Cus- 
todian a debt alleged to have been 
contracted by the German Imperial 
Government and repudjated by the 
Republic of Germany was brought in 
the District Supreme Court today by 
a group of New Yorkers who are 
executors of the estate of Gustave 
J. L. Doerschuch, a Brooklyn resi- 
dent, who died Feb. 2, 1927. Howard 
Sutherland, as Alien Property Cus- 
todian; W. O. Woods, as Treasurer 
of the United States, and the Reichs- 
bank, the Treasury of the Republic 
of Germany, were named as de- 
fendants.’ The plaintiffs are George 
O. Doerschuch, Richard W. Doer- 

schuch and Walter J. Doerschuch. 
The petition declares that prior to 
America’s entrance into the World 
War, Mr. -Doerschuch purchased 
bonds of the Imperial German Gov- 
ernment for $100,000 and placed 
them on deposit at the Deutsche 
Bank of Berlin; that after the 
United States became one of the 
warring nations efforts to recover 
the bonds were unavailing, and that 
since peace was declared no fitting 
settlement has been proposed; and 
that the Republic. of Germany de- 
monetized its currency system in 

1924 in order to repudiate the debt. 
Explaining that the suit is brought 
under the trading with the enemy 
act and that the Alien Property Cus- 
todian still has several millions of 
funds of the German Imperial Gov- 
ernment in his Seagate the peti- 
tioners ask that be directed to pay 
the obligation and restrained from 
paying any of the funds to the 
Reichsbank until the debt is settled. 


No Word Here on Polish Contract. 

W. A. Harriman & Co., 39 Broad- 
way, said yesterday that they had 
not been advised that the Polish Gov- 


ernment had signed a contract, as 
reported in press dispatches, giving 
to Harriman interests a sixty-year 
electrification concession in Posna- 
nia and Pomerania.

LOCAL STOCKS DECREASED 





Ten Thousand Bales Shipped Out 
Recently—Government Reports 
2,600,000 in Country. 





Following Monday’s sharp break 
into new low ground for the year, 
the cotton market turned abruptly 
yesterday and not only recovered all 
of Monday’s quarter-of-a-cent loss on 
the Cotton Exchange here but ended 
the day with a gain of 35 to 47 
points. Closing quotations were the 
best of the day. The quantity of 
contracts taken by trade interests on 
the recent decline of nearly three- 
quarters of a cent had created an 
oversold technical position, and short 
covering caused an improvement 
which advanced October half a cent 
from low levels of the week. Heavier 
rains east of the Mississippi River 
increased the number of advices re- 
flecting weevil activity, which influ- 
enced sentiment, although little rain 
fell west of the river and tempera- 
tures in Oklahoma were the highest 
of the season. Trading disclosed di- 
minished- commission house liquida- 
tion, with aggressive covering in pro- 
fessional quarters in the last hour. 
The local stock has lost 10,000 bales 
in the last few days, cotton being 
shipped out of New York for the first 
time in several months. , Spot quota- 


tions in southern markets were ad- 
vanced 40 to 45 points. 

According to the Department of 
Agriculture, the amount of cotton in 
this country on July 1 was about 
2,600,000 bales, compared with 3,100,- 
000 a year ago, or a decrease of ’500, - 
000 bales. Stocks in store and afloat 
for Europe were placed at 1,200,000 
bales, or about 383,000 less than a 
year ago. The International Spinners 
Federation reported foreign mill 
stocks on Jan. 31 as 50,000 bales less 
than last year.

yesterday, according to a statement 
made by Hays, Podell & Shulman, 
counsel for the plaintiffs. Triple 
damages aggregating $21,000, 
were sought. The terms of the set- 
tlement were not revealed. 

Mortimer Hays of the plaintiff 
counsel said that a fair adjustment 
had been reached and that the par- 
ties had agreed not to discuss it ex- 
cept through a statement prepared 
by counsel for both sides. 

The complaint alleged that the 
Gerseta Corporation had built up an 
organization with various subsidiary 
mills of a a aproanes capacity of 
from $300,000 ,000 a month 
and with sractionliy unlimited cred- 
it. Difficulties arose between the 
corporation and the Silk Association 
because of the refusal of the plain- 
tiffs to arbitrate certain merchan- 
dise disputes before the arbitration 
board of the association, which final- 
ly, it was alleged, suspended the Ger- 
seta Corporation from membership, 
placed it on the blacklist and boy- 
cotted it. 

The complaint asserted that the as- 
sociation was of national scope, that 
it restrained and controlled competi- 
tion for the benefit of its Fairy ar 
members, and that it used its or- 
ganization to prevent the Gerseta 
Corporation from engaging in busi- 
ness, which resulted in its bankrupt- 
cy. This drastic action, it was al- 
leged, was taken ‘‘as an example to 
the trade that regardless of judicial 
decision its members had to obey the 
association’ s mandates and arbitrary 
rules.’

EXPORTS WOULD SET MARK 





Official of National Motor Commerce 
Chamber Explains 107 Countries 
Are Buying Vehicles.

DETROIT, July 16.—Production of 
5,200,000 cars and trucks this year 
‘was predicted here today by Alfred 
Reeves, general manager of the Na- 
tional Automobile Chamber of Com- 
merce. Eighteen per cent of the to- 
tal will be shipped abroad, he said. 
He pointed out this figure would set 
a new record for the country for 
manufactured exports. 

Mr. Reeves is compiling statistics 
preparatory to a meeting of the 
board of directors of the chamber 
in Cleveland Wednesday. 

“Appreciating the fact that. other 
people were just as anxious to use 
motor cars as those in the United 
States, officials of the chamber five 
years ago. undertook promotional 
work to educate and aid other na- 
tions in highway transportation,’’ ‘he 
explained. ‘‘As a result the year 
1929 will see a new record.of more 
than 1,000,000 motor vehicles shipped 
to more than 107 different. countries 
throughout the world, or at the rate 
of almost 20,000 a week, including 
assemblies. 

‘‘We have just received reports for 
the first five months of 1999 showinz 
a total of 530,064 units, of which 
373,957 were passenger cars and 156,- 
107 trucks. 

“This is a gain of 47 per cent in 
cars and 132. per cent in trucks.oyer 
the same period of 1928. 

“The industry is now shipping 18 
per cent of its products to other 
countries. Through the efforts of 
Roy D. Chapin we shall have in 1930 
in this country the representatives of 
sixty countries holding membership 
in the international road congress, 

“The domestic outlook is good, with 
3,422,000 units for the first six 
months, with the seasonal decline 
much less than expected, indicating 
a figure of probably 5,200,000 vehicles 
for the full year. . 

“Renewal demand from 24,000,000 
vehicles in use, continued good busi- 
ness with general employment and 
broad -purchasing. power, coupled 
with the increased number of fami- 
lies owning two cars, continue as im- 
portant factors.’’

COMBATS CHANGES 
IN EASTERN RATES 


Port Authority Counsel Says 
They Mean $60,000,000 Yearly 
Addition to Freight Charges. 








NAMES NEW YORK CENTRAL 





Declares $20,000,000 Would Accrue 
to This Railroad — State Also 
Intervenes Before I, C. C. 





Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, July 16.—A state- 
‘ment by Wilbur La Roe Jr., counsel 
for the Associated Industries of New 
York and the Port of New York 
Authority, that changes in rates in 
the Eastern territory proposed by 
Howard Hosmer, Attorney-Examiner, 


would add $60,000,000 a year to 
freight charges on traffic’ moving in 
that region, and that at least $20,- 
000,000 annually would accrue on 
New York Central traffic alone, was 
one of the outstanding features of 
today’s argument on the subject be- 
fore the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission, 

The argument, which will be con- 
cluded tomorrow, revolves around a 
report made to the commission by 
Mr. Hosmer, who undertook an in- 
‘quiry at the instance of the com- 
mission to work out a plan for the 
revision of rates in the Eastern ter- 
ritory in order to make them har- 
monious as a whole. 


$40,000,000 Added Revenue Sought. 


The investigation was not made 
with the idea of either increasing 
or reducing rates, but solely with 


the purpose of effecting a readjust- 
ment on all class rates. The effect 
of the Hosmer report, it is contended 
by shippers, would be to advance 
rates in many instances on various 
elasses of traffic moving in the North 
and East. 

Vincent G. Hart, Assistant Attor- 
mey General for the State of New 
York; Parker McCollester, repre- 
senting the New York State Cham- 
ber of Commerce, and Verne A. 
Perk, Commissioner of Farms and 
Markets in New York, appeared in 
opposition to changes in the rate 
structure recommended by _ the 
Hosmer report. 

The principal point at issue deals 
with the level of the proposed class 
rates for the Eastern territory, the 
railroads contending ‘that they are 
in need of the $40,000,000 added reve- 
nue which, according to them, would 
be the additional revenue resulting 
from the new schedule of class rates 
recommended by Mr. Hosmer. 

In pointing out that the New York 
Central would gain ppobably $20,- 
000,000 a year by the changes pro- 

ed, Mr. La Roe stressed a state- 
ment ‘that the stock of that railroad 
‘was now selling for abeut $232. 

Speaking for the Port of New York 
Authority, Mr. La Roe opposed a 
widening of the port differentials, 
which, he said, would inevitably re- 
sult from the approval of the Attor- 
ney Examiner’s tentative scale. He 
contended that a widening of the 
differentials would divert consider- 
able tonnage from New York to 
Philadelphia and Baltimore. 

r. La Roe also opposed on_be-

Increases in Japan, Holland and 
Russia, However, Keep Up World 


Volume, Lioyd’s Reports. 





The gross tonnage of merchant ves- 
sels under construction at the pres- 
ent time in the United States is 
greater than any period of the last 
two years, according to the report 
of Lloyd’s Register of Shipping, 


made public  pepipeprengh The report 
includes complete data from all mari- 
time countries for the quarter end- 
ed June 30. . 

While the United States and Great 
Britain reported increased shipbuild- 
ing, returns from Germany and other 
countries showed a sharp decline 
from the tonnage of the last quarter, 
which ended March ‘31. 

France, Italy, Sweden and Den- 
capa are among the nations report- 

declines in the volume of ship- 
be Iding. These are offset by in- 
creases in Japan, Holland and Russia. 
The declines and increases fairly bal- 
ance, so that the total volume of 
building throughout the world is only 
a few hundred tons more than at the 
end of the last quarter. 

At this time last year the total 
construction in all maritime nations 
was 2,660,000 gross tons, approxi- 
mately 180,000 tons less than the 
present volume of work. At the end 
of June, 1928, Great Britain and Ire- 
land were constructing 1,202,000 tons, 
the United States 55,000 tons and 
other maritime countries combined 
were producing 1,403,000 gross tons. 

The present total for the United 
States of 119,000 gross tons repre- 
sents the highest figure reached syice 
June 30, 1927, when an aggregate of 
147,000 tons was under construction. 
Also, the current volume for Great 
Britain and Ireland is larger than 
~~, since the beginning of 1928. 

ith the decline in shipbuilding in 
Germany that country, with a last- 
quarter decrease of nearly 135,000 
gross tons, is less than 100,000 tons 
ahead of Japan in merchant build- 
ing. Japan, which has been increas- 
ing her shipbuilding gradually for 
some time, is now third in rank 
among all maritime nations in ship- 
building, with nearly 180,000 gross 
tons of merchant ships under way. 

In the last quarter slightly more 
motorship tonnage was under con- 
struction than of all other types of 
merchant vessels combined. In the 
March quarter the lead of 173,000 
gross tons held by motorships at ‘the 
end of the last year was eliminated, 
Lloyd’s said, but in the June quarter 
this lead was regained. Now more 
than 50 per cent of the world con- 
struction is of vessels with internal 
combustion engines. Forty er cent 
of Great Britain and Ireland’s pres- 
eng #onstruction is being devoted to 

vessels.

Coroner. Holds Pilot Was: in 
\ Perfect Control. of Plane 
Just Before Crash. 








BLAMES JAMMED CONTROL 





Two Who Saw Aviator Just Before 
He Took Off Say He Was Sober 
—Edwards Scouts Finding.

WESTBURY, L. I., June 16.—The 
theory that Wilmer Stultz, trans- 
atlantic pilot, was intoxicated at the 
time of his death in an airplane 
crash July 1, received no support at 
the coroner’s inquest, which was 


13:| held here today by Justice of’ the 


Peace Wilmot Y. Hallock, in his ca- 
pacity as coroner. Several witnesses 
who had seen and talked to the pilot 
just’ before he took off on the stunt 
flight, which ended in-his death and 
that of his two passengers, said that 
he: showed_no trace of having been 
drinking. ‘No evidence to: the: con- 


27 | trary was-presented. 


After examining the witnesses at 
length, Mr. Hallock made public his 
verdict, as follows: 

“It has been found that Stultz died 


of a broken neck, ascertained by a 
medical examination ordered by the 
coroner, when his vlane crashed 
after the controls had been jammed 
while he was executing a ‘falling 
leaf.’ There is no. evidence to show 
that the pilot was unable to fly: 
There is evidence that he did. ‘some 
clean and.perfect stunt flying short- 
ly before his accident. There was no 
evidence presented to show that he 
was intoxicated. 

‘‘An autopsy was performed at the 
behest of the District Attorney of 
Nassau County and not by the coro- 
ner, and the result of the autopsy 
was not presented to the coroner,’’ 

Each ‘of the witnesses who gave 
their evidence as to the pilot’s condi- 
tion immediately before the flight 
declared that he had been close 
enough to Stultz to have known if 
the pilot» was intoxicated. Two 
pilots testified that Stultz had. exe- 
cuted some difficult: manoéuvres just 
before the crash, and explained that 
in one of the last, a:snap roll, the 
passengers would be thrown..against 
the safety. belt and would naturally 
hook their feet under the rudder 
bars in the forward cockpit in an ef- 
fort to hoid their seats. They fur- 
ther explained that such action 
would jam Stultz’s rudder and make 
: very difficult for him to right his

Cashiers Vexed by New Bills;
